Moore, President of the National 
Council of Women, in which there was 
the virtual accusation that the inter- 
national organization was an unpatriotic | 
Dody. | 

Mrs. Coe, who is Chairman of the | 
Clubwomen’s Protective Association, ex- 
pressed her criticism in New York in| 
an open letter to the Marchioness of 
Aberdeen and Temair, Internationa. 
President of the Council of Women. In 
her letter Mrs. Coe alleged that th: 
international organization would present 
“a propaganda program’’ to boost the} 
League of Nations. 

These attacks gained additional in 
terest today through the fact that a! 
Feception for Lady Aberdeen and other 
@elegates of the International Council 
of Women by the American National 
Council Committee in New York was 
abandoned. Lady Aberdeen and women 
delegates~ from thirty-six countries 
reached Washington this evening on a 
@pecial train from Buffalo. At Hamil- 
ton, Ont., last night, Lady: Aberdeen, in 
announcing that the New York recep- | 
tion had been abantloned, said she did | 
not know whether the cancellation had 
any relation to the letter of Mrs, Coé. | 

According to members of the National 
Patriotic Council, members of several 
Patriotic organizations have inquired 
whether they may sit as members and 
delegates in the sessions of the Interna- 
tional Council of Women. Today there 
was a meeting of the National Patriotic 
Council at the Willard Hotel, at which 
mames of officers and members of the 
Executive Council of the International 
Council of Women were scanned and the 
letter of Mrs. Potts was put in shape 
for sending to Mrs. Moore.

In the letter to Mrs. Moore the Na- 
tional Patriotic Council goes deeper in 
its inquiries than Mrs. Coe did in seek- 
ing to ascertain the objects of the con- 
ference of the International Council of 
Women here. The ostensible purpose of 
the letter is to put the National Patri- 
otic Council in a position to advise its 
members whether they should sit in the 
conference. 

One of the questions asked of the In- 
ternational Council of Women is whether 
any of those who will take part in the 
cunference have been mentioned publicly 
as ultra-pacifistic, communistic or sup- 
porters of the Russian Soviet 
ment. Another question

for its meeting. Some of the questions | 
apparently attempt to link the Inter- 
national Council with the Woman’s In- 
ternational League for Peace and Free- 
dom, which is accused of ultra-pacifism.

The only 
new question relates to naturaliza- 
tion. 

The chief queries which every one 
should be prepared to answer, ac- 
cording to an announcement today 
by Mrs. Florence E. S. Knapp, will 
be concerning permanent residence; 
name; relationship to the head of 
the family; color or race; sex; age; 
nativity; number of years in the 
United States; whether citizen or 
alien; if naturalized, when .and 
where; occupation and the employe 
or employer. 

It has been estimated that each 
enumerator will Interview an average 
of 1,500 persons.

PHILADELPHIA, May 2.—The big, all- 
métal hull naval seaplane PN-9, sweep- 
ing up and down forty-mile course 
Delaware River for twenty- 
eight hours and thirty-six minutes, had 
broken all previous non-stop flight rec- 
ords for seaplanes by nearly fourteen 
hours, when she came to rest on the 
water off the navy yard at 2:58 o’clock 
afternoon, after covering approxi- 
|} mately 2,300 miles. 

By nearly doubling the time of the non- 
stop seaplane flight of fourteen hours 
fifty-three minutes and forty-four sec- 
onds of last year the craft proved her 
ability to make the long hop from San | 
Diego to Honolulu, 2,009 miles, proposed | 
for the coming Summer, officers at the | 
navy yard stated. Trade winds would 
conserve the gasoline supply on that 
flight, the officers said.

At the start the PN-9 carried 1,300 
gallons of gasoline and 150 gallons of 
oil, making the total weight lifted, with 
four passengers, 19,000 pounds, or 
nine and one-half tons. 

At 7:12 A. M. a message was dropped 
aviators which apparently indi- 
cated that the seaplane would not be 
able to keep aloft for a full thirty hours, 
the original goal. The message said: 

“After twenty hours, have covered 
1,370 knots. Stilh 240 gallens gasoline | 
left. Using 45 gallons hourly. Speed, 
sixty-four knots an hour. See you about 
noon.”’

American ratification of certain draft 
p treating vital to this country. 

Participation in the efforts to outlaw 
war. 

The recommendations were outlined to 
Secretary Kellogg in an address delivered 
by Manley O. Hudson, Profeseor of In- 
ternational Law at Harvard. With Pro- 

| fessor Hudson were these members of 
| the association's committee: 
Charles H. Strong, Secretary of the 
| Bar Association of New Yor City, and 
| acting President of the Council of the 
| association in the absence of George W. 
| Wickersham; Bishop Wiliam McDoweil 
|of the Methodist Episcopel Church; 
| Major General Henry Jf. Alien; Mrs. 
| Kate Trenholm Abranis; Mrs. Philip 
North Moore, President of the Na- 
tlonal Council of Women; Theodore 
Marburg, former Minister to Belgium; 
Mrs. Frank Day Tuttle, Chairman of the 
Greater New York Branch, League of 
Nations Non-Partisan Association; Ev-~-

No Substitute for the One League. 

The memorial presented to Secretary 
Kellogg by Professor Hudson in behalf 
of the association stated that ‘‘there is 
and can be but one League of Nations,” 
and continued: 

‘““‘The growth of the League’s member- 
|ship from forty-two nations in 1920 to 
| fifty-five nations in 1925 is an indica- 
ition of the world-wide support which is 
| being given to the League today. It 
| seems possible to hope that further ap- 
proaches to universality of member 
ship will be made during the current 
year. 

‘“‘Nowhere in the world, we believe, is 

any substitute being talked about today, 
}and nowhere is there any talk of 
labandoning the experiment which has

| years—a, record which is an open book 
}for all to read who will—serves today 
las the basis of the League's certain 
future. 
“With so many States of 
following this method 
which we call the League of Nations, 
and maintaining machinery to make

without neglect of its opportunity to

Cites World Court Achievements. 


In his plea for American adherence to 
| the World Court, Professor Hudson said: 
“This association supports the pro- 
| posal of President Coolidge that the 
| United States«adhere to the Protocol of 
| the Permanent Court of International 
| Justice on the conditiors and under- 
standings suggested by Secretary 
Hughes and added to by President Cool- 
idge. That Court now has a record of 
three years’ achievement, It has hand- 
|ed down five judgments and ten advis- 
ory opinions, and two cases are now 
pending before it. 

‘In time its work should rejuvenate 
our existing international law, and this 
| association deems it inevitable that, in

Two Americans are now members of 
‘the Fermanent Health Committee, Pro- 
fessor Hudson pointed out, and. the 
United States hag participated in the 
work of the Oplum Committeé and the 
Committee on Traffic in Women and 
Children. In recommending that the 
United States also .obtain membership 
@n the Permanent Mandates Commission, 
vital to the protection of American in- 
terests, and on the Economic and Finan- 
cial Committee, which has been of great 
significance to American business men 
and to American trade, Professor Hud- 
zon sajd: 

“Such participation will not bind -the 
United States and does not seem to call 
for legislation’ by Congress.’’ 
Expressing satisfaction with the ac- 
tion of the Administration in sertding 
-delegates to the League’s Conference on 
Arms Traffic,’he said: 

“We urge the extension of this ‘co- 
operation for the purpose of meeting 
Specific problems: which wre created by 
our contracts with other nations.’’ 

Professor Hudson declared that the 
association believed it of great moment 
for the United States to take part in the 
work of the Goordination Commission 
on Reduction of Armaments, dnd ‘far- 
ther urged that the Secretary of State 
“give all possible aid to Americafi in- 
dividuals who act as members of such 
League committees as the Committee 
on Intellectual Cooperation and the Com- 
mittee on Progressive Codification of 
International Law and to take all pos- 
sible measures for enabling the Ameri- 
can public to be informed concerning 
the progress of this work."’ ‘ 
Professor Hudson presented to Mr. 
Kellogg summaries of those treaties for 
which American ratification is urged. 
These treaties are: Labor conventions 
(minimum age for admission of children 
in employment at sea; ‘unemployment 
indemnity in case of loss or foundering 
of ship and minimum age for the ad- 
mission of young persons to employment 
as trimmers and stokers); also the Con- 
ventions on White Slavery, Traffic in 
Obscene Publications: and Commercial 
Arbitration, 


Advocates Treaty Registration. 


Professor Hudson advocated protection 
against secret treaties in 
this Government communicate all Amer- 
ican treaties to the. Secretary General 
of the League of Nations for registra- 
tion. He pointed out that fifty-five 
members of the League, 
Germany and Equador, 
now register their treaties; 
tinued: 

“A treaty made by the United States 
with any one of these fifty-seven States 
will now be registered ang published in 
the treaty series. The 850 treaties which 
have been registered and published dur- 
ing the last five years include many to 
which the United States is a party. 

‘“‘We can see no reason why all Amer- 
ican treaties should not be registered, 
including those which are made with 
States like Mexico and Turkey, which 
do not register ‘now. This would not 
require any legislation by Congress. 

‘*It would have the great advantage of 
causing them to be published in the 
treaty series, which is the only general 
compendium of the world’s treaty law 
and the thirty-one volumes of which are 
‘now in common use among lawyers 
throughout the world.”’ 

Professor Hutison then took up the 
question of the outlawry of war and 
attention to the Protocol of 
. Geneva of Oct. 2, 1924, which, he said, 
« represented a sincere attempt by mem- 
bers of the League of Nations ‘‘to make 
some progress toward the outlawry of 
war, an ideal near to Americans’ 
, hearts.” 


Would Enter Protocol Parieys. 
“Seventeen nations signed the Proto- 
col, providing for a larger measure of 
compulsory peaceful settlement than was 


and con- 


ever attempted by so many nations,”’ he | 


continued. ‘‘But it is mow clear that 
this Protocol will not come into effect 
in its present form. 

“The present temper of the world, the 
lessons burned into our minds by the 
war, will not allow this question to be 


dropped, however. The negotiations will 

o on and we deem it essential that the 
Enitea States have some part in them. 

‘“‘We venture to express the hope that 
such negotiations will not be left to pro- 
ceed without the participation of Gov- 
ernment and that you may find some 
way of collaborating with the various 
members of the League and of joining 
in a suitable treaty for the outlawry of 
war which will be acceptable to all the 
peoples of the world.

World Has Not Yet Realized Extent 
of Economic Shift to America, 
Dr. Altman Says. 


Dr. 8S. P. Altman, Professor of Eco- 
nomics at Heidelberg University and at 
the Mannheim Commercial College, Ger- 
many, who has accompanied his wife, 
Dr. Elizabeth Altman Gottheimer, an of- 
‘ficial delegate to the quinquennial meet- 
ing of the International Council of Wo- 
men at Washington, declared yesterday 
at the Hotel Pennsylvania that the elec- 
tion of Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
to the German Presidency was “a sen- 
timental tribute to an old soldier,” and 
in. no way indicative of the political 
alignment of the German people. 

“Notwithstanding. the election of Hin- 
denburg,’’ said Professor Altman, “I 
believe that Germany will continue in 
its old quiet way without falling into 
any. political er economic disorder. 

“IT am of. the opinion that the Presi- 
dent-elect of the German Republic is a 
man of high personal honor, to whom all 
respect is due. He would never betray 
the Constitution he has sworn to defend. 

“I regret, however, that a soldier and 
not a statesman has been elected Presi- 
dent at this moment. I believe that 
many voters were of the incorrect opin- 
fon that a man of the ancient régime 
would be able to restore to them the 
fortunes lost during the time of infia- 
tion. I do not believe that the German 
Constitution is endangered by the elec- 
tion, which was not a sign of high polit- 
ical reasoning in Germany, but a senti- 
mental tribute to an old soldier. 

“There ig a real Republican majority 
in Germany. Eckener, designer of Zep- 
pelins, and Furtwangler, the conductor, 
are better exponents of present-day Ger- 
man tendengies than an old representa- 
tive of the military caste.”’ 

Dr. Altman said that conversations 
with New York bankers, merchants and 
teachers had convinced him that the 
world had yet to know to what an ex- 
tent the economic centre of gravity had 
shifted from Europe to the United 
States.

Hawaii Manoeuvres and Fleet's 
Visit to Australia. 


SCENT A SECRET PURPOSE 


They Predict Anglo-American ~Ac- 
cord Against Japan — Roman 
Paper Gives Similar Views.

TOKIO, May 2.—A menace to Japan 
in the visit of the American fleet to 
Australia is seen by the Chugal Shogyo, 
a conservative business ,.men’s paper 
which the Mitsui interests are said to 
control, while the Tokio Kokumin, an- 
other conservative paper, sees in the 
naval manoeuvres around Hawail the 
secret training of American seamen for 
an attack on Japan. 

While the manoeuvres were in progress 
there was little comment, except In the 
Jingo Press, with the exception of a

short article by the Jiji’s naval expert 
calling the country’s attention to the 
manoeuvres. 

Following the Government's announce- 
ment that it saw no menace in the 
American naval operations, the reliable 
press for the most part abandoned its 
attacks. Today's Chugal, however, says: 

‘‘The American naval manoeuvre plan 
is too boldly provocative against Japan. 
The Powers have been accustomed to 
conduct manoeuvres on the assumption 
of repulsing an invading enemy fleet 
in their own territorial waters, with lim- 
ited plans which did not menace other 
Powers. The American plan, however, 
extends over nine months and covers a 
vast area of the Pacific around wali. 
Moreover, the fleet will visit Australia 
for the secret purpose of conducting fur- 
ther manoeuvres in conjunction with the 
Australian fleet. The visit of the Amer- 
ican fleet to Australia is a great men- 
ace to the safety of this nation. 

“A dispatch from America states that 
as a result of the manoeuvres further 
fortifications in Hawali are to be re- 
commended to Congress. Judging from 
this, America doubtlessly projects dis- 
turbing the peace of the Pacific by 
strengthening her forts. The fortifica- 
tion of Hawaii may justly be taken as 
an indication of the Americans’ ill will 
toward Japan.”’ 

The Kokumin calls attention to what 
it calls the ambition of the Anglo- 
Saxon race to extend its influence in 
the East, a that Hawaii and Sin- 
gapore afford bases of operation for 
this plan. It adds: 

“The expectation that the Washington 
treaties would be assurances of per- 
manent peace has now proved a dream. 
Our nationals now realize that the dils- 
armament conference at Washington 
was a secret plot between the two 
groups of the Anglo-Saxons to weaken 


the fighting strength of the Jévaiess|| 
navy. Hawaii would afford a splendid 
base for American naval operations, as 
Singapore would_for the English. The 
great manoeuvres of the American navy 
around Hawali are not simple sham 
operations.

OPENS TOMORROW 


Delegates of 42 Nations Assem- 
ble in Geneva to Discuss Con- 
trol of the Traffic. 


) GERMANY IS REPRESENTED 


Wo Room for Public at the Largest 


international Conference Held 
Since the War.

GENEVA, May 2.—The conference on 
“waffic in arms, which opens on Monday 
wnder the Presidency of former Premier 
Carton de Wiart of Belgium, will be the 
largest international conference since 
the Allies met at Versailles to draw up 
the peace terms, it is shown by the com- 
plete list of delegates of the forty-two 
participating nations. 

Following the lead of the United 
States, Great Britain, France and Italy 
@re each sending nine delegates, while 
Germany, though her position on arms 
traffic is distinctly defined in the Treaty 
of Versailles, is represented by seven} 
able diplomatists under Ambassador von 
Echardt, the German representative in 
Mexico during the war. In addition to 
the accredited Government representa- | 
tives, it is expected that there will be a 
mumber of observers. 

British. labor will be represented by 
Charles Roden Buxton, former M. P. | 
and brother of the Minister of Agriccl- 
ture in the Labor Government, and Miss | 
Carlin of the General Workers’ Union. 
The International Federation of Ex-Ser- | 
vice Men will be represented by Colonel | 
F. W. Abbot, the publicity director of 
the British Legion League was informed 
today by Colonel Miller, President of the 
federation. Although no observers for 
arms manufacturers have yet presented 
themselves, there is no question that 
they will be present. They will be 

laced in an embarrassing position in 
dentifying themselves if they wish to 
attend the conference. There are 250 
seats in the largest room of the secre- 
tariat, just sufficient for the delegations, 
secretaries and press, so the public must 
be excluded. 

The attitude of the United States dele- 

tion is of prime importance. The con- 
erence is doomed to wrangles from 
Near East countries fighting against a | 
barred zone into which no arms can| 
be shipped, and from South Americans 
fighting against a provision inserted in 
the draft of the convention for the sake 
of the United States and conditioning | 
Government permission of shipments on | 
Government recognition of the receiving 
country. 

The size and importance of the Ger- 
gnan delegation forecasts trouble. Under 
the Versailles treaty Germany agreed 
not to traffic in arms and munitions and | 
to accept the St. Germain or any sub- 
sequent conventions on arms traffic. | 
Nevertheless, statistics of imports and | 
exports of arms show that Germany has 
been consistently traffickin in war) 
materials. If Germany should\take an 
instransigeant stand in the conference 
it is certain she will be called to order 
by the Allies. | 

It is suggested among the European 
delegations that the least the United} 
States can do is cooperate to the extent | 
of not interfering, or not permitting | 
@ther nations to interfere, in any ar- 
rangement which the European powers 
feel necessary to the -peace and security 
of Europe. In other words, she should 
respect an agreement affecting ere | 
spots in the Near East and Africa, 
where European interests are vital. 

On the other hand, a South American 
attack against the United States is un-| 
likely to have the support of Europe,

CHARGE MISUSE OF FUNDS 


Say Members Borrowed to Pay 
Teachers—President of Board 
Denies Accusationa, 


MANHASSET, L. IL. May .2.—A peti- 
tion asking an investigation into the af- 
fairs of the Manhasset School District 
and removal of the five members of the 
District Board of Education was filed 
yesterday with Frank P. Graves, State 
Commissioner of Education, by local 
taxpayers. 

Among those signing the. petition were 
Arthur A. Wheeler, President of the 
Village of Plandome, and Stephen H. 
Mason, President of the Manhasset Civic 
A&sociation. The members of the School 
Board are Dr. Charles M. Niesley, Chair- 
man; Edward L’Hommedieu, Fred W. 
Youk, John W. Eagleson and G. Harry 
Jackson. 

The petition says the School Board 
“actually and wilfully violated the law 
im several respects, awarded contracts 
for the high school building without hav- 
Hg the plans approved by the State 

epartment of Education and awarded 
contracts for erection of the school build- 
ing which exceeded the appropriation.”’ 
It said also the board ‘‘intentionally 
and knowingly spent budget money for 
urpases other than those set forth in 

e budget.” 

The petition called attention to the 
fact that on April 1 the board had no 
funds and that three board members 
gigned personal notes on which they 
borrowed money with which to pay the 
teachers. 

Taxpayers will meet Tuesday evening 
fn the high school to vote on a $180,- 
000 budget for the new school year, 
beginning August 1, and to elect trus-

tees to succeed L’Hommedieu and Jack- 
son, whose terms expire Monday night. 

“T understand the petition has been 
filed,’’ said Dr. Niesley tonight. “‘But 
there isn’t anything that I care to say 
at this time. The expenditures that have 
been made by the school board wera 
necessary and were mace economically. 
The whole matter will be threshed out 
Tuesday evening, ‘when I may have 
something further to say.’’ 

At a meeting last night Dr. Niesley in- 
sisted that not one dollar of school funds 
had been misspent and that the books 
were open to the taxpayers. 

G. Har Jackson said that he had 
voted against the spending of budget 
money for. purposes other than those 
set forth in the budget and that he had 
voted against awarding the contracts 
for the high school building. He said 
these facts were set forth in the petition 
and that the petition did not ask for 
his removal from office. 


KNEW OF BRITISH CREDIT. 


State Department Told of Ameri- 
cans’ Part in Gold Standard Return 


Snecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The State 
Department was notified in advance of 
the extension by American bankers of 
the $300,000,000 credit to Great Britain, 
which formed a part of the plan for re- 
turning to a gold basis, byt it was ex- 
plained today that it would not be cor- 
rect to say that the department was 
consulted about the loan. The policy of 
the department is neither to endorse nor 
condemn loans to foreign Governments, 
but it had an opportunity to express its 
views on the subject, which are under- 
stood to have been favorable. 

It was explained that $200,000,000 of 
this credit Was simply an advance on an 
arrangement with the Federal Reserve 
Bank, which permitted the purchase of 
bills of exchange, &c., as authorized by 
law. It is understood that the remain- 
ing $100,000,000 was a credit by Mor- 
gan & Co. and other New York banking 
interests to the British Government, 
similar to the credit extended to France 
some time ago. 


Hearst Is Guest at White House. 
Special to The New York Times. , 
WASHINGTON, May 2. — William 
Randolph Hearst was a guest today at 
the White House for luncheon. Mr. 
Hearst was here inspecting his news- 
paper properties and it was said that 
there was nothing of public significance 
in his seeing the President. The pub- 
lisher had nothing to say as he left the 
White House, and indicated that the 
subjects discussed at the luncheon did 
not bear on public questions.

Vincenzo Perrone of 84 Chrystie Street, | 
said that they were distgibuting copies 
of the newspaper in ulberry Bend 
Park, qpposite a public school. He ex- 
plained that when Mozola and Perrone 
were Sree in Night Court they 
pleaded guilty and were held for exam- 
ination in the Tombs Court under $300 
ball each.

$1,000,000 GIFT BALKED 


Guggenheim Says Offer Was Re- 
considered Because of Admin- 
Iistration’s Attitude. 


The controversy over Mayor Hylan’s 
refusal to permit the Guggenheims to 
give free public concerts in Central 
Park unless they are officially labeled 
“Mayor Hylan’s Free People’s Con- 
certs’’ developed picturesquely yester- 
day. 

There was excitement for a time in 
City Hall Park when members of the 
Citizens’ Committee for Free Music in 
the Parks released toy baloons in sight 
of the Mayor’s office windows with 
signed petitions appealing to Mayor 
Hylan to reconsider his determination to 


allow no citizens to give free music to | 
the people unless that music is described | 
as Mayor Hylan’s gift to the people. |} 
Policemen halted the baloon demonstra- | 


tion. 

Tt was revealed that the Guggenheims 
have under consideration a $1,000,000 
endowment for free music for the people 
of the city, but have decided to make no | 
offer of the kind to the city authorities 
at present because of the attitude of 
Mayor Hylan. j 

The toy balloon appeal to Mayor 
Hylan was staged by Mrs. Bella Zilber- | 
man of 1,729 Caton Avenue, Brooklyn, 
President of the Citizens’ Committee, 


who asserted that Mayor Hylan was re- 
jecting gifts for free music for the people 
unless he was permitted to treat the/ 
ifts as contributions to his campaign | 
und and use it for self-advertising pur- 
poses. 


Balloon Appeal Squelched. 


Leading thirty women of her organi- 
gation and an army of small boys, Mrs. 
Zilberman entered City Hall Park 
equipped with 500 toy balloons. The 


hundreds of bobbing globes of gay colors 
brought crowds racing into the park and 
brought affairs to a crisis somewhat too | 
quickly for the purposes of the pageant. | 

Dozens of balloons were loosed within | 
sight of the Mayor’s windows, but be- 
fore the petitions begging him not to 
deprive the people of the Guggenheim 
concerts because he could not label 
them ‘‘Mayor Hylan’s Free Public Con- | 
certs’’ could be launched skyward, there | 
was iriterference.

Church at Fifty-fifth Street an effort 
would .be made to raise the other 
$150,000.

The immigration officials found out 
that he had been turned back at Laredo, 
Texas, over a year ago for the same rea- 
son and therefore could not apply for 
a permit to pass through the United 
States in less than two years from that 
date. Several merchants in this city of- 
fered to furnish bonds for him and said 
that Abed, who is 65 years old, is worth 
more than a million dollars, but the 
laws had to be carried out. He went

The growth of avia- 
tion since the war, he went on, had 
caused a scientific study of the laws 
governing the flow of fluids, whfch in- 
elude gaseS and vapors as well as 
Mquids. The results of this study are 
best known to the general public through

The explana- 
tion, of course, is that one cannot de- 
pend on the wind the same as on cowl 
or waterpower, but it appears that con- 
ditions are quite different and 
more favorable as soon as one 
ther away from the earth’s surface.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—A nation-wide 
movement to conserve the lumber re- 
sources of the United States was started 
today by the appointment of a conser- 
vation committee, of which Secretary |

report at a conference to be held next 
Fall. One of the big objects sought is 
to obtain closer cooperation in insuring 
full use of all timber cut. 

he committee comprises representa- 
tives of the railways, the paper and 
pulp industry, purchasing agents of the 
country, wood-using industries, lumber 
manufacturers and retailers, architects 
and contractors, the American Engineer- 
ing Council and the national farmer or- 
ganizations. 

A preliminary conference, 
Secretary Hoover, has been in 
here during the week, and it was voted 
today that definite action to bring about 
conservation was essential to the best 
interests of the nation. At the close of 
| the conference the situation was summed 
up by John V. W. Reynders of New 
York, who represented the American 
Engineering Council.

Italian Ambassador Tells Foreign 
Correspondents Diplomats 
Welcome Journalists. 


tiacomo de Martino, ttalian Ambassa-

Ambassador Martino, who was intro- 
duced by the toastmaster, A. Arbib- 
Costa, correspondent of La Tribuna of 
Rome, as “fone of those trained diplo- 
mats, who day by day, patiently, inces- 
| santly, arrange things, and patch small 
quarrels,’’ spoke of the great change 


which had taken place in the relations 
between the press and d_plomacy in the 
last twenty years. 

“When I was a young man” the Am- 
bassador said, “four Ambassadors con- 
sidered a newspaper man a very dan- 
| gerous person and we were forbidden to 
receive visits from such menacing people 
or to pay visits to them. 

“Now it is necessary for Governments 
to maintain close contact with the press, 
and no line of foreign policy is possible 
unless public opinion is first cultivated.

“Both are small, mountainous, vol- 
canic countries,’’ Mr. Saito said. ‘‘Each 
lacks raw resources such as coal and 
oil.

“But the fact cannot be disguised— 
and I make the statement with a full 
consciousness of my responsibility as 
head of the Government—that neither 
now nor ever will we find adequate eco- 
nomic compensation in Morocco. There- 
fore it would be folly to squander our 
fold and the ves of our children any 
onger.”’

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ALBERT A. BOYDEN, 
EDITOR, DIES AT 50 


Had Been in Poor Health Since 
He Did War Work With Ameri- 
can Forces in France. 


IN POLAND FOR RED CROSS 


Former Managing Editor of Mc- 
Clure’s and The American Maga- 
zine—Helped Found Latter. 


Albert A. Boyden, formerly managing 
editor of McClure’s Megazine and the 
American Magazine, later American 
Commissioner to the Red Cross Societies 
in Poland and widely known for his hu- 
manitarian labors, died last night‘in his 
apartment at 226 East Fifteenth Street, 
Stuyvesant Square, where he and _the 
Rev. Maitland Bartlett lived together 
for ‘many years. He had just passed 
his fiftieth birthday. Death was due 
to pernicious anaemia, but Mr. Boyden 
had not been in health since his service 
in France during the war. 

Mr. Boyden was born in Sheffield, Ill., 
of New England stock, a son of Albert 
Woodbury Boyden, who was prominent 
in the Congregational denomination and 
Illinois politics. _Shortly after his 
graduation from Harvard in 1898 he be- 
came connected with McClure’s Maga- 
zine in its early years, and from 1903 
to 1906 was its managing director. 

With John S. Phillips, Miss Ida M. 
Tarbell, Ray Stannard Baker and oth- 
ers, he had a part in establishing the 
American Magazine, of which he was 
‘managing editor from 1906 to 1917. He 
resigned this position at the time the 
United States entered the war to go to 
France with the “‘Y,’’ serving first with 
the French troops, then with the Brit- 
ish and finally with those from America. 

After the war Mr. Boyden went to 
Warsaw, Poland, where he remained in 
Rea Cross work through the Bolshevik 
invasion of that country, and became 
the Commissioner to the Poland League 
of Red Cross Societies. Later he served 
as Secretary of the American Repara- 
tions Committee in Vienna, 

Since his return to this country in 1922 
Mr. Boyden had given gratuitously and 
«generously his entire time and strength 
to the aid of public causes and philan- 
thropic enterprises, such as the Foreign 
Language Service, the American School 
in Thessalonica and the Normal Schoot 
in Warsaw. His last labors, as his 
final !llness was coming on*him, were 
devoted to directing the drive for beoks 
for the merchant marine libraries for 
sailors. The Government of Poland 
decorated him for‘his services to that 
country. 

Mr. Boytien had an unusually large 
circle of friends in every walk of life, 
both in the United States and abroad, 
but especially in New Work City. He 
was the youngest of four brothers, two 
of whom are George W. and Charles W. 
Boyden, bankers in Illinois, the latter 
Vice President of the State Bankers’ 
Association. The third brother ts Wil- 
liam C. Boyden of Chicago, Vice Presi- 
dent of ie Chicago Bar Association 
and a member of the Harvard Board of 
Overseers. Mrs. John H. Finley, wife 
of the associate editor of THE NEW 
YorK TIMES, is his only sister. Roland 
W. Boyden, lately American Commis- 
sioner of Reparations, ts a cousin.

MAJOR WILEY DIES 
QF HEART ATTACK 


Civil War Veteran and Ex-Con- 
gressman Succumbs in His 
‘ East Orange Home.

Publisher of Scientific Works for 
Nearly Fifty Years—His Ser- 
vices in World War.

Major William Halsted Wiley, Civil | 
War veteran, ex-Congressman and for 
nearly fifty years a publisher of scien- 
tific works, died yesterday morning at 
his residence, 149 Halsted Street, East 
Orange, N. J., of heart disease that ter- 
minated an illnéss of pneumonia. He is 
survived by a nephew and niece, with 
whom he lived at the Halsted Street} 
house, where services will be held at} 
8:30 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 

Major Wiley was born in New York | 
City on July 10, 1842, but during nearly | 
his entire life his home was in East}

had not the Civil War interrupted his | 
plans. He joined the Independent Corps | 
of the New York Volunteer Light In- 
fantry as a Second Lieutenant, an or-| 
ganization later known as the Seventh 
Regiment. Many ‘years afterward Major 
Wiley was elected President the | 
Seventh Regiment War Veterans. 

In the cuurse of the war Major Wiley 
rose to the command of two companies 
of light artillery, and in 1864 was 
“retired as a brevet Major for gallant 
and meritorious services,’’ his command- 
ing officer, Colonel Gillmore, giving him 
special mention -for ‘‘efficient and able | 
services during the siege and bombard- | 
nent of Fort Sumpter and Charleston, 
a. .c." | 

After the war Major Wiley resumed | 
his studies and in 1866 received an en- | 
gineer’s degree from Rensselaer Poly- 
technic Institute at Troy, following this | 
course with a year of special work at 
the Columbia School of Mines These | 
years were devoted to specially careful 
preparation for his life work, which he} 
began In 1876. when he entered the of- 
fice of John Wiley & Sons, Inc., pub- 
lishers of scientific works, one of the 
oldest firms of its type in the United 
States, founded in 1807 by his grand- 
father, Charles Wiley. 

For three terms Major Wiley repre- 
sented the old Highth*Vvew Jersey Dis- | 
trict in Congress, from 1903 to 1907, ar 
from 1909 to 1911. In 1913 he visited the 
Philippines and studied the conditions 
there, especially the character of the in- 
habitants and their fitness for! indepen- 
dence, returning with the conviction that 
the islands should not be released from | 
the protective control of the United | 
States, as a chaos disastrous to the na- 
tives would result. 

During the World War Major Wiley | 
was Chairman of the national Prepared- 
ness Committee of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers. 

Major Wiley had belong to many sci- 
entific and other societies, in several 
of which he held office. He was a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee of the | 
National Security League, Treasurer of | 
the American Societ¥ of Mechanical En- 
gineers and of the Military Engineering 
Commission.

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2 PER CENT. TAX CUT 
ON INCOMES FORESEEN 


Treasary Officials Unofficially 
Estimate the Possible Reduction 
on Basis of Reecipts. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Unofficial 
estimates by Treasury officials indicate 
that a 12 per cent. reduction in income 
taxes may be possible as the first step 
in lifting the Federal tax burden. 

This figure, while calculated without 


intention to commit Secreta Mellon 
to any policy, was suggested today on 
the basis of an incomplete analysis of 
returns on income taxes under the 
resent law as shown in the March, or 
irst, quarterly instalment. It would 
bear out previous estimates that an- 
other $200,000,000 total reduction could 
be made effective on taxes paid in 1926. 

Present indications. are that the 
Treasury will avoid making any def- 
inite proposal to the next Congress, 
when, it is expected, the tax question 
again will be“*alive. While Mr. Mellon 
has made no direct statement on the 
subject, most of his advisers favor 
keeping the Treasury out of the fight. 
They are urging that the Treasury in- 
form Congress of the state of the 
finances and point out what is pos- 
sible, thus leaving the whole question 
of rates for the Congressional leaders 
to decide. 

The first indication that another cut 
in income taxes was possible was given 
when the March instalment exceeded 
the Treasury's estimate, made Jast Sum- 
mr, by about $8,000,000. Further evi- 
dence that total revenue receipts will bé 
larger than originally calculated is given 
also in receipts from import tariffs, 
which, just now, are about $5,000,000 
above the amount collected up to the 
same dafe in 1924. 

Some officials favor the application of 
the bulk of the next tax cut to the mid- 
dle class of incomes and those derived 
from business. Their argument is that 
the smaller income earners obtained im- 
portant relief in the last tax revision 
and that the class which is maintainin 
the flow of lifeblood in industry should 
be treated next. Should their views pre- 
vail, it would mean substantial cuts. in 
incomes from $25,000 to perhaps as high 
as $200,000.

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CRUDE OIL OUTPUT 
HIGHEST SINCE 1928 


Despite Decline in Production 
of Lighter Grades, Total for 
Country Is Rising. 


DUE TO SMACKOVER FIELD 


Effect of Divided Trend in Flow Is 
to Harden Gasoline Prices and 
Weaken Fuel Oil. ~ 


Production of Nght grades of crude 
oil suitable for gasoline dropped 6,154 
barréls in the week of April 25, the 
latest for which official figures are 
available. Compared with production in 
January, there has been a drop of 107,- 
848 barrels daily, and compared with 
the peak production of 1924 there has 
been a decline of 126,722 barrels dally. 
The trade expects this decline in output 
to continue. 

There has been an unusually sharp 
gain in the production of heavy grades 
of crude oil, especially in the Southern 
and Southwestern fields. Most of the 
recent gain has been due to the open- 
ing of deeper sands in the Smackover 
field in Arkansas. This field, according 
to latest reports, was producing crude 
oil at the rate of 284,000 barrels daily, 
compared with less than 60,000 earlier 
in the year. This increase has made 
the daily average production of the 
country now at the highest level since 
1923. : 

Of late, however, the trade and in- 
vestors have realized the fallacy of 
looking upon the aggregate production 
of crude oil as governing conditions in 


the industry, especially as aftecting fhe 
gasoline supply. The public is ing 
educated gradually to differentiate be- 
tween the output of. heavy and light 
grades of crude. This, trade interests 
assert, is due to the fact that the mar- 
ket price for crudé oil is based on the 
value of products obtainable from it by 
refining. The most important product 
is gasoline. 

The lowering production of crude oil 
has been responsible principally for the 


mid-West, where most of the country’s 
light grade crude oil is produced. The 
output of Nght grade crude in the mid- 
continent now approximates 930,000 bar- 
rels daily, while the total for the coun- 
try aggregates 1,420,000 barrels daily. 
While the smaller production of light 
crudes has caused firmness in the gaso- 
line market, so far as wholesale prices 
are concerned, the enormous gains in 
roduction of heavy crude oil has 
rought weakness to the fuel oil market. 
Some of the largest factors in the fuel 
oil market have reduced their prices 10 
cents’a barrel or more, to the lowest 
quotations thus far this year. In the 
Middle West, fuel oll appears to be a 
drug on the market. The price is being 
fixed virtually by the buyer rather than 
the seller.

DOCUMENTS REVEAL 
REDS BULGAR PLOT 


Text of Moscow Instructions, 
Setting Revolution for April 15, 
Reaches This Country. 


MOBILIZED COMMUNISTS 


They Were Ordered to Work 
With Macedonian Reds Dis- 
tributing Arms From Depots. 


BANDS FORMED FOR TERROR 


Warning Was Given That Any Slip 
In the War Call Meant Punish- 
ment by Death. 


Newspapers and official advices mailed 
@inoe the attack on King Boris of Bul- 
@eria and the assassination of General 
Gheorghieff on April 14, to the blowing 
up of the Sveta Nedelia Cathedral at 
the time of the General’s funeral on 
April 16 have reached this country from 
Sofia. The journals clear up hitherto 
obscure points in regard to both crimes, 
but as the latest paper was issued on the 
morning of April 17, they do not deal 
with the reactions of the Government, so 
bitterly complained of in subsequent 
dispatches from Belgrade and Vienna. 

The official advices include documents 
and extracts from them, implicating 
the Moscow Communist International 
and by inference (based on their inter- 
locking positions) the Soviet Govern- 
ment. The Macedonian Federalists and 
the Agrarian-Communist organization 
(refugee in Serbia), are linked up with 
the Agrarian Union and Communist 
centres in Bulgaria, The text of the 
Moscow instruction, designating April 
15 for the revolution is included. 

King Boris, who is an enthusiastic 
botanist and entomologist, accompanied 
only by Professor Deltcho Ilcheff, en- 
tomologist of the Vranye Palace; his 
Majesty’s A. D. C., Captain Stamatoff, 
and a body servant, Petar Koteff, set 
out from Sofia on Sunday, April 12, in 
an automobile driven by one of the 
palace chauffeurs. Their destination 
was Orhanie, where they purposed to 
gather botanical specimens, On the 
morning of April 14, while on their way 
back to Sofia, they passed at 10:30 
o’clock the Sofia-Orhanie auto-bus going 
in the same direction. Ten minutes lgter 
they entered the pass of Araba-Konak, 
where shots poured down upon them 
from the cliffs on both sides, killing the 
professor and the body» servant and 
wounding the chauffeur. 

The King took the wheel and saved 
the car from going down a precipice 
which opened on the left just ahead. As 
he and Captain Stamatoff turned back 
to intercept the auto-bus, shots con- 
tinued. The official accounts do not say 
that the King and Captain were armed, 
or that they returned the fire. 

It was first reported officially by 
cable that the attack had been made 
by bandits, who mistook the royal au- 
tomobile for the auto-bus, which they 
had intended to rob. But that after- 
noon in the Sobranje, Premier Tsan- 
koff said: 

“Traveling by auto his Majesty the 
King was ambused by a band of polit- 
ical brigands—all the objects seized | 
prove that the affair is not identified 
with a band of ordinary brigands, bu 
with a political band.’ ’ 


Alleged Confession of Crimes. 


It was also reported by cable that the 
body of the assassin of Nicholas Mileff, 
Minister designate at Washington, who 
was shot in the streets of Sofia on the | 
evening of Feb. 13, had been dis- | 
covered at the place of his crime with | 


@ confession pinned to his coat. The | 
discovery was made by the police at 
5:30 on the morning of the day after 
the King was ambushed. 

The confession, save for names and 
particulars withheld by the authorities, 
reads: 

My name is Manoloff. I killed at 
this very place Nicholas Mileff and I 
deserve my punishment. * * * Leav- 
ing the newspaper office I saw him 
at a distance and told by.comrades 
{according to accounts of witnesses, 
there were twoj to hide themselves 
in Batcho-Kiro Or Tetevenska Street, 
I do not remember which. I followed 
him along the sidewalk and, when 
near the telegraph post, I fired on 
him with one of the two pistols I had 
on me. They were given me by * ® # 
because it was I who had been se- 
lected to kill him. 

After having discharged the first 
shot, I wanted to fire again, but the 
pistol jammed. Then I threw it 
down and drew the second one from 
my overcoat pocket and pursued Mileff 
along the avenue and when,I reached 
him I had fired three shots which 
definitely downed him. 

When I returned my comrades were 
no longer there and I continued to run 
along the street. After me came many 

people shouting, but I do not know 
who they were. I entered Iskar Street 
and from there, through another 
street, I came out in the’ street of 
Saint Cyrille and Nethode and went 
home. * * * That is all that I have to 
say on this subject.

An appeal to employers of men desir- 
ing to attend coast artillery reserve 
officers’ training camps to allow the 
necessary vacations to such employes 
has been prepared by Brig. Gen. How- 
ard S.*Borden, ranking artillery officer 
of the Second Corps Area. 

Members of the reserve coast artillery 
regiments will be asked to submit the 
names of any employers. who are be- 
lieved to be opposed to allowing vaca- 
tions for training camp periods and to 
all such employers General Borden will 
send the following letter: 

“As I understand that the Coast 
Artillery Officers Resefve Corps is rep- 
resented among your employes, I am 
writing to ask for your support and 
cooperation in the carrying out of the 
War Department's plans for Summer 
training. 

“You, of course, know that the United 
States Army is now composed of three 
partsa—-the Regular Army, the National 
Guard and the Reserve Corps. 

“Unlike our brother officers among 
the regulars and the guard, Coast Artil- 
lery Reserve officers only have oppor- 
tunity for their necessary training at 
military posts. These camps last for 
two weeks each and the officers are 
called there for duty in rotation, so that 
each officer has a chance at this highly 
necessary two weeks of work only once 
in three years. 

‘You will appreciate that there can be 
no hope of adequately carrying out this 
rational system of national preparedness 
—which, in its final analysis, is really 
a form of business insurance—unless 
those involved have an opportunity to 
participate therein ; these Summer 
camps are the only chance they have 


for doing so. 

‘Many of the leading New York firms 
and business executives have voluntarily 
signified their willingness to allow the 
Coast Artillery officers in their employ 
to attend these camps for two weeks 
oncé in three years, without prejudice 
to their positions or regular Summer 
vacation periods. _It is hoped that we 
may add you to the list. 

“T trust that I shall hear favorably 
from you in this matter and that 1 may 
place you upon the honor roll of these 
public spirited citizens, upon whose in- 
terest the Government's ideal of a non- 
militiaristic defense program rests. 

‘“T shall only be too glad to give you 
any further details or information you 
may require.”

QUOTA LAW HASTENS 
CITIZENSHIP PLEAS 


Immigrants Asking for First 
Papers More Quickly Than 
of Old, Inquiry Finds. 


TO BRING FAMILIES OVER 


Advantages of Belng American In- 
clude Protection Against Depor- 
tation, They Learn. 


An increased demand for first citizen- 
ship papers by immigrants of recent ar- 
rival is mentioned by Harold Fields as 
a distinguishing characteristic of last 
year’s naturalization work, in a review 
of that subject for 1924 in the May Is- 
sue of The New American, official pub- 
lication of the League for American 
Citizenship, Inc. 

Mr. Fields also finds in spite of what 
he calls ‘‘the undisguised pro-Nordic 
discrimination in recent Federal legisla- 
tion’’ that the percentage naturalized in 
1924 who hailed from Nordic countries 
was only 30.18, while that of non-Nordic 
countries was 66.85, the remaining 2.97 
per cent. being from the American con- 
tinent. Of the naturalized Nordics, he 
says, “fully one-half came from Eng- 
land alone.” 

“If the desire to become naturalized 
is recognized as one evidence of as- 
similability,’’ he says, ‘“‘these figures 
are eloquent.”’ 

There were 601,657 naturalization pa- 
pers filed in the United States during 
1924, Mr. Fields says. They were classi- 
fied as follows: First papers, male, 
375,249; first papers, female, 49,291; 
total first papers, 424,540; second pa- 
pers, male, 159,917; second papers, fe- 
male, 17,200; total second papers, 177,- 
117. These figures, he says, do not take 
into account more than 100,000 appli- 
cants who were prevented from filing 
final papers solely because the exam- 
iners, because of inadequate facilities, 
failed to act upon their cases. 

Of general trends in naturalization 
during 1924, Mr. Fields says: 


A Citizen’s Advantages. 


“A profound love for our institutions 
and a keen desire to become an integral 
part of the political life of the country 
are no longer the only motivating im- 
pulses that cause most of the new citl- 
zens to seek naturalization; other rea- 
sons also play a ‘great part in the 
surging demand for citizenship papers 
today. 

“Armed with a naturalization certifi- 
cate the new citizen can bring his fam- 


ily to America despite quota restrictions. 
He is, unafraid of the spreading move- 
ment to bar non-citizens in certain in- 
dustries. The knowledge that his widow 
and children will receive a pension from 
the Government is a great comfort to 
him. Alien registration and deportation 
bills have'no terrors for him. 

“For these reasons and for cauéges that 
are purely born from a love of this 
country the number of applicants for 
citizenship is increasing very appreci- 


abl 

the year 1924 witnessed a growing 
tide of women applicants for citizenship. 
The women are becoming informed re- 
garding the Cable act of 1922, by the 
terms of which the wife of a new citl- 
zen no longer acquires citizenship by 
the issuance of a naturalization certifi- 
eate to her husband, but instead must 
make personal application and pass the 
required tests as to fitness for citizen- 
ship.”’ 

Discussing the congestion produced by 
the many applications for naturalization, 
especially in this district, the article 


says: 
“How this works in New York is evi- 
denced by the fact that the two Federal 
Courts have handled a monthly average 
of 8,885 petitions and dgglarations which 
had been prepared bythe Director of 
Naturalization and a small staff of ten 
assistants. Had adequate facilities and 
personnel been provided, the director 
would have been able to fully meet the 
demands for procedural citizenship aid. 
‘How taxing are the demands upon 
the Director of Naturalization in this 
district, can be  readi.y appreciated 
from the fact that of the 375,249 men 
who filed their declarations of Inten- 
tion in the United States in the year 
1924, 102,137 did so in this district’; and 
that of the 49,291 women declarants, 
17,798 or almost 18,000, also filed their 
declarations of intentions in this district. 


Grounds of Denial. 


“The question is often raised—what 
proportion of applicants is denied their 
naturalization papers? The grounds for 
denial are chiefly draft evasion, igno- 
rance of American history and its instli- 
tutions, incompetent witr.esses. and lack 
of proper morals. For these and other 


reasons in 1924, 18,324 petitioners were 
denied, or 12 per cent. of the total num- 
ber applying. Approximately 5,100 were 
turned down for ‘‘want of prcsecution,”’ 
or not responding to the call for their 


| hearing, 5,000 because of draft evasion, 


disloyalty or for being a slacker, 1,900 
because of ignorance of our institutions, 
1,500 because of incomn:tent witnesses 
—numbers that point significantly to the 
careful scrutiny that is made of every 
applicant. 

“Investigation shows an_ increasing 
tendency to early naturalization and a 
decrease in the number of applicants 
for final papers who have been in the 
country fifteen, twenty, twenty-five and 
more years before becoming an integral 
part of the nation. The intensive cam- 
paign to arouse the foreign-born women 
to become citizens is showing definitely 
progressive results. 

“The immediate task of all individ- 
uals and organizations that are inter- 
ested in a united America to increase 
the number and availability of classes 
for instruction in our language and in 
the history and principles of American 
Government, 
facilities for the making of citizens. 
More - naturalization courts, frequent 
night sessions for naturalization, more 
clerks and more examiners—these are 
some of the features of an improved 
naturalization policy.’’

DRAWS BIG CROWDS 


Sixty Thousand in a Variety of 
Colors at the New York Bo- 
tanical Garden. 


DARWINS ARE PREDOMINANT 


The Cottage Variety Developed 
From Half-Forgotten Specimens 
Found In British Gardens, 


Hundreds of visitors daily during the 
past week have enjoyed the spectacle 
of the 60,000 tulips in the court of 
Conservatory Range 1 at the New York 
Botanical Garden. For some days the 
early flowering half of the collection has 
vied with the big daffodil collection near 
the iris garden in claiming public in- 
terest, and now the later blooming va- 
rieties, the Darwins, Cottage and Breed- 
ers, are coming into their own and 
eclipsing their more forward sisters. 

While most of the early stngles and 


early doubles still hold their flowers, 
forming flat solid masses of bright color 
in the big beds in front of the green- 
houses, the tall Darwins have opened 
their round cups in rich deep shades, 
closely followed by the Breeder tulips, 
whose characteristics are bronze, brown- 
ish and terra cotta tones and the Cot- 
tage tulips, more delicate of form, paler 
in color and with more evanescent per- 
fume. All these taller tulips follow the 
outline of the greenhouses which make 
up Range '1, whose wings form.a big 
court. They average 2 feet in height, 
some reaching 2% feet. 

They comprise about two-thirds of the 
total collection of 60,000. There are sixty 
kinds of Darwins, twenty each _of-the 
Breeders and Cottage. A lovely Darwin 
is the Farncombe Sanders, of soft, deep, 
American Beauty rose color, about twen- 
ty-five inches high. Sieraad Van Flora 
ig another fine Darwin, lavender and 
rose; the plant is so strong and vigorous 
that the first leaves, nearest the ground, 
are almost six inches wide. Dream, 
taller and more slender, is about twenty- 
four inches high, in color ashdg of lav- 
ender and HIllac. Clara Butt, named 
after the singer, is a true rose pink 
outside, with salmon flush inside the pet- 
al When closed, a flower might b=: 
mistaken for a huge rosebud minus 
the green calyx, while King Harold, 
near by, has borrowed the peculiar red 
of the Jack rose. One of the best of 
the Darwins is Pride of Haarlem, very 
sweet-scented, rosy-carmine in_ color. 
treuze is a deep purple-violet, almost 
black in the deepest shadows, and more 
than two feet high. Professor Rauwen- 
hof is one of the newest Darwins and 
one of the finest, cherry-rose with a 
soft salmon-pink glow, brushed with 
white at the edges, the petals of lovely 
sheen. It is another two-foot plant. 

Enterprise is lilac-blue. Faust, very 
deep pudple, has stamens of the same 
solid dark tone, the stigma in the centre 
a pale, waxy yellow-green. La Candeur, 
sometimes called White Queen, is one 
of the nearest to white Darwins. Ashes 
of roses in the bud, it opens to pale to 
a soft, creamy white. Frans Hals, in 
dull violet shades, is another good Dar- 
win. 

The big development in Darwins be- 
gan with the work of the Dutch grow- 
ers in 1898, and led to the later devel- 
opment in the Cottage varieties, when 
the cottage gardens of England, Treland 
and Scotland were searched for old 
kinds of tulips which had been lost 
sight of for years, Many of these were 
taken to Holland, propagated and de- 
veloped. Hence their name, Cottage 
tulip. They are more slim and delicate 
of flower than the big cup-shaped Dar- 
wins, and paler of color. 

Such a one is Moonlight, of fine light 
yellow, with a stem the yellow-green 
color of new coving grass. Mrs. Moon, 
another Cottage, is a golden yellow. 
Scarlet Emperor is pure shining scarlet, 
with vermilion high lights where the 
sun strikes the petals.

Their 
chances, however, have been rather les- 
sened during the past few weeks by the 
extra®agances of the extremists in the 
Nationalist and Communist Parties. As 
the whole country is tiring of their 
quarrels, it is expected by the Govern- 


mental Party that their supporters will 
go to the polls in large numbers as a 
protest against those who, at both ends 
of the political gamut, are charged with 
seeking to upset the Republican régime. 

Yesterday’s good behavior on the part 
of Socialist workers and the abstenance 
of Communist disturbance are consid- 
ered good auguries for a quiet proced- 
ure during the election. Owing to the 
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system of the second ballot, the follow- 
ing Sunday, May 10, will also be elec- 
tion day, and for that reason the Min- 
ister of the Interlor has forbidden any 
street processions likely to disturb pub- 
lic order, although the day is the féte 
day of Jeanne d’Arc.

To Raise a $100,000 Fund |

A campaign to raise $100,000 for a 
statue to be presented to the French 
Republic and to be erected in the 
harbor of St. Nazaire in commemora- 
tion of the arrival there of the first 
American troops ig 1917 will be 
started at a dinner of the St. Nazaire 
Association at the Hotel Brevoort on 
Saturday evening, May 9. 

The memorial, designed by Mrs. 
Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney, shows 
an American soldier borne on the 
back of an eagle. It will stand on a 
forty-foot shaft in the harbor, and 
it is planned to have the figure un- 
velled on June 26, 1926, the ninth 
anniversary of the arrival of the 
American troops.

After deciding 
who is the best announcer, an analysis 
will be made of that announcer’s tech- 
nique, which later will be formulated in 
the report of the committee for the ben- 
efit of announcers all over the country. 

New York University offers the only 
radio announcers’ course in the coun- 
try, and those enrolled include preachers, 
lawyers, actors and college men.

The clinic classifies speech defects. 
Those due to racial, geographic, eco- 
nomic and religious conditions are said 
to be easily corrected.

To produce a correct ‘Il’ sound 
we tell them to get ready for pronounc- 
ing the letter ‘d.’ As they are about to 
release the sound we instruct them to 
release it from the sides of the mouth 
rather than from the tip. The result is 
an ‘l.' After they have learned the 
methods of producing the sound, we 
have them practice it, in order to elimi- 
nate the habits which have been so 
deeply formed.

PRESCRIPTIONS NO EXCUSE 


Even Alcoholic Smell Is Evidence of 
Gulit—*‘Liberals’’ Denounce Ena 
forcement as Reign of Terror.

INDIANAPOLIS, May 2.—The close of 
the first week of the enforcement of the 
Wright ‘‘bone-dry’’ law in Indiana, re- 
garded the most drastic liquor law in 
United States, finds many persons 
in jail in Hoosterdom, facing trials which 
sentences, others fearful 
that information of even a modest sup- 
in the home may leak 
out and bring about a raid and some al 
ready serving time. 

There has scramble of thé 
wealthier citizens ‘‘to up” their 
stocks, even though these may have been 
acquired in pre-prohibition time. Under

fense of wealthy men who had liquor in 
the cellar. In the past, raids in which 
liquor was confiscated failed to bring 
about conviction when it was proved that 
the supply was bought before prohibi- 
tion. 

Minton holds that the new law strikes 
out any possible defense along that line. 
Mere possession of liquor, no matter how 
small in quantity, unless it is for sac« 
ramental purposes or is pure grain al- 
cohol, and no matter when it was ace 
quired, even though bought under a phy-« 
sician’s prescription, is now a violation 
of the law and carries with it a jail 
sentence. 


Called Worse Than Siberia. 


It is estimated that fully 250 persong 
were caught by at least some technical 
violation of the law during its first week 
of operation. 

Anti-saloon and prohibition exponents 
are jubilant. The liberal element de- 
clafes that neither Siberia nor any. 
country in the world ever saw a more 
drastic infringeméut of the rights of the 
home, 

Some of the newspapers of the State 
are backing the new law, while others 
are assailing it as vicious and opening 
& new reign of terror. One makes this 
editorial comment: 

“Indiana now has gone to the ex« 
treme in prohibition laws. If there is 
any future movement it must be in the 
direction of more moisture, Certainly, 
we cannot aproach much nearer to legal 
aridity. 

‘Under the new law it is dangerous 
even to think about taking a drink. It 
is a misdemeanor, punishable by im- 
prisonment, to accept one. 

“This new law should go a long way 
toward determining the question of 
whether prohibition really can prohibit. 
It is much more stringent than the 
Federal laws or any law of its kind 
ever before enacted in Indiana. 

“Apparently there are few legal loop- 
holes for the thirsty citizen or for the 
bootlegger. Under the Wright bill the 
whole problem seems to have simmered 
down to the.question of getting the 
evidence and presenting it in court. 

“‘How thoroughly this law will be ene« 
forced or can be enforced is hard to 
tell. Complete enforcem*nt and the con« 
sequent disappearance of the stuff that 
cheers is more than can be expected, 

“The immediate result probably will be 
ay increase in‘ the price of hooch and 
feverish activity on the part of the 
in disposing 
of their wet goods.”’ 

One of the glaring faults pointed out 
by enemies of the new law is that under 
its terms it is easy to “frame” an 
enemy by ‘“‘planting’’ a small quantity 
of liquor in his home and then insti- 
gating a raid. 

The present code makes it harder for 
those who make, sell or use intoxicants 
to violate the law but enables officials 


to obtain convictions with ease. The 
purchaser of liquor is equally guilty 
with the seller. The fine for purchas< 
ing, selling, transporting, making or 
possessing is not less than $100, to which 
is added imprisonment running fro 

thirty days to six months. A thir 
conviction means prison for from one 
to two years, and the court cannot 
suspend sentence. 


Removal for Officials. 


The new code also provides that i 
any State, county, township or munici- 
pal officer, or any municipal police, 
Shall fail, refuse or neglect to discharge 
any duty imposed upon him by law he 
shall be removed from office by the Cir- 


cuit Court in the county where he re= 
sides. Charges may be filed in writing, 
after which a hearing is held and ‘‘the 
court shall, without a jury, hear th 
charges and, upon satisfactory pro 

thereof, remove any such officer from 
the discharge of the duties of his office, 
and place the records, papers and prop- 
erty of his office in the possession o 
some other officer or person for safe- 
keeping until the hae sypcom | is filled.’’ 
Any citizen may bring such charges. 

It was the intention of the Legislature 
to make the State ‘‘dry” in fact as well 
as theory and the law fairly screams 
with penalties, 

Transporting liquor in any kind of 
vehicle, including an airplane, is made a 
felony, to be punished by imprisonment 
for one to two years, to which may be 
added a fine not exceeding $1,000. Any 
person who operates an automobile 
while intoxicated shall be fined not more 
than $500 and imprisorfted for a term 
running from thirty days to six months. 
A second or subsequent offense is made 
a felony, to be followed by imprison- 
ment from one to five years. Drunken 
drivers are to be prohibited from driv- 
ing for any period not exceeding one 
year,

not only where liquor is sold, manufac-

Under the terms of the new law, with 


the exception of Indianapolis, where a 
salary is allowed the Prosecut- 
ing areorney, in all other counties the 
Prosecutor is allowed a fee of $25 for 
all liquor law violation convictions. 
The first test case on this issue was 
started this week at Richmond. cC. R. 
Richardson, attorney for William Jen- 
nings, took action monine to the possi- 
bility of getting a refund of such fees 
from the Prosecutor in the event this 
section later should be declared uncon- 
stitutional. Jennings was fined $10 and 
oe. the first under the provisions of 
@ new law. His attorney, when the 
fine and costs, totaling $40, were being 
paid, served a formal notice that pay- 
ment of the $25 Prosecutor’s fee was be- 
ing made under protest.

Arms Smuggled Over Border. 


According to Bulgarian police reports 
there had been a great deal of smug- 
gling of arms and munitions on the 
coast between Varna and the Rumanian 
frontier. On Feb. 28, a raid was 
made on villages near Polentinitzi, Kus- 
tendil district, and over 3800 rifles, 
32,000 cartridges, and over 200 pounds 
of pyroselene were taken. It is declared 
that most of the smuggling was done 
by way of Odessa. General Vulkoff, 
the Bulgarian Minister of War, is of the 
opinion that the wealth of technical de- 
tail revealed in the seized documents 
and gathered by the policé show that a 
man of exceptional military training is 
at the head of the strategic and tactical 
phases of the enterprise. 

Documents showing the treason of 
Kosta Todoroff, former Bulgarian Min- 
ister at Belgrade, and the former min- 
isters of Stambulisky, Alexander Oboff, 
Nedelko Athanassoff and Christo Stoy- 
anoff, all of whom fled to Serbia with 
2,000 rebels in September, 1923, after the 
failure of the coup engineered by Kola- 
roff, the secretary of the Executive 
Committee of the Moscow International, 
have been seized at various times. They 
are said to reveal meeting places and 
depots of arms and munitions in Bel- 
grade and Nish, lines of communication 
through to Prague and Vienna on one 
| side and on the other routes or tactical 
|‘‘canals’’ over the Bulgarian frontier. 
|They are also said to implicate the 
Agrarian Union in Bulgaria, which a 
Sofia cable dispatch, printed last Friday 
morning, said had caused its official 
organ, Zemledelsko Zbame, to repudiate 
the charge and in a separate manifesto 
accused Athanassoff, Stoyanoff and 
Oboff of treachery. It also denied that 
Todoroff had ever been a member of the 
union, 

The Government foresaw this change 
of attitude as early as April 17 and ac- 
counts for it on the ground that, while 
Todoroff and Odoff look to Belgrade to 
help them re-establish a purely agrarian 
form of government at Sofia, which 
shall acknowledge Belgrade dominance, 
on the other hand Athanassoff and Stoy- 
anoff have accepted the Moscow pro- 
posals, and hence are more carefully 
watched by the Serbian police.

Anthony Pantano, the last of the four 
men condemned to death for the murder 
of the West End Bank messengers in 
November, 1923, will be taken to the | 
death house in Sing Sing some time 


this week. Since his conviction, on his | 
third trial, he has been confined in the | 
Raymond Street jail, Brooklyn, so his | 
attorney could consult with him on legal 
matters. 

When he fs taken to Sing Sing he will 
be placed In one of the cells from which 
the Diamond brothers and John Farina 
were taken to the execution chamber 
on Thuysday night. 

Speaking to a congregation that filled 
the Montefiore Tabernacle at Hewett | 
and Marcy Places, the Bronx, yester- | 
day, Rabbi Jacob Katz, the Jewish | 
chaplain in Sing Sing prison, laid the 
responsibility of the Stamond brothers’ 
crime_at the doors of the adult Jews of | 
New York. 

‘The responsibility lies with the Jew- 
ish community at large,’’ he said. ‘All 
of the Jewish prayers and the ritual of 
the day of atonement say, “We have 
done wrong,’ not ‘I have done wrong.’ 

‘In the last two generations the Jew- 
ish community has not made it worth 
while for the young Jews educated at 
our great universities to come back and 
teach education and Judaism to the 
Jewish children. When they grow up 
they fall away from what little teaching 
they receive. That is why we, the Jews 
of New York, are so unfortunate today 
as to have had the Diamond brothers | 
executed in Sing Sing. 

‘Murder is not typicall a Jewish 
crime. There are no Jews in the death- 
house at Sing Sing now, in fact there | 
are only 282 Jews in the entire prison, | 
but there would be far fewer, perhaps 
none, if the elder Jews did their duty | 
by the youngsters.”

, Courses at July 7-Aug. 14 
Session. 


NEW MUSIC DEPARTMENT) 


Leading Educators of Severe! States 
to Have Charge of Various 
Fields of Instruction. 


The thirty-first session of the New 
York University Summer session this 
year will offer over 000 courses of in- | 
terest to teachers in every field, accord- 
ing to an announcement made yesterday 
by John W. Withers, Dean of the School 
of Education and director of the session, 
which opens on July 7 and continues 
to Aug. 14. 

Although the curriculum is arranged 
with the needs of all school adminis- 
trators and teachers in view, certain 
courses along the most modern lines of 
educational development will be of spe- 
cial interest, Dean Withers said. Ad- 
mission to the courses in the Summer 
echool are subject to the same conditions 
that apply during the regular academic 
year. Five general groups of courses 
@re offered. These are: 

Courses in education, in commercial 
subjects, in college subjects, graduate | 
courses and college preparatory courses. 

Supervisors and teachers of public 
school music will find much to interest 
them in the new department of musical 
education under the direction of Dr. 
Holiis Dann, formerly Supervisor of 
Music for the Pennsylvania State Board 
of EXducation. Courses in orchestral and 
choral conducting, in addition to vocal 
and instrumental music, will be given. | 

Of the entire faculty of 124 there are | 
55 on the staff of the music department, | 
which includes William H. MHoermner, | 
head of the department of music at| 
Colgate University, and R. A. Laslett | 
Smith, director of the music department | 
of Central High School of Newark. The} 
School of Education at New York Uni- | 
versity offers a course in connection | 
with the Schools of Commerce and Re-| 
tailing, leading to both bachelor and | 
graduate degrees. 

Dr. Ambrose L. Suhrie of New York | 
University wil direct the courses in| 
normal school education, designed pri-| 
marily for the improvement of adminis-| 
tration and teaching in normal ecnoone | 
and teachers’ colleges. Dr. Suhrie is} 
formerly of Cleveland, where he was| 
Dean of the Department of Education. | 
He will be assisted by. Miss Anne} 
Rochefort, now on the staff of the} 
Cleveland School of Education. 

A series of special courses in nutri- 
tion, behavior, child health and other| 
subjects pertaining to children will be} 
offered under the direction of Dr. | 
George Payne, Professor of Educational 
Soclolo at the university. Dr. John | 
McCarthy, head of the Department of 
Hygiene at De Witt Clinton High | 
School and specialist in child behavior | 

roblems for the public schools of New| 
fork City, and Dr. L. V. Schroeder, | 
Professor of Children’s Health at Cor- 
nell Medical School, will assist Dr. 
Payne. 

Professor Clark W. Hatherington, for- 
merly State Director of Physical Educa- | 
tion of California, will give both grad- 
uate and undergraduate courses in 
physical education. Professor’ Anna Y. 
Reed of the School of Education, New 
York University, and managing director 
of the Nationa] Junior Personnel Service 
of New York, will be in charge of the 
courses in personnel’ service. These 
courses planned to prepare persons 
for positions as educational advisors 
vocational counselors, personne] direc- | 
tors and deans of men and women. 

Courses in vocational training are to 
be given by Dr. Ralph E. Pickett, Dr.

SPANISH ANTIQUES 
TO BE SOLD HERE 


Raimando Ruiz Collection In- 
cludes Specimens Dating Back 
to the Tenth Century. 


A sale of Spanish antiques and ob- 
jects of art collected by Senor Raimun- 
do Ruiz of Madrid is now being ex- 
hibited at Clarke’s Galleries, 42 and 44 
East Fifty-eighth Street and will be sold 
there Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday afternoons of this 
week. 

It is the best collection Senor Ruiz 
has brought over and includes objects 
dating back to the tenth century and 
down to the eighteenth. Doors from 
old churches and castles, forged iron | 
gates of extreme ‘size, fine carved wal- 
nut ceilings, carved limestone window 
settings, columns and frets, wrought | 


chairs, refectory tables and a large lot 
of old Spanish lanterns of remarkable 
unusual patterns, and other ob- 
jects are in the collection, which con- 
tains nearly 1,000 objects. 

An early fifteenth century beautifully 
carved limestone window eight feet five 
inches by six feet six inches is one of | 


the most interesting exhibits. There 
are two large iron grates from an old) 
chutch at Navarre in the South of 
Spain. The fifteenth century grate is 

feet in length by ree 
fourteen feet in height. 

A sixteenth century carved wood door | 
with arched frame is from the palace of | 
the Marquis de Duncar in Gaudix. A His | 
pano-Arabic fourteenth century carved 
wood and polychrome ceiling, a@ /little 
more than 18 feet by nearly 14 feet, is 
from the ‘‘Aleazar Cadinna.’’ Granada, 
the Chief’s Black Guard House of the} 
last Moorish King of Granada, and there 
are also eleven fourteenth century His- 

ano-Arabic carved marble columns, 7% 
eet tall, from a patio in Granada sim- 
ilar to those in the Alhambra. 

Another fifteenth century carved wood 
ceiling is taken from the old Palace of 
Acana, Spain, lived for some time. Two 
large carved limestone lions, sixteenth | 
century pieces, are of interest. From an 
old monastery at Murcia, Spain, there is 
a fifteenth century carved wood ceiling.

Mrs. Harkness Presents 
Volume to University Library. 


NEW HAVEN, May 2.—A rare -ad- 
dition to the memorabilia of Nathan 
Hale (Yale 1773) preserved in the Yale 
University Library is Hale’s note book, 
just presented by Mrs. Edward S. Hark- 
ness of New York City. 

The note book, or account book, is an 
autograph record kept by Hale as Cap- 
tain of his company, showing equipment 
issued to his men. It contains 136 re- 
ceipts, dated June 27 to Aug. 31, 1776 
written in Hale’s hand and signed by 
his soldiers, constituting a fairly com- 
plete muster roll, and several pages of 
accounts for money, clothing and the 
like. 

The book is an important source of 
information for students of the Colonial 
period of American history. After Hale’s 
death it passed into the’ possession of 
Alice Adams Ripley, his step-sister, then 
a widow, to whom it is supposed he was 
engaged. She used its blank pages on 
to write poems and record her 
religious thoughts, as well as fora diary | 
dated 1782, giving an account of her| 
marriage to William Lawrence. | 

The book eventually became the prop- 
erty of the late George E. Hoadley of | 
Hartford, Conn., and was sold in Jan- 
uary, 1925, at auction in New York City.

UNJUST RETURN OF GooDs. 


Why Both Partles to a Sale Should 
Live Up to Its Terms. 


In connection with its campaign to 
reduce losses due to returns of merchan- 
dise, the Associated Dress Industries of 
America has issued a warning to all 


its members, and indirectly to the dress 
industry as a whole, against indulging 
in practices which make it necessary for 
retailers to return dresses through no 
fault of their own. 

“If manufacturers are really inter- 
ested in reducing their own loses, as 
they should be,’’ said Executive Chair- 
man David N. Mosessohn of the associa- 
tion yesterday, ‘‘they will go a long 
way toward doing so if they will fill the 
orders of their customers as they are 
given. They will not substitute in any 
way unless the retailers give them| 
written permission to do so. Further, 
they will make deliveries as promised, 
and so pack the merchandise that it 
will be guarded against damage from 
rough handling. | 

‘“‘After they have complied with these 
and many other detailed but important 
phases of the transaction, they will in-| 
sist that the retailers live up to their | 
side of the bargain. Then they will 
be justified in taking a decided stand 
against the return of the merchandise | 
unless it is actually found to be faulty 
in some respect. Unless the manufac- 
turers are 100 per cent. ‘on the level’ in 
their transactions with their customers, 
they have little right to expect perfect | 
treatment from the latter.’’ |

Exports of cotton and} 
rayon (artificial silk) hose were consid- 
smaller than in the preceding} 
year. Silk hosiery was_ priced lower | 
than in 1923, and cotton hose higher. | 

Total foreign shipments of American 
hose last year were 6,400,000 dozen pairs, | 
with a value of $19,770,000, against/ 
6,700,000 dozen pairs, valued at $19,830,-

The United Kingdom ranked third 
as a buyer of this class of merchandise, 
but purchased a larger quantity than in| 
the precedine year. Exports to Conti- 
nental Europe were smaller last year} 


ithan in the year before, while those to} 


Central America and Mexico were con-| 
siderably larger. With the exception of | 
Argentina, most of the South American | 
countries took greater quantities than| 
during 1923.

Judge Wood, speaking for tne unarnt 
mous Circuit Court of Appeals, stated 
that the Sealpax Company ‘‘notifies its 
customers of the price at which Sealpax 
underwear shall be sold and undertakes, 
in the main successfully, to prevent sales 
at a less price.

Through its salesmen it endéav- 
ors to discover customers who do not 
maintain the required price so as to cut 
them off or get them to restore the 
price. By correspondence, circulars and 
through agents it exhorts and persuades 
its purchasers not to sell at a less price; 
and in the same way gives notice that it 
will not sell to dealers who do not main- 
tain the price. It endeavors by letters 
and through agents to induce customers 
’ e been 2xcluded Yr price-cut- 
ting to give pledges an surances tha® 
they will future intain the price 
as a condition to reinstatement; and it 
reinstates cupstomers who give the as- 
surahce. By correspondence and 
agents it has sought with c 
success the cooperation of its « 
in maintaining prices. It ‘ 
guaranty of prices and allowed goods 
to be returned as an inducement for the 
maintenance of the fixed price. It keeps 
a list of jobbers and wholesalers called 
‘D. S.’, meaning ‘Don't Sell,’ on which 
is placed the names of customers whe 
have not maintained the price and are 
therefore, not to be solicited or allowed 
to purchase until they give assurance 
that they will not in future cut the 
price.”’

TIBERIAS, Palestine, March 22.—The 

Zionists now contend that the outside 
world has misunderstood their object in 
coming to Palestine. They say that they 


| do not wish to claim the country as the 


national home for the Jews, as has been 
stated repeatedly in the American news- 
papers, hut that their aim is to estab- 
lish colonies where the oppressed mem- 
bers of the race in Europe can maintain 
themselves and bring up their families 
in peace without fear of persecution. 
Since the arrival of the first batch of 
Zionist immigrants from Southern Eu- 
rope early in 1922 a great deal has been 
done to improve conditions in Palestine. 
Wide macadamized roads have been 


| built between Haifa and Nazareth and 


from the latter town to this ancient 
place on tHe Sea of Galilee and also to 
Jerusalem, There are also good roads 
leading from the Holy City to. Beer- 
sheba and Jaffa. 

The colonies which have been started 
by the Zionists in the fertile districts 
are all in a flourishing condition.

Standing on the hilltop betweer™Halfa 
and Nazareth one beholds a magnifi- 
cent sight, with the new houses erected 
by the Zionists, roofed with red tiles, 
grouped together on the community 
plan, 

With all this comfort produced by the 
labor of their hanes, many of the immi- 


grants are dissatisfied because they 
have to lead their lives In solitude away 
from the rest- of the world. There has 
heen a good deal of malaria caused by 
the breaking of new ground which has 
been noted for low fever since the days 
of the Crusaders. 


Arab Remedies, Habits and Oustems. 


The Arabs do not know when they 
have malaria because it is no novelty 
for them to have a tired feeling. They 
are always ready to He down and rest 
beside their camels or their goats. There 
are no doctors among them and they do 


not belleve In medicine. When-an Arab 
is sick with fever he has hot needles 
pressed ‘down on his temples three or 


four times and drinks potions made 
from vile tasting herbs. 

For sciatica the treatment is to pass 
a hot needle three times down the 
sciatic nerve of the leg and continue 
until the patient recovers. 

The wife sits beside the couch of her 
husband when he is ill and utters loud 
lamentations until he gets well or dies. 
In the latter case, she weeps for seven 
days continuously. The lot of a widow 
in an Arab tribe is not a happy one, as | 
the men marry young girls who are 
strong and fit to work about fifteen 
hours a day and carry water on their | 
heads in great clay pitchers from the 
wells while they are resting. 

The Zionists have Deen tolling In the 
fields from early dawn to late in the 
evening and begin to fear that they 
will develop into fellaheens (peasant 
workers) like the natives of the soll of 
Palestine and Syria. They say that 
there is no future for them beyond this 
continuous labor which gives them a 
living and that is all 

Men with whom 1 have talked here 
and on the road to Nazareth expressed | 
their disappointment that the. wealthy 
Jews from the United States and Europe 
have not come to settle in Palestine} 
and invest their capital. Many of them | 
have come to Palestine and visited the 
new colonies, the toilers say, in their 
automobiles from Jerusalem but they did | 
not stop. The rich visitors inspected the 








neat houses of the Zionists, admired the 
well-cultivated fields and patted the 
workers on the back encouragingly and 
then, with cheering words, they drove 
away. 

I noticed on the road from Haifa that 
there were more Arabs working on the 
Zionist allotments than I saw here three 
years ago. When the first Jewish colo- 
nies were established here ‘n 1882 by 
Baron Edmund Rothschild for poor fam- 
ilies from Central and Eastern Europe, 
the immigrants who were sen‘ to Pales- 
tine soon discovered that it was easier 
to let the fellaheens till the ground and 
cultivate the crops and ‘ake a percent- 
age from them than to work the land 
themselves. 

Some of the Zionists appear to have 
adopted this principle, while others have 
returned to Europe. One source of trou- 
ble is that so many of the immigrants 
arriving now in Palestine have no cap- 
ital and are Hable to become a burden 
on those who have been working hard 
for the past three years 

A steamship which arrived at Haifa 
on Sunday, March 15, brought 500 im- 
migrants, who were mostiy old men and 
women and children. They looked a 
helpless lot and, I was infcrmed, did 
not have $2,500 in cash among them with 
which to start life in a new country.

The 
donkeys and dogs do not like bein 
taken there and petted and moan a 
night to go to their old homes in the 
caves under David's Tower and other 
quaint places. 

W. C. Coles, a New York broker, told 
me that he had been kept awake for 
two nights in the hotel by the sobs and 
sighs of an aged donkéy said to be 
suffering from lumbago. He rose from 
his bed several times through the nigh* 
and went downstairs twice with the 
idea of letting the animal go to its 
own home, but could not find it. 

The weather in Palestine has been fine 
and warm this Winter, with very little 
rain, the people say. Fully 8,000 Ameri- 
cans have visited the country since Jan. 
1 from the various cruising steamships 
and from Cairo by the rail route across 
the Suez Canal via El Kantara.

F it is true that wars are brought about 
by International bankers and armament 
makers in quest of profits, perhaps it is 
possible to prove the 
converse of the propo- 
sition.

Hf the 
econemic interpretation ac- 
counts for the imperialist

ERE is a book that devas- 
tates the easy generaliza- 
tions of this modern com- 
mercial age. WVerhaps under-

word for its effect The method is 
neither explosive nor forensic. This 
is no philippic, no cheap arraignment 
of prejudice by prejudice more deep- 
ly felt. It is a quiet, steady-going, 


analytic dissolution of the props of | 


contemporary economic faith by a 
scientist who uses facts like acids in 
a laboratory test But the effect is 
devastating none the leas. 

For centuries moralists have in- 
veighed against the use of money 
as a value by. which to judge the 
worth of life Mr. Robson merely 
proves it. And incidentally he 
sets a new tempo for economics as a 
science and for human living as a 
collective art. 

One phrase he uses—almost inad- 
vertently on the next page to the 


end of the book—marks the set of} 


Mr. Robson's current of thought. 
He speaks of “the abstractness which 
is the main cause of the materialism 
in the modern worild."’ Abstractness 
has been, of course, the cause ef 
vastly more evil than materialism in 
the modern and the angient world as 
well, and Mr. Robson's method is 
implicit with & great resolution to 
avoid it. He uses his mind to get 
the feel of reality and an adjustment 
to it; not toe weave patterns of 
thought about it that are correct 
only by rules of the mind's own 
making.

In the same straightforward and 
simple way Mr. Robson examines 
the relation between income and the 
happiness a man finds in his work. 
He finds, again, that there is none 
that could be called either necessary 
or direct. 


It is “status’’ and not income, says 
Mr. Robson, that brings the most 
satisfavtion in a person's occupation. 
The position a man has in the eyes 
of the public is what counts the 
most. “The status of a combatant 
officer of .ny rank in Engtand,"’ he 
remarks, ‘‘:s regarded as being 
higher than that of even the richest 
business man.’’ Status is bound up 
not at all with income, not even 
with the nature of a man’s work, 
but with its purpose. Public respect 
seems to depend primarily upon the 
“social significance’’ or “social ser- 
vice” of an occupation. 

Income, in fact, often effects posi- 
tion in an inverse ratio, according to 
Mr. Robson: 


It is an almost unconscious rec- 
ognition of the overwhelming pre- 
dominance of the economic motive 
in the transactions of private en- 
terprise which detracts from the 
status of those engaged in it, and 
places them in this respect in a 





lewer position than public servant 
and members of most of the pro 
fessions 


That these facts are recognized 
even in benighted United States i 
cited by Mr. Robson as a rather 
back-handed compliment to Ameri 
can commercialism ‘“*In New York 
City,’’ he says, “4, observed a motor 
omnibus conductor wearing a gilt 
and enamel badge inscribed ‘Mr. Ir 
ving Brink,” and underneath were 
the words ‘Service, loyalty, civil- 
ity." '"" And he recites with evident

Mr. Robson even attempts—and 
with considerable success—to disen 
tangle the traditional association of 
income with education. But of 
course the flow of his argument at 
this point is not quite as untroubled 
with complications as before. Ob- 
viously the law of diminishing re- 
turns from income begins to operate 
at a much higher level in the case of 
education than health, artistic en- 
joyment and satisfaction in one's 
occupation But, after all, educa 
tional opportunity has rapidly be 
come less dependent on private in- 
come—especially in a land of the 
State university such as this. Even 
in England, as Mr. Robson con- 
cludes, 


private income has been unable to 
obtain, save in a very smali minor- 
ity of instances, a satisfactory edu- 
cational service provided by pri- 
vate enterprises. * * * The out- 
standing fact remains that it has 
been necessary for collective action 
and public expenditure to step in 
and provide the service. 


This last phrase strikes the con- 
verse of Mr. Robson's thesis which 
he has emphasized at every turn? 
the welfare of the individual in the 
modern world is advanced more ef- 
fectively by collective action than by 
the use of private income. 

So Mr. Robson not only devastates 
the faith of a commercial age in in- 
come as a measure of all good, but 
he undermines its simple reliance in 
“individual initiative’’ as the ‘‘way 
to get things done’’'—altogether a 
most stimulating piece of work.

One gets 
from them the savor of days in the 
open and a great deal of advice and 
counsel. They describe a very great 
variety of outings and are suggestive 
of things to be done, of ways to do 
them, of methods and means of in 
creasing one’s enjoyments. 

Mr. Ferguson's book on “Motor 
(amping on Western Trails’’ will 
have a wide appeal to those increas- 
ing thousands whose cars follow the 
trails to Florida and through the 
South during the Winter and Spring 
ind with warmer weather turn west- 
ward to the Pacific Coast or travel 
leisurely through New Englana. As 
a Summer vacation stunt motor ex- 
cursioning and camping is every 
year alluring more and more people, 
and Mr. Ferguson's account of the 
adventures of a family group who 
varavanned in this way almost 20,000 
miles, including a trip to Hawaii, is 
not only a delightful and stimulating 
narrative but an assuring one for 
hesitant persons who fear the diffi 
culties of such a trip Mr. Fergu- 
son's party included his wife, three 
daughters, his mother, who was 
almost 80, and his wife’s parents 
who were old enough to remember 
the Civil War They were ail ac- 
customed to the comforts of city life 
and they all, he says, ‘‘abhorred 
lugs, snakes and wet feet,”’ but they 
ul spent an entire year gypsying 
along the road in motor cars, sleep- 


ng wherever night found them, and} 
ill of them thoroughly enjoyed every | 


day of it. There was also a dog, a 
pedigreed Alredale, who enjoyed the 
year of gypsying as much as all the 
rest of the party together, and from 
his wicker basket beside the hood 
commanded a general view of the 
entire outfit and the surrounding 
country and barked defiance ali the 
way across the continent and back 
again, “at ten thousand other dogs, 
« hundred thousand horses and cat- 
tle and a million chickens."’ 

The caravan consisted of two cars 
and two trailers, the latter ingenious- 
ly arranged to be turned into bed- 
rooms and furnished with closets and 
a great variety of contrivances to 
make life more comfortable when 
camp was made. Mr. Ferguson de- 
scribes with detail the very consid- 
erable amount of equipment they 
started with and acquired on the 
way, all of it ingeniously adapted to 
motoring needs.

Any one planning a 
motor-camp trip will find the book 
especially valuable because of this 
record of experience Those looking 
forward to a cross-continent journey 
of this sort also will be glad of his 
accounts of roads and camps and 
the general outline of his route, 
which swerved northward and 
throuzgh the Northwest on the way 
out and returned by the more south- 
erly route through Arizona and New

Hawthorne is the most sensitive 
of those novelists who have con- 
cerned themselves with the soul's 


problems; and he concerns him- 
self, though in hints and in reti- 
cence, with the great spiritual 
realities. The subject of ‘The 
Scarlet Letter’’ is the most poig- 
nant in the world. Hawthorne is 
at home in all those cloudy tracts 


of the soul's regions in which most 
other novelists go astray. Henry 
James has, very unjustly I think, 
accused Hawthorne of provincial- 

ism. On the contrary, Hawthorne 

had the Puritan sense of sin in the 
blood, and he knew how to use it 
artistically. Yet how few are will- 
ing to admit the possibilitv of 
reconciling genius with artistic 
skill—a reconciliation not only pos- 
sible, but absolutely necessary. 

Poe began by denying that Haw- 
thorne had any originality, allud- 
ing to the ‘“‘strain of allegory 
which completely overwhelms the 
greater number of his subjects, 
and which in some measure inter- 

feres with the direct conduct of 
all.’’ Poe continues, *‘Hawthorne’s 
distinctive trait is invention, crea- 
tion, imagination—a trait which, 
in the literature of fiction, is posi 
tively worth all the rest.’

That an artist should step into

“‘I think, for many reasons, we 
would do well to postpone the im- 
mediate consideration of the pro- 
posed publication for a while. At 
this moment—a bad one, by the 
way, for printing anything—I find 
myself anxiously interested in cer- 
tain paintings the production of 
which might appropriately be 
made anterior to more literature."’ 

This he signed ‘‘Always Sincere- 
ly’’ and added his butterfly marks. 
The letter is without date. Its mild 
and remunerative contents failed 
to soothe the hot youth, who was 

inclined to believe that Whistler 
preferred to proceed without a col- 
Jaborator and was thus breaking 
the partnership. They were to 
have divided the profits, if any. 
Ford, therefore, with the copy in 
his possession, regarded it as too 
rich a morsel to be dropped and 
accordingly proceeded to have it 
put in type by Messrs. Field & 
Tuer of the Leadenhall Press. The 
pages were electrotyped, but no 
impressions had been taken, when 
the printers learned that the editor 
lacked his author's consent and 
refused to proceed. 

Whistler, aroused, determined to 
retain the distinguished Sir George 
Lewis to pursue the pirate. He 
made it impossible to issue the 
work in London. Accordingly, 
Ford bundled up the copy and 
took flight to Antwerp, where he 
found an English printer who 
agreed to undertake the book, and 
further, performed what was the 
greatest of all services to Whis- 
tler. The title had been a con- 
ventional line: ‘‘The Correspon- 
dence of James McNeill Whistler,"’ 
which conveyed no tntimation at 
all of the contents of the pepper- 
pot. This the printer rejected with 
scorn. He was asked to suggest a 
better one. ‘‘Here it is,"" he re- 
plied, pointing to an introductory 
paragraph reading: ‘This collec- 
tion of letters and miscellany 
covers something over a quarter 
of a century, from 1862 to the 
present year. It illustrates the 
gentle art of making enemies and 
is in part the record of some un- 
pleasantness between the Brush 
and the Pen.” ‘“‘There's your title, 
‘The Gentle Art of Making Ene- 
mies,’ ’* he said. ‘‘Don't use this 
other thing.’ 

Mr. Seitz goes on to relate how 
Mr. Ford at last succeeded in get- 
ting the book printed and sent a 
copy of it to Whistler with an ironic 
note of thanks for his help, and 
how Whistler, after making some 
excisions and additions, republished 
the book himself.

And, on the other hand, he would 
show the English Government that 
Bernard Shaw could do his bit for 
England without feeding himself up 
on the hasheesh of violated neutrali- 
ties and endangered democracies and 
German atrocities in Belgium. Per- 
haps there may have been a touch 
of extra vanity in reminding the 
English Government and the world 
at large that the man who fights for 
his country though he has his doubts 
is much more of a man than the 
simple creature who goes to war 
because he believes the Germans 
dined every day on the flesh of 
Belgian babies.

THE LETTERS OF OLIVE SCHREI- 
NER. Edited by 8. C. Cronwright-

HE publication by her hus- | 

band of ‘‘The Letters of Olive 

Schreiner’’ a few months 

after his wife's biography 
completes the picture of the very 
remarkable author of ‘‘Dreams"’ 
and ‘‘An African Farm."' With the 
coming of the ‘‘Letters’’ Mr. Cron- 
wright-Schreiner’s ‘‘Life’’ seems im- 
portant only as a factual history; 
the correspondence, going far below 
mere surfaces, is so frank and un- 
prettified and intense that it reveals 
very thoroughly the personality and 
inner being of the writer. In their 
number and variety, in their perfect 
honesty, they prove a better index to 
Olive Schreiner’s character and a 
more exact tribute to her talents 
than could be constructed by any 
other hand. 


Since the ‘‘Letters’’ are intended 


as complementary to the ‘‘Life,”’ 
those quoted or considered in the 
earlier volume are but rarely re- 


printed here. Consequently, although 
her husband received more than any 
one else, the largest and by far the 
most revealing portion of the ‘‘Let- 
ters” consists of those to Havelock 
Ellis, her ‘‘oldest and best friend."’ 
Because of their deeply personal 
intimacy, she compelled Ellis in 1917 
to destroy nearly all her correspond- 
ence subsequent to 1890; but there 
remains, from the previous decade, 
a solid and continuous record. Asa 
record, this collection so far exceeds 
in intensity and roundness the usual 
interchange of thought between two 
prominent people as to rank with the | 
few permanent collections of its kind | 
which will live. Time after time, in| 
order to learn more clearly the as- 
pects of their relationship, one longs 
for the other side of the medal— 
Ellis’s letters to her; but this is of 


course impossible during his life- | 
time. 

The force and lucidity of this cor- | 
respondence with Havelock Ellis is 
cumulative; to attempt by quota-| 


tion to show its exact quality would | 
be not only foolish and ineffectual 
but wholly improper. Their friend 
ship was platonic, with only affec- 
tion on both sides; but Olive was so 
much a woman of feeling (despite 
her scientific and intellectual capac- 
ities) that a pulse of subtly femi- 
nine emotion beats time and again 
through what she writes. Much 
written to Ellis was at the time con- 
fidential, but naturally there is 
much comment and general criticism 
also, and sometimes discussion of 
Ellis himself. Perhaps the following

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Kenneth Grahame, Walter Sickert, 
Wilson Steer, Edmund Gosse and 
Sir William Watson. ‘The Yellow 
Book’’ was founded by John Lane, 
Aubrey Beardsley and Henry Har- 
land in 1894. It was to be a quar- 
terly devoted to art and letters, but, 
as was characteristic of the three 
men, no such announcement was 
made by the founders, and it was 
not until the first number appeared 
that the aims of the periodical were 
apparent. Beardsley, needless to 
say, was the art editor. Among the 
artists who also drew for its pages 
was Charles Conder. Mr. Burdett 
wonders at the fact that there is 
nothing to be found in ‘The Yellow 
Book’’ by Oscar Wilde, ‘“‘the one 
writer of the time who made a 
specialty of shocking.’’ After thir- 
teen issues ‘‘The Yellow Book’’ 
ended its career. Mr. Burdett as- 
signs the ultimate failure of the 
magazine to its exclusively artistic 
character. But it is more than 
likely that the trial of Wilde, which 
took place in 1895, had more than 
a little to do with its demise, despite 
the fact that this did not occur im- 
mediately, and despite the fact that 
Wilde had no connection with the 
periodical. The indictment of Wilde, 
in the general mind, at least, was 
also, no matter how unfairly, the 
indictment of a group which made 
art so exclusively an end sufficient 
unto itself. Thus, it was not fhe 
art of ‘‘The Yellow Book’’ which 
killed it; but art was sacrificed be 
cause of the artists--themselves en- 
tirely innocent. Beardsley’s con-

in the course of Olive Schreiner’s 
letters, from 1876 till 1920, there is 
no diminution of her fierce energy, 
her independence of mind and her 
powerfully feminine  self-assertion. 
Her views are strikingly her own; 
she compromised no more with her 
outlook upon life than with her un- 
deviating ideal of always writing her 
best, without the least regard for 
fame and money. She was a free- 
thinker, a _ believer in womans 
rights, a champion of the African 
cause, an objector during the World 
War; and in defense of these views, 
wherever necessary, she speaks out 
loud and clear. The victim of vio- 
lent asthma, which in time affected 
her heart and digestive system, she 
was forever moving about in search 
ot relief rather than a cure; suffer- 
ing physically, suffering mentally, 
suffering from slights and misunder- 
standings on the part of others. Yet 
she lived so intensely that it gave 
her plenty of happiness; and her 
unusual gifts, of which her person- 
ality was a portion, won her the 
friendship of her finest contempo- 
raries. She must have been a lov- 
able woman, for far from having a 
complex or sophisticated nature, she 
had a simple and emotional one. 

Her letters have their ring of in- 
tensity and naturalness, for one rea- 
son because they are altogether bare 
of literary art. They have not the 


| ghost of style or ordered expression | 


(though occasionally, as in one or | 
two letters to Ellis, they have a dis- | 
tinguished simplicity); indeed, they | 
are for the most part crudely and 
hastily written, quite ungrammatica!

Mr. Burdett’s ‘‘The Beardsley

foibles and artific‘alities of many of 
those about whom he writes. This 
was what was meant when it was 
said earlier that the author pos- 
sessed a sense of humor rather than 
that the book would be fvund 
abounding in witticlsms. Mr. Bur- 
dett has the happy ability to set off 
the differences of whole centuries in 
a single passage, as when he writes 
that at the end of the eighteenth 
century “nature escaped from the 
churchyard in which Gray had con- 
fined her, to wander on the moun- 
tains as the holiday companion of 
the poets."” On the other hand, it 
must be admitted that he consider- 
ably weakens the effectiveness of his 
study by attempting too widely to go 
afield. A great deal in the period 
was minor, and much of the time 
the poets, the prose writers and the 
artists were gesticulating merely, 
not to say futilely. Mr. Burdett, too, 
frequently mistakes the gesture for 
the fact, giving to it more impor- 
tance than it deserves. This results 
in a scattering of interest and a dis- 
sipation of power. It is, however, 
an error into which so many critics 
fall that it would be unfair to single 
Mr. Burdett 
chastisement.

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Our Private Art Galleries Lead All, But Europe Still Holds the Greatest Public 
Collections of Masterpieces and They Are Likely to Remain Intact 


Recent acquisitions by American 
collectors of works of art of the 
first order, each valued at a for- 
tune, have raised more prominently 
than ever before the question: Is 
supremacy in possession of the 
world’s masterpieces passing from 
Europe to America? In the follow- 
ing article the question is an- 
swered. The writer is director of 
the Detroit Art Institute; his long 
and expert acquaintance with the 
subject gives his view a special 
value.

OR a generation almost every 
ship sailing to America from 
Europe has brought some art 
treasure to these shores. 

For more than a generation every 
ship sailing back to Europe has car- 
ried American pilgrims, who go to 
see the art treasures there. 

But it would be irrational to con- 
clude that at the end of another 
generation this process will be re- 
versed, or even that the centre of 
gravity in the world of art will 
swing from Europe to America. In 
one field only, that of the private 
collector, will this be true. In fact, 
one may employ the present tense 
with assurance and say, ‘This al- 
ready is true."’ 

For today the greatest private col- 
lections of the world are in Amer- 
ica. 

Yet America hope, for 
many years to come, if Indeed ever, 
to accumulate public collections that 
equa! those of Europe. The treas- 
ures In those great public galleries 
will probably never be available. 


cannot 


What Europe Guards 


It is inconceivable that the treas- 
ures of the Louvre will ever be sold. 
Germany may go hungry, but will 
guard her works of aft in the Kaiser 
Friedrich Museum in Berlin. And 
the British Nation, although its cre- 
ative artistic power has not been 
perhaps equal to that of France, 
has, more than any other nation, 
had an appreciation of and an in- 
stinct for collecting art, and would 
certainly not think of giving up the 
treasure-trove resulting from this 
high taste—the collection in the Na- 
tional Gallery in London, the great- 
est picture gallery in the world. 

Here in America we have no pub- 
lic collection which equals any of 
these three great collections. The 
Metropolitan Museum, considering 
its many-sided educational program, 
the completeness with which it sur- 
veys the field of art, the séope and 
variety of its eminent collections, has 
achieved a very high standard among 
the art museums of the world. In 
the field of painting alone, if it were 
to be robbed of the Altman collec- 
tion it would not rank with the sec- 
ond line galleries of Europe; but the 
Altman collection lifts it about to the rank 
of Europe's second best galleries, such, for 
instance, as those of Munich or Dresden. 

The great galleries of Italy, Spain and the 
Netherlands do not lend themselves to com- 
parison, because they represent collections 
of national art, and are not eclectic in their 
nature, as are the national galleries of 


France, Germany, England and America

Although in certain fields the collection of 
the decorative arts in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum includes many of the finest examples 
in the world, the collection as a whole does 
not equal any one of those of the great mu- 
seums of Europe, such as the Victoria and 
Albert Museum and the British Museum in 
London, the Museums of Decorative Arts and 
the Cluny Museum in Paris and the Schloss 


Museum in Berlin, all of which are devoted 
solely to this field of art. 

All this, in the very nature of the case, 
was inevitable. Europe has been at the task 
much longer than America and nearer to the 
source of supply. She began collecting ex- 
amples of art before demand made them 
scarce and costly. 

But the history of the individual collector 


in America is very different, and ex- 
ceptionally fascinating 

America’ is a land of superiatives 

In the field of art it has created a 
new type of collector. He is a type 
unknown to Europe, a collector of 
the superlative only. He seeks only 
a limited collection, but requires that 
each example shall be a masterpiece. 
Viewing the field of art as a whole, 
he desires to have each important 
period and school represented in his 
collection—but only by masterpieces 

This eclecticism is characteristic of 
the spirit of America, typical, too, 
of her impatience with half-way 
measures, of second-rate undertak- 
ings. 

A number of factors have entered 
into the making of this new Amer- 
ican species of collector. While he 
is peculiarly a product of the Amer- 
ican temper, he is likewise an acci- 
dent of the days in which he lives. 
Time and distance have contributed 
their share to his making; theAmer- 
ican passion for the best has done 
the rest. 

In the first place, within the last 
twenty or thirty years Europe has 
lost most of its great individual col- 
lections. One by one they have been 
broken up and-sold and many of 
the highest bidders have been 
Americans 


America’s Advantage 

In the second place. because the 
American collector has been further 
removed from the great art of the 
world, in point of time, and even of 
space, it has been possible for him to 
get the ‘‘long look.”’ Viewing the 
mountain range, he sees only the 
peaks. In Europe they have been 
too near It often happened that 
they could not see the forest for the 
trees. . 

Most of the great art collections 
there were started one hundred and 
two hundred years ago. The man 
who sought art treasures acquired 
the things around him as they ap- 
pealed to him. He collected much 
that fad a purely historic interest, 
some things that were trivial, many 
that were great. Today time has 
evaluated these things, stamping 
some as masterpieces and marking 
others for the discard. America has 
been able to benefit by this sifting 
process 

England, it is true, also has had the 
chance to look over Europe from 4 
distance, and so her collections have 
been more eclectic than ,those of the 
Continent, each of which was more 
definitely »ssociated with the art 
native to its own country. But in 
England, as on the Continent, the 
art lover has acquired through the 
years, along with fine masterpieces, 
many objects that have some historic 
interest but are artistically incon- 
sequential — the merely historic — 
which the important American col- 
lector, beginning later in the day, 
has avoided 

A third factor in the making of 
the distinctively American type of collector 
has been the circumstance that this country 
has not been in the midst of a great creative 
period of its own. Hence the American was 
not preoccupied with his national art. The 
collections of Italy, Holland and to 
some extent England were collections of the 
art of the country because they were made at 
a time when those countries were producing

These more imaginative collectors | 
are in the minority. They are mostly 
men of sensitive organization, some- 
times difficult to understand, andj} 
who find it equally difficult to under- 
stand others.

But America should ask 
herself not only how many of the 
world’s masterpieces she may be able 
to assemble in the years to come, 
hut also how many her ability may 
be able to create. In other words, 
will America soon produce greatly 
for herself so that the collectors of 
the future will become preoccupied 
with the art of their own times, as 
did the collectors in Engiand, Italy 
and the Netherlands during their 
flowering period? ‘That, of course, 
is a question which leads into the 
uncertain realm of prophecy and 
may not be lightly answered. But it 
is fair to point out that the develop- 
ment of great creative art has its 
logical beginnings with architecture, 
since architecture comprises all arts, 
including those of painting, sculp- 
ture and decoration, which are

“Krupp Experienced the Joy of Seeing Oil From a Gusher.” 


By OWEN P. WHITE 


VERY Winter for years the 
newspapers in El Paso, 
Texas, have carried an ad- 
vertisement, signed "a> 

Krupp,’’ which invariably reads: 
‘*Free Coal for the Poor,’’ and adds 
a few lines of instruction telling 
how the coal can be obtained. This 


advertisement has always meant ex- 
actly what it says. As far as Mr. 
Krupp has been able to prevent, El 
Paso’s poorer classes have never suf- 
fered from the cold. 

When Krupp started this charity, 
which is a purely personal one and 
has cost him many thousands of dol- 
lars, he was far from a rich man. 
He began his commercial life as a 
clerk in a dry goods and clothing 
store; he saved his money, opened 
an establishment of his own, and, 
probably because he had felt the 
pinch of poverty himself, became lib- 
eral in charitable donations, as soon 
as he began to prosper. 

This little preamble is indulged in 
because if there is any truth in the 
saying that ‘‘he who giveth to the 
poor lendeth to the Lord and is re- 
paid an hundred fold,’ then Haymon 
Krupp is a striking example of its 


operations, except that he has been | 


reimbursed many thousand times in 
place of a mere paltry hundred. 
addition to having recently become 
excessively prosperous himself, Mr.

Krupp, apparently guided by Prov- | 


idence, has opened up a way 
whereby the University of Texas bids 
fair to become of the 
institutions of learning in America. 


Held Many Acres 


Ever since that ancient time when 
Texas was a republic, the University 
of Texas has been in the 
condition popularly known as “‘land 
poor.’’ The first fathers of the Lone 
Star republic, having more and 
broader acres than they knew what 
to do with, wished upon their na- 
tional seat of learning immense 
tracts of land. Never having heard 
of oil (at that time they used tallow 
dips to read by and to light their 
barrooms), they thoughtlessly wrote 
into the deed of gift the absurd 
stipulation that the university could 
only spend, for the erecting of per- 
manent buildings and improvements, 
the interest on a permanent fund 
which would accumulate from rent- 
ing out its lands for grazing pur- 
poses. Nor could the university sell 
any of these lands 


one 


Therefore, first under the flag of 
the republic and later as the prin- 
cipal seat of learning in the largest 
State in the American Union, the 


poor old college has struggled along 
in genteel poverty, owning millions 
of acres of land, yet dependent for 
its existence upon the pennies which

Then came Haymon Krupp. Up to 
the time that this concentrated 
bunch of nérves and energy ap- 
peared upon the scene the oil in- 
come that the University of Texas 
had derived from the domain 
that perpetually belongs to it had 
amounted to about $1,000 a month. 
This $1,000 went into the permanent 
fund, and, for the purpose of erect- 
ing buildings and so on the Regents 
were allowed to spend the interest. 
Anybody who has any imagination 
at all can picture the result. Even 
then, unless the dreamer is particu- 
uarly gifted, he will miss it a mile.

In place of looking like a college of 
the first class, which it proudly 
claims to be, the University of Texas, 
when viewed by a stranger, looks 
like a second-rate dairy farm. The 
campus is enormous; in the middle 
rises a somewhat pretentious build- 
ing (put there thirty-five years 
ago); around this are clustered two 
or three modest brick structures, and 
then, scattered over the place and 
resembling the wooden shacks that 
were used in the war cantonments, 
are a great number of long, low, one- 
story frame buildings of the very 
cheapest possible construction. In 
these clapboarded hovels absorbing 
knowledge, much as Abraham Lin- 
coln absorbed it in a log cabin, are 


richest | 5,500 students. 


Although this condition has existed 
for years the State of Texas has con- 
sistently refused to do anything to 
better it. The people have, several 
times, with the folks from the Creek 
Bottoms in the majority, gone on 
record as being opposed to higher 
‘‘edication,’’ and the university has 
continued to suffer. But within the 
last fifteen months the situation has 
changed tremendously. 


In 1916 a gentleman with a Ph. D. 
after his name wrote a letter to the 
Chairman of the Board of Regents 
of the University of Texas in which 
he discussed, in a learned manner, 
the mineral possibilities of some of 
the university lands. The writer of 
this letter didn’t seem to be paying 
much attention to oll. He devoted 
his paragraphs to a discussion of the 
possibility of developing water on 
some of the lands, thereby increasing | 
their value as grazing property, and | 
also hinted at the probable existence, 
somewhere, of lead, silver, zinc and | 
potash. In this letter the Doctor of |

his communication ‘‘yours’ very 
truly,’’ he promptly forgot all about 
the transaction. 


A copy of this letter, in some way, 
fell into the hands of Haymon 
Krupp, and for some unaccountable 
reason, because it is a long jump 
from a dry goods counter to an oil 
field, it immediately aroused his in- 
terest. He investigated. He studied 
the reports referred to, talked to 
geologists, induced a few friends to 
join in the venture, in a small way, 
and negotiated an oil lease with the 
University of Texas for its lands in 
Reagan County. According to the 
terms of this lease, Krupp had to 
begin to drill within a certain speci- 
fied time in order to avoid forfeiture, 
and if any oil was struck—an even- 
tuality to which no one except 
Krupp and a geologist or twe looked 
forward with any degree of hope— 
the university was to receive as its 
royalty one-eighth of the gross pro- 
duction. 


Out to Find Oil 


When the lease was signed, Krupp 
went to work. He hired expensive 
oil experts, with alphabetical desig- 
nations trailing along like kite tails 
after their real names, to go out 
and locate the proper kind of anti- 
clines tor him, and then, after that 
had been done, he busied himself in 
getting together enough money to 
drill a well. Well drilling is expen- 
raising money is proverbially 
hard, and so the months flew by 
until the date on which the lease 
would automatically expire for fail- 
ure to begin work was dangerously 
near. Krupp redoubled his efforts 
and finally, with only a few days to 
go, he took the road with three 
trucks loaded with drilling equip- 
ment and started for his location,

Land Poor, Now 


Has an Income of Millions, 
Thanks to Mr. Krupp 


When Krupp was still several 
miles away from the precious stake, 
which had cost him several thou-

ground, one of his trucks broke 
down completely and—there he was! 
At that time, as the story goes, he 
had only two days left. What 
should he do? There was no possi- 
bility of his being able to reach his 
desired destination with his outfit. 
The breakdown had occurred on land 
covered by the lease and so, with 
no high-salaried geologist at hand to 


| advise him, but merely because the 


ox was in the ditch and he had to 
act at once to prevent forfeiture, 
Krupp set up his rig at the scene 
of the disaster and went to work. 


The Gusher Spouts 


On June 4, 1923, in the middle of 
a vast area of level grazing land, 
where there was not even so much 
as a ranch house within ten miles of | 
him, Krupp experienced the joy of 
seeing. the oil from a gusher spout 
clear over the top of his derrick. If 
a chance shot had ever won any- 
where in the world, this one had. 
The well was capped as soon as pos- 
sible and the slow work of getting a 
pipe line built and putting up stor- 
age facilities was begun. This part 


of the work of development was 
slow, but another feature of it was 
not. 


Overnight, as the saying is, there 
sprang up out of the prairie the 
typical ojl town with its hard men, 
its hard beds, its hard liquor and its 
hard women. In less than a month 
after Krupp brought in his first well 
a dozen more were going down—all 
on land leased from Krupp, however 
—and the town had become as bad 
as the one which derived a lot of 
fame through a remark made by the 
notorious Bill McDonald. 


A riot broke out in this small place 
and the terrified Mayor thereof 
wired the Governor of Texas to send 
him a bunch of Rangers to quell the 
disturbance. The Governor complied, 
and when the train which was to 
bring in the Rangers pulled in at 
the station, the Mayor was there to 
meet the officers. Only one man, 
a big fellow, wearing a six-shooter 
and carrying a sawed-off shotgun, 
stepped from the coach. The Mayor 
looked at him and said, ‘‘Where’s 
the rest of ’em?" 

‘“*Rest of what,’’ replied Bill Mc- 
Donald, ‘‘there ain’t but one. You 
haven’t got but one riot, have you?” 

But so far, although Texon, as 
the town in Reagan County is called, 
is reported to be as tough as they 
make ‘em, it has not been the scene 
of any unusual disturbances except 
in the way of oil development. In 
that respect it has done remarkably 
well. Krupp brought in his first 
well less than two years ago, and 





today, with the pipe line still unfin- 
ished and with only makeshift meth- 


ods of storage on hand, there are 
eighteen wells down, which, pinched 
back as hard as can be, are none the 
less producing about 12,000 barrels 
of oil a day. 


Out of this production the pre- 
viously poverty-stricken university 
gets one-eighth. During January 


and February its oil income, which 
had formerly been $1,000 a month, 
jumped to nearly $2,000 a day. And 
this, according to the estimates that 
are now made, is merely a begin- 
ning. Within a few days the pipe 
line is expected to be open and there- 
after, even if no more wells are 
drilled and the price of oil stays as 
low as it is at present, the income 
of the Texas college from its ‘‘graz- 
ing lands’’ will be considerably in 
excess of $1,000,000 a year. All of 
this income, at the present time, is 
being produced from a tract contain- 
ing about 2,000 acres. What will 
the development of the university's 
total holding of 2,079,520 acres even- 
tually mean? Two to two and a half 
millions dollars a year seems to be a 
conservative estimate of what the 
university can expect. Naturally 
this changed condition of things, in 
which money in large chunks is in- 
volved, has resulted in a squabble 
among the wily politicians of the 
Lone Star State. 


University Has Opponents 


Even though it will not cost the 
taxpayers of Texas a single penny 
to have their State university be- 
come one of the largest institutions 
of learning in America, there are 
still men and women living down 
there who are opposed to letting the 
university spend its own money for 
its own improvement. Down in the 
wide sweeps of the Liano Estacado 
and out in the farming districts of 
Central and Southern Texas there 
are, even to this day, many voters 
who can’t see that knowledge of 
classical English, organic chemistry 
or higher mathematics is of any 
benefit to the man who is punching 
cows or trying to raise half a bale 
of cotton to the acre. 

When the friends of the university 
prepared a bill whereby the restric- 
tions placed on the institution in re- 
gard to spending its own income 
would be removed, the measure was 
met with strong opposition. There 
was a fine fight on it in both houses. 
Many Representatives and some Sen- 
ators, moved by political reasons 
which are as old as democracy, stood 
out strongly in opposition to the 
idea of providing the children of 
their constituents with mental lux- 
uries. The constituents themselves 
didn’t want any such foolishness in 
their families, and the fight was bit- 
ter. The bill was finally passed, 
however, and went to the Governor 
for her signature. 

Even then the fight didn’t stop. The

David Garrick’s Captivating Viennese Wife Looks 
at Us From a Gainsborough Canvas 


HE existence in New York of a 
portrait of her by Thomas 
Gainsborough this 
generation a woman whose 

picturesque personality and piquant 
career have been so far eclipsed by 
the renewal of famous man 
happened to be her husband that she 
has almost faded out of 
memory. Yet Eva Maria Weigel,

habitant of Vienna,” had before she 
married the illustrious David Gar- 
rick upset the equanimity of 
of the most Important sovereigns in 
Europe and especially and particu- 
larly caused alarms in the breasts 
of the ladies who had a prior claim 
upon these sovereigns. 

Even after Eva Maria became the 
wife of the admirable Davy, she re- 
mained a personage and a favorite of 
nll the great men of the period. Hor- 
uce Walpole found her ‘‘all sense and 
sweetness, too.’" Gibbon said she led 
all hearts captive Edmund Burke 
sought her company did Dr 
Johnson. Fanny wrote 
her that she was “graceful 
charming,. kind."’ In fine big 
in Adelphi Terrace—-where

In that Adelphi Terrace house she 
‘lied, respected, honored and admired, 
long after her famous husband left 
the scene of his earthly triumphs. 
It was in October, 1822, when she 
was 98 years old, that the end came 
so suddenly to creature still 
vital that she intended to sit in 
box in Drury Theatre that 
very evening She was 
buried in Westminster beside 
Garrick. 

Such was the end of the daughter 
of that ‘‘respectable inhabitant of 
Vienna,"’ who became a dancing girl 
and was introduced to the court of 
Maria Theresa by the ballet-master 
Hilferding, when he was forming 4 
class for the royal children. It was 
Maria Theresa herself, imperial an- 
tagonist of old Fritz of Prussia, who 
was first attracted to the child and 
who translated her name from the 
Vienna patois ‘“Weigel'’ the 
French equivalent “Violette.” 

Shipped to London 

It was also Maria Theresa, when 
she saw that her imperial spouse was 
xetting, perhaps, too much interest- 
ed in the dancing young person, who 
shipped off Mile. Violette to London 
with the highest recommendations. 
The girl was confided in the British 
capital to the care of two noble sis- 
ters, the Countesses of Burlington 
and Talbot, into whose hands she 
arrived in the becoming costume of a 
page. This was in the year 1746, 
when George II. and his son Fred- 
erick, Prince of Wales, held rival 
courts in London, and “a company 
of lords and men of quality, headed 
by my Lord Middlesex,” governed 
the opera, thus ‘‘devoting their ele- 
xant leisure to diverting the town, 
to the ruination of their fortunes.” 

Their ladyships, the sister Coun- 
tesses lost no time in launching their 
lovely Viennese dancer. Lady Bur- 
lington showed her off at the houses 
of her friends and Lady Talbot in- 
troduced her to the Prince of Wales.

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THE DRAMA OF TRANSIT—IN FOUR ERAS 


Demand for Better Transportation 
Heard Since City Began to 
Expand in 1840 





By EVANS CLARK 


EOPLE are packed into the 

cars Jike sardines in a box. 

The seats being more than 

filled, the passengers are 
placed in rows down the mid- 
_dle, where they hang on by straps, 
like smoked hams in the grocery 
store. To enter or exit is exceed- 
ingly difficult. * * * The foul, 
close, heated air is poisonous. For 
these reasons most ladies and gen- 
tlemen prefer to ride In the stages, 
which cannot be crowded so outra- 
geously and which are pretty de- 
cently ventilated.’’ 

This is from an editorial in a New 
York newspaper, not of Oct. 2, 1924, 
but of 1864—sixty years ago and 
more. It .was not subway cars that 
the writer described but the horse 
cars of the time. 


For New York's transit problem is 
not a new dilemma. It extends far 
back into the city’s history—further 
buck, indeed, than the horse car, 
even to the omnibus. New York has 
suffered from recurrent attacks ever 
since the 1840s, when the city began 
to expand. A particularly severe 
seizure occurred in the early '60s, 
another in the late "70s and a third 


in the ’80s. And now the grip of a 
fourth is on the city.

CHAPTER I. 


The Era of the Stage 


RADITION has it that New 
- York’s first method of public 

conveyance was the ox cart. It 
is said that as far back as 1746 a 
regular line of these lumbering ve- 
hicles used to ply up and down 
Broadway from the Battery, but the 
town of that day was small—most of 
it below Fulton Street—and people 
walked or drove in carriages when 
they went about. 

In the decade between 
1830, however, the city 
grow with great rapidity. 
ulation. almost doubled 
period and houses began to string 
out into the remoter reaches of 
Broadway—even as far north as 
Warren Street. This was the upper 
limit of fashionable residences. Two 
marble houses built there in 1837 
were looked upon as foolish extrava- 
gances because they were ‘‘too far 
uptown.’’ But flourishing settle- 
ments had sprung up around St. 
John's Park, in the neighborhood of 
Varick and Laight Streets, and in 
Greenwich Village.

summary suggests 
They were huge 
hulking contrap- 
tions, like over- 
grown private car- 
riages, painted in 
gaudy colors and 
each with its own 
name emblazoned 
on its sides. But 
to the New York- 
ers of the day they 
must have looked as adequate 
big Pacific locomotive that now hooks 
to the Twentieth Century at Harmon 
for the run up the river to Albany. 
One detects a note of pride, temper- 
ed, of course, by the urbanity of a 
metropolis of 100,000 souls, in con- 
temporary accounts of the original 
stages. 

As early as 1834 a writer in The 
New York Gazette and General 
Advertiser (Aug. 5), says: ‘‘Omni- 
buses exceeding a hundred in num- 
ber roll incessantly over the paved 
streets, administering equally to the 
purposes of .business and pleasure, 
adding to noise and bustle, and 
forming an object of such prominent 
attraction as to cause New York not 


inaptly to be termed ‘The City of 
Omnibuses.’ ’’ 
The ‘‘Lady Clinton’’ must have 


been the special pride of the town in 
the ‘30s, for this ‘‘elegantly ap- 
pointed” four-horse chariot is. prom- 
inently displayed on the old prints 
of the time. It looked like two royal 
coaches joined together with a door 
between them; but instead of the 
passengers facing the front or back 
the seats were arranged along the 
sides. The driver—always in livery 
and high hat, and in the act of 
cracking his long whip—sat in 
majesty on his throne on the roof. 
The ‘‘Lady Clinton’’ had her rivals.

cars in the early ‘50s; but‘ even 
they could not—or would not—carry 
the burdens imposed upon them. In 
the '60s dissatisfaction was the domi- 
nant transit note. 

The decade between 1845 and 1855 
was the hey-day of the omnibus. 
The famous ‘‘Manuals of. the Com- 
mon Council,"’ compiled yearly by 
City Clerk Valentine, reflect its dom- 
ination. The issue of 1855 records 
the fact that there were no less than 
593 stages licensed to operate in the 
city over twenty-seven different 
routes. The oldest generation of 
New Yorkers still recalls the names 
of the lines and the civic prominence 
of their proprietors. 


Stage Coach Operators 


Kip & Brown operated the fa- 
mous Chelsea line that started at 
Ninth Avenue and Twenty-third 
Street and ran down Hudson Street, 
through Canal and so on down 
Broadway to Bowling Green. Then 
there were Palmer & Peters, 
who ran the Knickerbocker line from 
Eighth Avenue and Twenty-third 
Street, through Eleventh and down 
Broadway; and Bolster & Andrews 


of the Empire line, whose route lay 


from Sixth Avenue and Fourteenth 
Street, through Ninth to and down 
Broadway and a score of others. 
The lines running to the suburbs 
started further 
downtown. Charles

‘*Most all the proprietors,’’ writes 


an observer of 1860, ‘‘were horsemen 
and had good trotters. 


George Law, 
one of the principal stage owners, 


and his son, George, could be met 
almost any day driving a good one 
on Harlem Lane. Then there was 
Sidney Nichols of the Twenty-third 
Street Line, a well-known horseman 
of the day. Mr. Nichols was Police 
Commissioner and organizer of the 
Fifth Avenue Bank.”’ 


But another observer writex: 


‘“*‘Modern martyrdom may be suc- 
cinctly defined as riding in a New 
York omnibus. The discomforts, in- 
conveniences and annoyances of a 
trip in one of these vehicles are 
almost intolerable. From the begin- 
ning to the end of the journey a con- 
stant quarrel is progressing. The 
driver quarrels with the passengers 
and the passengers quarrel with the 
driver. There are quarrels about 
getting out and quarrels about get- 
ting in. There are quarrels about 
change and quarrels about the ticket 
swindle. The driver swears at the 
passengers and the passengers ha- 
rangue the driver through the strap- 
hole—a position in which even De- 
mosthenes could not be eloquent. 
Thus the omnibus rolls along, a per- 
fect bediam on wheels."’ 


The reference to the ‘‘strap-hole’’ 
will be appreciated by many New 
Yorkers who are by no means in the 
“oldest generation’’ class. As late 
as the ‘90s the remains of the stages 
of old still plied their way up and 
down Fifth Avenue. Those who rode 
on them will recall what this strap- 
hole was for. The driver's right 
foot was connected with the back 
door of the stage by a leather strap. 
This strap served both as bell-rope 
and door lock. When any one want- 
ed to get out he would give the driv- 
er’s leg a sharp tweak and at the 
proper corner, or the one beyond it, 
the driver would graciously bend his 
knee and allow the passenger to opep 
the door and get out. 


Fare Box as Well 


But this was not the only function 
the strap-hole performed. It was 
fare box as well. Every one who en- 
tered the stage was supposed before 
many blocks had been covered to 
hand his fare to the driver’ through 
the hole. Many an absent-minded 
rider has been embarrassed by a 
prodigious slapping of the strap 
against the ceiling and has looked 
up to see the eyes of his fellow-pas- 
sengers upon him. The driver was 
reminding him to pay for his ride. 

If the omnibus of the '50s was a 
bedlam on wheels inside, it precipi- 
tated a bediam in the streets outside 
that became a city-wide scandal 

Not only were street accidents

HE horse car was the product of 
New York's first severe attack 
of transit trouble; but like the

‘‘John Mason,”’ a tribute to the first 
l’resident of the New York & Harlem 
Railroad, which operated it. That 
November day marked the birth of 
the world’s street railways and the 
beginning of Mr. Stephenson's career 
as the country’s leading builder of 
street cars for more than half a cen- 
tury. 

Mr. Stephenson's child grew slowly, 
but eventually came to dominate 
New York's transit scene as the 
stage had done before it 

From 1850 to 1853 the idea spread 


rapidly. One company and another 
were formed to operate horse-car 
lines, and the Common Council 


blithely gave away—with little or no 
compengation, at least to the pub- 
lic—perpetual rights of operation to 
these companiés over the public 
streets.

Nothing could be more French 
'than a French department store, 
jlike, say, the one so invitingly 
|named Printemps—Spring. Nothing 
could be more German than a Ger- 


mous stocks of every thing a prac- 
tical German housewife could want, 
and everything else besides added-—— 
not omitting motor trucks and not 
hesitating to put them on the same 
enormous floor with the ladies lin- 
| gerie—if that French term may prop- 
erly be applied to the German

It to be observed, moreover, 
that not London, nor Paris, nor Ber- 
lin has adopted the Italian palace for 
magnification and vulgarization into 
the universal provider's sales piace. 
Paris, which makes so much of ar- 
chitecture and so rigidly imposes 
harmony of design and uniformity of 
skyline, which has in the Rue de 
Rivoli and the Place Vendome ex- 
pressed the French idea of what a 
street of commerce should be like, 
has let her department stores run 
riot—except one of them which hap- 
pens to be in the Rue de Rivoli and 
must conform to its surroundings.

Thus, round about, we get back to

HAT is a carillon? The 
question is almost always 
asked in the United States

when the subject is first 
mentioned It is not 
strange that the query should be 
made, for the world at large has 
known little until lately about the 
carillon. Nevertheless, New York is 


soon to have, in the Park Avenue 
Baptist Church, the greatest caril- 
lon ever created, and singing-tower 
recitals will-soon be a familiar 
light in the metropolis and a 
of civic pride. 

The carillon has its home in the 
low Countries—Belgium, Holland 


and French Flanders. Many parts of 
that region are densely populated 
Cities, towns and villages abound, 
and many a noble tower is seen, and 
tall belfry and slender spire As the 
traveler draws near to these sky- 
ward-soaring structures he finds 
their heights crowned often with an 
assemblage of bells, many in number 
and of a perfection of accord beyond 
that he has ever before thought pos- 
sible; and he learns that these bells 
are called a carilion. Soon he yields 
to the unique charm of the singing 
tower and comprehends its place in 
community life as an inspiring and 
uniting force. 

For New York other great caril- 
ions than the one first mentioned are 
proposed. ‘“But,’’ some one in- 
quires, “how can there be room 
enough in the city for several caril- 
lens?” I answer, “Why not?" Old 
Amsterdam, in the Netherlands, has 
six beautiful carillons so placed in 
different parts of the ancient town 
that they do not interfere with one 
another in their attractive music.

Seated in his lofty chamber, out 
of sight of the audience in 
streets below, the carillonneur sends 
forth folk songs, sonatas and other 
forms of music rejoice all who 
listen.

Beach are trickling back 
to Broadway, while Charles Brower, 
New Yorker by birth, impatiently 
awaits the seasonable moment for 
returning home to Point Barrow, 
Alaska, within the Arctic Circle and 
the furthest-north settlement in the 
United States. ‘‘Charlie,’’ as he is 
known to “‘seagoin’ folk’’ along the 
Pacific, prefers night life under the 
Aurora Borealis to a roaring exist- 
ence under the glare of Times Square 
lights. F 

Having been born in Twenty-ninth 
Street sixty-two years ago, he re- 
tains enough loyalty to the home 
town to visit it every time he ‘‘comes 
outside” the Arctic Circle. But after 
two or three months in Manhattan 
he complains. Crossing Broadway 
he thinks infinitely more perilous 
than crossing an open “lead"’ in the 
Arctic ice. He doesn't like the 
crowds, the restrictions of steel and 
brick, and he prefers the primitive 
delights of the ice igloo to steam heat 
and bathtubs. 

“I don't like New York, because 
there are too many restrictions,’’ he 
said. ‘In the city everything is 
cramped. You have to always ask 
some one whether you can do some- 
thing or not. In such a mob of 
people I feel I'm in the wrong place. 
I don’t belong. 

“The high buildings are like can- 
yons walling me in. I want to burst 
my way out. Maybe you can’t un- 
derstand, if you've never been en- 
tirely free to come or go. In the 
north there’s no law but nature’s-— 
no will but your own.”’ 


Has a Family of Thirteen 


Brower is a leading citizen in that 
community, where men are nearly 
all Eskimos. As such he has held 
sway forty-one years. When not 
busy directing the affairs of the 
Cape Smythe Whaling and Trading 
Company he is United States Com- 
missioner for the charted and un- 
charted regions thereabout. During 
those two-score years he reared a 
family of thirteen children, but more 
than half of them fled the months’ 
long Arctic nights for California. 

If he were dependent upon white 
men’s companionship, he would 
have to content himself with infre- 
quently meeting Arctic explorers— 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, Captain Ro- 
ald Amundsen and others. Only one 
of his boys, Thomas, now 20, has 
shown a disposition to live happily 
in Eskimoland. The others were 
captured by civilization at South 
Orange, N. J., where ‘they 
school.

One can judge how satisfactory 
Brower finds life in the Arctic 
Circle in ‘view of his long stay at 
Point Barrow. He started life as 
a wanderer, sailing before the mast 
when he was still under 14. And 
when he planned to settle down he 
expected to explore the interior of 
torrid South Africa, instead of the 
frigid polar regions, for a home. 

Rounding Cape Horn the ship 
caught fire in the hold. For fifty- 
two days the crew fought the flames. 
Hatches, battened down, were shot 
into the air by exploding gases col- 
lected below deck. Valiantly the 
crew poured water and curses on the 
flames. At sundown of a certain day 
they tied up at San Francisco, the 
fire still burning. Next morning an 
explosion blew out the side of the 
ship and she had to be scuttled. 

Brower, a trifle bored with sallor- 
ing by that time and equally tired of 
civilization, heard of a mining job in 
Cape Lisburne, Alaska, and in 1884 
left San Francisco to find the job.

Maintenance of Life and Liberty in the Streets 
Has Become International in Scope 





Gendarmes ard Drivers in Paris Are on the Best of Terms.

HE Pedestrian must and shall 
be preserved. 
The new municipal taxi 
ordinances proclaim the edict 
in heartfelt accents, for this dwin- 
dling race of hunted creatures shows 
signs of becoming extinct within an- 
other decade. The strange case of 
Pedestrian vs. Taxi Driver is really 
international in scope, and just why 
the recent Geneva Conference Dver- 
looked the acute taxi problem con- 
fronting a side-stepping world is still 
a mystery. 
The situation in this vibrant isle 
of Manhattan, where 17,500 cabs 
manage to terrify 6,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, reached a climax recently 
when the police, those majestic 
giants of the crossroads, interviewed 
taxi driver on topics of the 
and designed new decorative 
schemes by pasting red, 
green and yellow slips’on the wind- 
shields as testimonials of high char- 
acter and sterling worth.

News of Open Revolt 


Now the police are worried. For 
the effect of these legal assaults upon 
the inalienable right of cab drivers 
to life, liberty, left-hand turns, and 
the pursuit of lone pedestrians has 
appalled cab drivers everywhere.

The public, alarmed by the 
flaming colors of a dozen new cab 
designers, terrified by forty new de- 
signs in duplex-compound, one-way 
multi-coil neutrodyne non-adjustable 
meters, now awake to the real 
Yellow Peril and is clamoring for an- 
other Arms Conference. And the re- 
fusal of the New York police to al- 
low drivers to carry light artillery, 
howitzers or machine guns and the 
increasing difficulty of running up 
the wrong side of Seventh Avenue 
at 50 M. P. H. in order to make the

Disregarding traffic congestion and a 
phenomenal birth rate among taxi- 
cabs, the public proclaims that it is 
next to impossible, even with a slide 
rule, a pocket compass and a mas- 
ter’s degree, to compute the rate 
slashes which cut so deep. The driv- 
ers report that all of the revolvers 
found upon them in the recent police 
campaign were originally taken from 
irate customers who had vainly tried 
to read the latest system of cross- 
figured meters geared in geometric 
progression.

Rise of Reds and Others 


There is no doubt that the Reds 
are rising, to say nothing of the 
Greens, Yellows, Oranges and Royal 
Purples, and many people feel that 
the only course left is to call an- 
other Arms Conference limited to the 
six primary colors among the cab 
companies of the world.

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Mrs. Snowden, Critic of Ramsay MacDonald, Has Charmed 
Many Audiences With a Voice Called “Golden” 


By CLAIR PRICE 
LONDON. 
RS. PHILIP SNOWDEN, in 
that golden voice which has 
entranced millions, described 
Ramsay MacDonald's pre- 
miership in a recent speech 
at Montreal as ‘‘the worst political 
leadership of modern times."’ 

In a speech a few days later at 
Winnipeg she attributed the quality 
of that leadership to physical ex- 
haustion, due to MacDonald's as- 
sumption of the two offices of Prime 
Minister and Foreign Secretary. 
“‘No living human being in the same 
circumstances could have failed to 
suffer the same consequences,’’ she 
explained. Her mild attack upon the 
leader of her own party titillated the 
Tories in Britain and stung the So- 
cialists. The Tories saw evidence in 
it of another split in the Labor 
Party. 

Philip Snowden, who was Chancel- 
ior of the Exchequer under Mac- 
Donald, never did get along well 
with his chief, they reasoned. The 
two were personally incompatible. 
But for once the correct explanation 
seems to be somewhat simpler. It 
lies in the fact that Mrs. Snowden 
is the operatic soprano of the Labor 
Party and if her party finds her at 
times a bit difficult, that her 
party's lookout and not hers. 

Socialists as a rule are possibly a 
bit more individualistic than other 
persons and Mrs. Snowden is, so to 
speak, particularly so. She is the 
daughter of a Harrogate alderman 
and springs from the British middie 
classes, a fact which explains much. 
The upper classes have their schools 
to teach them team work, the lower 
classes have their trade unions to 
teach them the same lesson, but the 
middle classes still hold to the gospel 
which Manchester once proclaimed,

the storm closed in, burying his tent 
and forcing him to burrow into the 
snow. Here he remained alone for 
six days until] the weather allowed 
him to descend to the porters. Fate 
was against the climbers, and they 
returned to the coast amid almost 
continuous rain. 

After Professor Russell's enthu- 
siastic report, it was decided to send 
him again the next year. Six weeks 
of hard work were required to as- 
cend from the coast to an elevation 
of 8,000 feet, where a glacial camp 
was established. Here he remained 
through twelve days of bad weather, 
finally getting one fair day in which 
he attempted the climb. Much of the 
Way was so steep that steps had to 
be cut, and the party was constantly 
in danger of being swept away by 
avalanches. They reached 14,500 
feet, but approaching darkness and 
threat of evil weather compelled 
them to retreat. Once again they 
tried it, but new-fallen snow and 
avalanches made it impossible. Re- 
treat was effected after two months 
of the hardest work. 

Henry G. Bryant of Philadelphia, 
a leading member of the American 
Alpine Club, gathered a small party 
in 1897, crossed the Malaspina and 
ascended the Agassiz Glacier accord- 
ing to the route of Professor Rus- 
sell’s first trip. He was much ham- 
pered by the sickness of a porter, 
and at last decided to abandon the 
attempt to the Duke of Abruzzi's ex- 
pedition which was then on the 
mountain. 

Late in June, 1897, the Duke of 
the Abruzzi arrived in Alaska with 
a splendidly equipped expedition, 
including four Alpine guides and 
numerous porters.

Philip Snowden, despite his frail | 
and diminutive physique, is one of 
the giants of the Labor Party. Mrs. 
Snowden has fought three election 
campaigns beside him and has her- 
self turned down dozens of invita- | 
tions to stand for Parliament. 

Having acquired the platform in- | 
stinct when she was little more than | 
a girl, Mrs. Snowden was an imme- 
diate success, and from that day to 
this she has averaged 200 speeches 
a year, besides producing books and | 
innumerable magazine and newspa- 
per articles. Her critics have some- 
times said of her that she was ‘‘too 


cliffs had been found far tooprecipi- 
tous to ascend he accepted the con- 
clusion of Professor Russell that the 
best method of attack is by the New- 
ton glacier on the east. Crossing 
the Malaspina he ascended the much 
crevassed Seward glacier to Dome 
Pass. 

Then followed eight miles up the 
Newton ice stream, which was ac. 
complished in thirteen days of wal- 
lowing in powdery snow amid the 
continual roar of avalanches. Heavy 
snowstorms and thick fogs did their 
best to discourage the climbers, but 
these men were alpinists and kept 
at it. Clear weather rewarded them 
at Russell Col and early the next 
morning they reached the crags at 
14,500 feet, where Professor Russell 
had turned back. 

The slope was now easy to ascend, 
but from 16,500 feet to the summit 
several of the party showed signs of 
exhaustion in the rarefied air. They 
climbed very slowly for ten minutes, 
then rested for five or six, some of 
them having to lie down on the 
snow, but with careful work all ten 
of the men reached the summit just 
before noon. It had taken them 
thirty-eight days from sea level. 


The view of Mount Logan from 
St. Elias is impressive. The sum- 
mit crest rises from the west in a 
long aréte to the highest snowy point 
near its eastern extremity. Mile 
after mile of tumbled crags and gla- 
ciers wall its entire southern face, 
seeming to afford no attractive route 
for the mountaineer. As we have 
seen, the conquest of St. Elias was 
not an easy matter. What the high- 
er and greater mass of Mount Logan 
holds in store for this adventure- 
some band of climbers only the next 
two or three months can reveal.

“Temperance’’ and woman suf- 
frage were the first movements she 
took up and in 1909 she made her 
first trip to the United States. She 
has since made four other American 
tours, having by this time visited 
forty out of the forty-eight States. 
In 1914 her health broke down, but 
as soon as the war began she threw 
herself into the pacifist movement, 
and when she toured the States in 
1915 her anxiety was to stop the 
war before America’s entry into it 
should hand us over bag and bag- 
gage to our miiitarists. ‘In the in- 
terests of peace’’ she saw President 
Wilson, Henry Ford and Rosika 
Schwimmer, and the Ford peace ship 
interested her greatiy. For the rest 
of the war she went necessarily un- 
der an eclipse, but she was back on 
the platform the instant the war 
ended. 

In 1919 she became a member of 
the Labor Party's Bxecutive (she 
has said that her economic views are 
embodied ‘‘in the main’’ in the 
Labor platform), and she was off 


at once to rebuild the shattered In- 
ternationa! at the abortive Berne 


meeting and to investigate famine 
conditions in Vienna and Germany. 
Less than a year after the war 


ended she came back from Germany 
to plead the cause of German relief, 


| she threw herself into the raising of 


a fund to buy 1,500,000 rubber ap- 
pliances for nursing bottles, and she 
dared the Government to forbid their 
dispatch to the infants of Germany. 

Then she was off to Batum with 
Ramsay MacDonald, Tom Shaw and 
a number of Continental Socialists, 
comprising a delegation from the 
Second International. A book, 
“Through Bolshevik Russia,’’ fol- 
lowed late in 1920. In 1921 she 
projected a visit to Ireland with a 
Labor delegation, but it was deemed 
an unsafe journey for a woman—so 
she went alone, returning to fight 
the Black and Tans from every 
platform she could mount and from 
one or two pulpits. 

At the same time she was fighting 
the Bolsheviki asa result of her visit 
to Russia, and the Independent Labor 
Party, which was then hesitating 
between the Second and Third Inter- 
nationals, found her a somewhat un- 
comfortable comrade. This was her 
verdict on Bolshevism: 


‘I am a Socialist, a democrat and 
a Christian. I oppose Bolshevism 
because it is not socialism, it is not 
democratic, it is not Christianity. 
The Bolsheviki have suppressed God 
as a counter-revolutionary and have 
raised up Karl Marx in His place.” 

Even now, although she appears at 
first sight to be that very romantic 
person, a Labor leader who is so- 
cially accomplished, she regards her- 
self primarily as a journalist. 

In 1922 she attended the Genoa 
conference with Lloyd George, looked 
into the French régime in the Ruhr 
and made a three weeks’ tour of 
unoccupied Germany. She favored 
Lloyd George, she opposed the 
French. In 1923 she went to Pal- 
estine. Zionism, she decided, was 
“right and wise,” the opposition to 
it was ‘‘mean and contemptible.’’ In 
1924 her husband became Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in the first 
Labor Government, and the break- 
down in health which she suffered 
last Summer is usually attributed to 
the help she gave him in one of the 
most onerous posts in the kingdom. 
It is usually said in London that if 
the Labor Party had succeeded in 
producing a budget of its own, it 
would have been the joint work of 
Philip and Ethel Snowden. 

Some day she hopes to stand for 
Parliament, and then for the first 
time in history husband and wife 
will sit together in the British House 
of Commons, for the only possible 
question about her candidacy will be 
the size of her majority.

5. The tone of a bell depends

upon the minute accuracy of 
sharply defined height, width and 
thickness proportions. 

Bells of every kind ought to be 
joyous and pleasing, not doleful or 
disturbing.

CHAPTER IV. 
The Era of Subways 


ROBABLY no other railway line 
P in the world took off from so 
many false starts as the New 
York subway—first proposed in 1864 
but not put into operation until late 
in 1904. And, ironically enough, the 
very first proposal to be advanced 
was closer to the one which was 
finally carried out than many of the 
score or more made during the forty 
years that intervened. 
While Europe followed the lead of

New York in tram 
followed Europe in 
famous Metropolitan 
Railway was put into operation in 
London during the year 1863. It so 
impressed a Michigan railroad man 
named Hugh B. Willson that he 
plunged into the promotion of a 
similar road in New York immediate- 
ly after his return to the United 
States. The archives of the State 
record the incorporation, on March 
21, 1864, of the Metropolitan Rail- 
wav “ompany, followed a few days 
» y a bill in the Senate to give 
this company the rights to build an 
underground railway in Broadway 
from the Battery to Thirty-fourth 
Street and then under Sixth Avenue 
to Central Park—very much the same 
as the route of the present B. M. T. 
line. The chief points of difference 
were that the 1864 subway was to 
have been two-track line built of 
bricks and stone masonry and ope- 
rated by steam locomotive instead 
of a four-track one of steel and con- 
crete operated by electricity. 
Those who lived in New York in 
the late sixties remember that sub- 
ways were then the talk of the town. 


a 


Plans and proposals crowded the 
newspapers. More than forty pro- 
posals were made to the legislative 
session of 1867 alone. The Beach 


tube was perhaps the most bizarre— 
incidentally it was the first subway 
actually built and operated In New 
York. But as it only ran 312 feet— 
from the west curb line of Broadway 
at Warren Street, down Broadway 
to the south line of Murray Street— 
it never solved the transit problem 
When the contractors started digging 
for the Broadway subway in 1912 
they exhumed its remains—an ironic 
commentary on the frailty of hopes 
for transit relief 

The Beach scheme was literally to 
blow from one end of 
town to the other. It was a glorified 
pneumatic tube system. The cars 
were to be built to fit neatly into a 
9-foot tube and propelled by the 
force of a terrific wind set up by 
huge fans installed in the tunnel. 

Early in 1870 the 312 feet of tube 
were completed, and In February a 
triaf trip was made in a car that 
held twenty passengers. The Mayor 
and other notables were guests of the 
company that day Afterward the 
tube was thrown open to the public 
and thousands of people enjoyed the 
unusual sensation of an ‘‘atmos- 
pheric ride.’ But the whole scheme 
came to nothing. By the time legis-

lative authority was obtained the 
elevated roads had proved their 
feasibility and capital to build the 
pneumatic tube was not to be ob- 
tained. 


Willson’s original subway plan of 
1864 was brought forward at the

“It is perfectly feasible; it en- 
croaches on no vested interest; takes 
no one’s land or house; interferes 
with no traffic or thoroughfare; of- 
fers cheap, comfortable and speedy 
transit from one end of the island 
to the other; requires no money from 
the public, will add nothing to mu- 
nicipal taxation and is undertaken 
by men of the highest character and 
standing, both social and 
cial. In short, there is not a single 
objection to be made to it.’’ 

But a great deal of objection was 
made to it in the Legislature and 
the bill to make it effective was 
defeated. ‘‘A fresh and alarming 
illustration,” THe Times called it, 
“of the enormous power over our 
property and comfort which is now 
wielded by the omnibus proprietors, 
railroad corporations and _ political 
jobbers."’ ‘‘The Legislature,’’ 
tinued, ‘‘on which we have been in 
the habit of relying, seems to have 
surrendered itself completely to their 
hands. * * * We wonder how 
much longer the people of this city 
will permit themselves to thus 
plundered by men who are obtensibly 
their servants and dependents.”’

The Attorney General 
even rendered an adverse opinion in 
regard to the legality of allowing the 
university to spend its own money in 
its own way. Then, after having lis- 
tened to all of it, Mrs. Ferguson took 
action. It is not the first time since 
she has been in the State House that 
the woman Governor has surprised a 
certain class of voters who confi- 
dently expected that her Administra- 
tion would turn out to be a joke. She 
signed the bill, and, as she thus 
made it a law, she characterized the 
Attorney General's opinion as a 
‘‘hair-line decision’’ which she would 
resolve in favor of the university, in 
the hope that she could get buildings 
off the campus which made the place 
look like a series of hay barns in- 
stead of a home for knowledge. 

The Governor has also assured the 
friends of the university that during 
her entire term in office she will do 


so 


all that she can to aid the institution 
in effort to better itself.

How Long is a Good Drive ? 


T’S human to want the thrill of seeing a 

perfectly hit drive soar down the middle of 
the fairway—but remember, the majority of 
holes are under 400 yards—there is no tremen- 
dous premium on distance alone. A tee shot 
with sufficient carry to get over trouble in 
front of the tee and above all holds to the line, 
is of far greater value than the 250-yard smash 
to rough and trouble. My advice to all drivers, 
men and women, is first forget extreme dis- 
tance—try for direction alone. As confidence 
increases, you will find that yardage will keep 
pace. ‘The British Amateur Championship 
was won by an American whose average drive 
was probably not more than 175 yards in 
length.

Overcome Big Obstacles 


Blind Players Need Special Drill in Gestures 
—Learn Stage Distances by Heart— 
Applause Repays Ordeal 


HE sombre velvet curtain at the 
Imperial Theatre rose, one re- 
cent Sunday evening, on a play 
as unusual! as any New York has 
seen. The Blind Players, behind 

brilliant footlights, bathed in radiance 
they could not see, entertained an au- 
dience which to them wasQo more than 
@ murmur of voices, a curious sigh of 
faint breaths, punctuated by staccato 
Volleys of handclapping. 

It is a subtle curtain that envelopes 
them. There is mystery in it. Miss 
Alice Van den Ryden, who played 
“Katie Cleary of the East Side,’’ cannot 
conceive of light. She has never seen it. 

If you speak of. darkness to her—wegll, 
she has never seen any of that either, 
it is something she doesn’t know. Col- 
ors? What are they? The fourth di- 
mension would be as simple. But pale 
green is like a quiet, trilling melody, 
isn’t it? And red is in the strident 
tones of a brisk march, and the tuba’s 
note is sombre brown. That is the only 
way she knows them. 

The Blind Players are not all in this 
incomprehensible, two-dimension world. 
Some of them see dimly, and in their 
Plays other sighted actors work with 
them and see for them, 
ten years they have worked on the stage 
with substantial success. The club was

by the members and was bought with 
their earnings as players. In addition, 
their benefit performances for. the 
Brooklyn Bureau of Charities have 
brought in more than $30,000.

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Critical Scales Show 
Changing Valuations 


By OLIN DOWNES. 


STIMATES of some composers 
fell and the estimates of others 
rose, as recorded in a certain 
scrap-book of opera and con- 

cert notices of the season. 

The production of Debussy’s ‘‘Pel- 
léas et Mélisande’’ emphasized the 
fact that it is not necessary to wrap 
a work of art, however delicate and 
subtle its idiom, in cotton wool for it to 
be understood. “Pelléas,’’ a creation of 
indescribable originality and dramatic 
power, bore amazing testimony to this 
principle, and made an entirely fresh 
impression after a lapse of some sea- 
sons. And this was the latestcomposed 
opera in the Metropolitan repertory 
to grow and not fade with repetition. 
**Pelléas et Mélisande”’’ was first pro- 
duced in Paris in 1902. Twenty-three 
years later it proved its profound vi- 
tality and integrity. The writer had 
heard a number of performances, in- 
cluding some half dozen with the in- 
comparable Mary Garden in the 
Hammerstein production, which thus 
far is the only true Debussyan inter- 
pretation of the opera. He heard per- 
formances with another soprano than 
Miss Garden in Boston and now he 
has heard the Metropolitan production 
—painstaking, in many scenes elo- 
quent, but, particularly in the orches- 
tra, some distance from the concep- 
tion that it is right to consider the 
composer’s. But the opera grows. It 
pays enormously to listen again and 
again to its music, because if the 
listening is sufficiently intent and rev- 
erent there is the gradual revelation 
of certain aspects of human existence 
that few composers save Debussy ever 
tried to penetrate. The workmanship 
of ‘‘Pelléas’’ is of course a miracle of 
sheer mastery; the most profound, 
mysterious, pitiful things are said 
with the fewest possible notes, and 
all is enwrapt in an atmosphere of 
imperishable beauty. ‘‘Pelléas,’’ in 
surroundings ‘not wholly sympathetic, 


work far more welcome to the left 
wing—Stravinsky’s “Sacré du _ prin- 
temps.” This is a composition that a 
brilliant and highly esteemed col- 
league hailed as a masterpiece, a great 
masterplece, a masterpiece as impor- 
tant, at least, as “L'’Aprés-midi d'un 
Faun,’’ when it was first heard in New 
York one year ago. He knew, at last, 
he said, what it: was to have been 
present at the performance of a mas- 
terpiece. Most of the reviewers felt 
the same way. And now? Already 
there are doubts. The same writer 
who hailed the “Sacré du printemps’’ 
so brightly had the courage and frank- 
ness to say,wWhen the work was played 
this season, that it fell short with him, 
perhaps owing to the character of the 
performance, but also, in all probabil- 
ity, because of the short-breathed iIn- 
spiration of the music.

N his painting of Venice Russell

VAST STORE OF WAR FACTS 
GATHERED BY HOOVER FUND 


Stanford University Already. Has 130,000 Titles of 
Records Bearing on World Conflict—Secret 
- Material Sealed for 25 Years 


OR five years materials bearing 
K upon the World War and its ef- 

fects upon national and interna- 
tional life have been arriving at 
ford University, California. The. Hoover 
War Library, instituted in 1919, now 
contains 130,000 titles, including 
publications from the smallest pamphlet 
to complete war files of several hundred 
newspapers, with materials from all 
leading countries—belligerent and neu- 
tral. ;

‘The lot 
received from Congress includes com- 
plete files of eleven American dallies, 
notably THe New Yorke Times and The 
Chicago Tribune, and incomplete files of 
forty-eight foreign newspapers, chiefly 
Austrian and German. The total in- 
cludes 100,000 newspapers. 

Ordinary book material has been little 
sought, chiefly because the Musée de la 
Guerre holds so much of it. Only 10,000 
items have been brought from the regu- 
lar book markets of the world. There 
are two exceptions to such purchases, 
however—Belgian works about Belgium 
during the war and works produced in 
neutral countries on the neutrality of 
those countries. Professor Lutz, an in- 


Army during the war and a former 
student in Germany, has obtained for 
the library a better book and pamphlet 
collection from Germany and Austria 
than from any other countries, though 
more than 5,000 titles organized under 
the direction of the celebrated French 
historian Gabriel Hanotaux gives a 
fine French collection, 


The collectors have received many 
curious offers from foreign owners of 
newspaper clippings and documents. 
Most of these clippings were kept by 
persons who foresaw their possible value, 
but only in exceptional cases did they 
keep names of the newspapers and dates 
of publication. The rare ‘‘Documents 
of the Moment,”’ issued in pamphlet 
form in about 100 numbers in Poland 
during German _ occupation, came 
through a friend of Mr. Hoover to the 
library, and was a gift from the Polish 
Government. 

Newspaper files have been relied upon 
more than posters to relate the story 
of progress and the turning of national 
minds from peace-time pursuits to the } 
business of fighting. It has been the 
general plan to obtain two or three 
newspaper files from each country,—the 
leading daily supporting the Govern- 
ment and the leading anti-Government 
daily. Little attention was paid to

whole little historical value. The Gov- 
ernment-issued trench paper, used prin- 
cipally by the Germans, was sought to 
some extent, because it gave home news 
to the soldiers on the fighting line and 
showed what the Governments were 
willing to let their fighters know. 

Secret material from people who require 
that their manuscripts be not opened for 
from five to twenty-five years con- 
tinues to find its way into the archives 
of the library. Documents and manu- 
scripts dealing with the history of the 
Baltic States before and after the armis- 
tice, including copies of the famous 
Prince Bermont-Awaloff manuscripts, 
probably form the one group about 
which most interest attaches. These will 
not be unlocked and unsealed until after 
1945. There are some who would fear 
for their lives should these personal 
memoirs be published! 

The Millioukov Collection gathered by 
Professor Paul Nicholaivitch Milioukov, 
is worthy of note. He was Liberal leader 
of the Duma during the last two years 
of Nicholas II. amd later Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Prince Lvoff, after the over- 
throw of the monarchy. In 1914 Pro- 
fessor Milloukov had sent his large pri- 
vate collection, consisting chiefly of

BULGARIA’S REIGN OF TERROR 


Yugoslavia’s Attitude Toward the Insurgents—The 
Tzankoff Regime and How It Treated 
the Agrarians : 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Press dispatches purporting to come 
directly trom Belgrade or by way of 
Vienna announce that the Belgrade Gov- 
ernment has felt greatly offended by re- 
ports said to be disseminated from Bul- 
garian sources calling in question the 
good faith of the Belgrade Government 
in connection with the Communist revo- 
lutionary movement in Bulgaria. It is 
even reported that the Belgrade Govern- 
ment intends to send a sharp note to 
that of Sofia demanding apologies for 
alleged accusations, and affirming that 
Yugoslavia has always maintained the 
best relations with Bulgaria. 

Anybody who knows anything about 
the Serbo-Bulgarian relations since the 
cession of the world war knows that the 
latter assertion is not true. My pur- 
pose, however, is not to go into any 
lengthy discussion of this point, but to 
present some facts, based upon Serblan 
sources, that will help your readers to 
form an opinion for themselves. 


In the middle of September, 1923, an 
Agraro-Communist revolution took place 
in the northwestern part of Bulgaria 
not far from the Serbian borders. The 
revolution was organized and led by 
the Communist agitators Kolaroff and 
Dimitroff, the former of whom is Secre- 
tary of the Third International of Mos- 
cow. The Bulgarian Government suc- 
| ceeded in quelling the revolution, not 
without serious bloodshed on both sides. 
About insurgents with Kolaroff 
and Dimitroff fled into Serbia, where 
they were hospltably received. Kolaroff 
and Dimitroff, supplied with Serbian 
passports, were allowed by the Serbian 
authorities to proceed via Belgrade to 
Moscow. For their comrades, who re- 
mained unmolested in Serbia, a Serbian 
committee of relief, composed of prom- 
inent Serbians among whom there were 


a couple of bishops, was at once formed.

When last year the Bulgarian National 
Assembly in its desire to let bygones 
|be bygones proclaimed an amnesty for 
those who took part in-the troubles of 
1923, a considerable number of the refu- 
gees returned to Bulgaria unmolested by 
anybody. Those who still remain in Ser- 
bia to the number of 600 or 700 are being 
maintained there by Serbian and Mos- 
cow help. Instead of being, however, 
interned in the interior of the country, 
far away from the Bulgarian borders, 
they are allowed to stay in Nish and 
Pirot, not far from those borders. They 
are allowed evidently perfect freedom of 
movement and action and of holding 
meetings in which to discuss subversive 
plans against Bulgaria. They are also 
allowed to organize and equip on Ser- 
bian territory bands of ten to one hun- 
dren men that, unhindered by the Ser- 
bian frontier guards, cross over into Bul- 
garia and commit various outrages. 
“When pursued by Bulgarian forces these 








arms, the right of criticism of officials, 
are all already limited under the power 
of the policeman, Even going to the 
voting booth, where it is likely to result 
in disorder, would be illegal in New 
Jersey if the Roger Baldwin sentence is 
upheld.

He advocates the formation of cooper- 
ative organizations by the farmer for 
the purpose of obtaining some of the 
spread in prices between the farmer and 
the consumer. It may be cooperative 
associations will help. In some cases 
they have helped, but they are not a 
cure-all, We must not forget that it 
requires as high an order of business 
energy, experience and intelligence to 
manage a cooperative association suc- 
cessfully as it does to manage any other 
large business concern. Other large or- 
ganizations are willing to pay high sal- 
|aries to attract and hold men who are 
able to manage them. Up to now the 
| farmer has been unwilling to do so. Co- 
| operation may teach the farmer to pack 
|and grade his product so as to meet the 
needs of his market. 

The difficulties which ex-Governor 
Lowden has discovered so recently have 
been evident to students of the subject 
for many years. Part of the fault may 
be laid at the door of the farmer, but 
for others again he is not to blame. 


During the war he was urged to in- 
crease his production for patriotic rea- 
sons, to which he responded nobly. He 
enlarged his acreage and increased his 
facilities in the belief that the high war 
| prices would last forever. From 1913 he 
| had increased his mortgage indebtedness 
from three and one-third to eight billion 
dollars. Many farmers speculated in 
farm values until 1920, when the crash 
came, From 1920 to 1924 the selling 
value of the farms shrank by eighteen 
billions and the mortgage debt was in- 
creased by another two billions.

MARKS ITS 1100TH YEAR 


Pavia Supplied Charlemagne in 774 With His Gram- 
marian—Made an Imperial University in 1361 
—Protected by Maria Teresa of Austria 


University of Pavia, which is prob- 

ably the world’s oldest school of 
higher learning, will celebrate the elev- 
enth centenary of the primacy over 
other scholastic institutions of Italy 
awarded it by Lothaire, grandson of 
Chariemagne, in 825. 

On that memorable day the future 
Hmperor of the Holy Roman Empire, 
wishing to provide for the better educa- 
tion of the youth of Northern Italy, is- 
amued a decree from Corteolone naming 
nine regional centres to which neighbor- 
ing cities were to send those of their 
subjects who desired to pursue advanced 
studies, and at the head of the univer- 
sities he placed Pavia. 

The reputation of Pavia must have 
been already well established to have 
caused it to be singled out for such 
preeminence. Milan, Tortona, Lodi, 
Betgamo, Novara, Wercelli,  Acqui, 
Genoa, Asti and Como, all had schools 
of considerable prestige. Although a

CONSTITUTION’S OLD WHEEL 


LIES IN. LONG ISLAND BARN| 


Family of Captain Stannard at Port Washington Are 
Sure That Relic of Old Ironsides Is Authentic 
—Have Had It Forty-Eight Years 


HE frigate Constitution, the most 
a famous ship of America’s old 
wooden navy, lies at anchor in the 
‘Charleston Navy Yard, awaiting the 
shipwrights, for Congress recently voted 
an appropriation to restore the vessel to 
her former glory. Once the Constitution 
was the terror of the Atlantic seaboard, 
victor in single combat with the British 
ships Guerriere, Java and several 
others, Now her deck is set with dummy 
guns and roofed over for protection. 
Her prow, which once was ornamented 
with the figure of Hercules, now bears 
a plain billet-head, and in the place of 
her double wheel of ash and mahogany 
is a modern one at least a foot less in 
diameter than the original. 

Of most of her vanished equipment 
there is no trace. Piece by piece it wore 
out, was discarded and dropped from 
sight. Among navy men, however, there 
has been a tradition that the wheel of 
the Constitution still exists, and interest 


in the plan to rebuild the frigate has | 


brought to light the fact that for the 
last forty-eight years the wheel has 
been In the possession of the family of 
the late Captain Elbert Stannard at 
Port Washington, L. I. 

The story of how Captain Stannard 
obtained the wheel of Old Ironsides 
fis closely linked with the tale of the 
last voyage of the Constitution, no 
longer the gallant duclist of the War 
of 1812, but a battered and enfeebled 
old vessel, reduced to service as a train- 
ing ship. 


Constitution Got Potomac’s Gear.

Then under Maria Teresa of Austria, 
who took it under her special protec- 
tion and showered it with gifts and 
privileges, it forged again to the front 
rank of universities. Its professors in- 


cluded such great lights as Borsaieri, 
Tissot, Volta, Scarpa, Spallansi, Frank, 
Mascheroni, Boscovich, Fontana, Tam- 
burini and Zola. 

The French wars of the end of the 
eighteenth century and the beginning of 
the nineteenth played havoc with the 
venerable university, but it contrived to 
struggle on until it came again under 
Austrian control in 1814. In 1840 ‘its 
building was enlarged, and in 1856 the 
Aula Magna was erected. A new lease 
of life was given to it with the triumph 
of United Italy. 

While it suffered, ag nearly everything 
else did, through the World Wear, it 
hag now emerged rejuvenated. At pres 
ent it has about 2,000 students, and its 
faculties comprise law, medicine, sci- 
ence, arts, mathematics and philosophy. 

Not only Pavia but Italy and the 
whole educational world are looking for- 
ward to thé centenary in May with 
great interest. > 


SPECIAL SUMMER COURSES FOR 
AMERICANS OFFERED AT ROME 


OR students and teachers desiring 
K to study at the University of 
Rome a special Summer course 
has been arranged through the Italy- 
America Society with offices at 25 
West Forty-third Street and at Palazzo 
Salviati, Rome. The course, opening 
July 6, will last six weeks. 

If students so desire, they may follow 
the second half of the course in the 
beautiful lake district of Italy instead 
of at Rome. At Varese, near the lakes 
of Como and Maggiore, accommodations 
may be had for the nominal sum of $1 
a day. For those wishing more lavish 
lodgings there are larger and more ex- 
pensive hotels. 

Included in the courses are Italian art 
and literature with visits to museums, 
galleries and monuments, the study of 
Italian for those making their first trip 
as well as advanced work for those qual- 
ifying to teach the language, and music 
for students not interested in academic 
studies. The society offers to applicants 
on the basis of merit twelve scholar- 
ships with free tuition. This year the 
society for the first time offers the 
Eleonora Duse Fellowship to the college 
graduate who meets the qualifications. 


At Tivoli, eighteen miles from Rome, 
students of music may study from July 
13 to Sept. 12.. Teachers of wide expe- 
rience who have for years trained some 
of the world’s gratest singers are on the 
staff of the Tivoli Summer school. 
Mme. Della Valeri, who has coached 
Matzenauer; Frieda Hempel and Clar- 
ence Whitehill of the Metropolitan 
Opera House; Ernesto Conso.o, profes- 
sor of plano at the Royal Conservatory 
in Florence, and Mario Corti, composer 
and teacher of the violin, are among 
the instructors at the Villa d’Este, that 
Palace of Renaissance architecture and 
| romantic history in the hills near Tivoli.

Upon the chance shot by a camera 
man from an airplane has been built 
@ mapmaking industry of a new order. 
That first photograph of hostile terri- 
tory taken from above during the war 
@ave the suggestion. When developed, 
it looked like a map—why not make 
maps that way? From this idea grew 
the airplane camera, and from that de- 
veloped aerial mapmaking, and as an 
outcome of that more and more cities 
and States are entrusting their survey- | 
ing jobs to engineers of the air. 

The biggest job of the kind recently | 
was the mapping of Greater New York. 
It. took 3,000 miles of flying, three 
planes sharing the job on every good 
photographic day, to cover the terri- 
tory of approximately 625 square miles. 
Two thousand exposures were used. 

The result is a map, thirty feet by 
twenty-seven, that shows the city and 
environs precisely as they are, 

When aerial surveyors get ready to 
etart work on a map, they enter their 
Planes bundled up as if for an arctic 
trip. Some of them have gone as high 
as Mount Everest before they were done. 
They work mostly at a height of 10,000 
feet at least, and it is alwayd4 Winter up 
there. Of course, they take oxygen 
_magks along. The plane into which the 
working pair climb, pilot in front and 
camera man behind, is of a special sort. 
It mugt be able to climb quickly to 
16,000 feet and cruise for six or seven 
hours in a straight line. Not every 
plane can do that. The camera is fas- 
tened into the fuselage with the lens 
pointing down through a hole in the bot- 
tom, 

The pilot must be as well suited to 
the Job as the camera and the plane. 
Only four or five out of a hundred 
trained pilots qualify, it is said. Pilot- 
ing is a strenuous task—watching indi- 
cators and handling controls to maintain 
altitude and guard against rocking, 
pitching and ‘“‘bumping,” at the same 
time keeping the flight level with an 
imaginary line. If there is a wind, the 
pilot must’ nose into it and crawl along 
the flight line, crab fashion. By hook 
or crook he must keep at a uniform 
height and go straight as he flies back | 
and forth, covering the area in ‘‘strips.” 
The photographer must be something 
of a gymnast. He has to see that the 
camera at every exposure is exactly 
vertical. He must time the exposures 
Properly and make hasty notes on any 
that show tilt. The exposures always 
overlap, since only the central, truly 
vertical position may be used; and the 
overlap must always be the same. The 
computations must be exact. 
When the plane descends, 
making has only begun. Developing is 
tedious work, requiring haif an hour. | 
Extreme care must be exercised, since

Industry and business had turned to 
aerial photography some time before 
aerial map-making became an estab- 
lished calling. The bird’s-eye view, 
long pictured more or less erroneously 
by artists, became realized. Comprehen- 
sive photographs taken obliquely from 
planes are widely used to advertise the | 
size and layout of plants, to let the 
public see the location and special ad- 
vantages of business buildings, hotels, | 
stores and real estate developments. | 
Owners of big estates like to have such | 
views of their land holdings. | 

The oblique views have been found | 
useful in exhibiting fire hazards. | 

Hydratfic companies, according to 
one aerial survey company, were among | 
the first to order the vertical views. 
They are having their watersheds map- | 
ped from the air. Nearly all of the 
power companies have | 
followed suit in their transmission line | 
areas. Some railroads have ordered | 
aerial maps of their rights of way. | 
Holders of timberlands have now 
taken up the idea. All the information 
many of these companies have of their 
property is in the heads of foremen, 
who can’t convey it all at once. From 
aerial photographs expert foresters can 
tell not only how and where the woods 
are distributed, but the nature of the 
trees. 

Counties are issuing such maps to 
show location and character of taxable | 
properties. One city, the story is told, 
having decided upon tax reassessment, | 
set about getting maps for the purpose. 
The usual surface surveys, it was found, 
would require five years’ work and cost 
nearly $80,000. The cost of aerial map- | 
ping was estimated at less than one- 
tenth of that sum and the tire needed | 
at ninety days. 

These maps are helpful to city plan- 
ners, to all city departments in fact, | 
because they not only show how the 
streets run and where buildings and 
open spaces are, but they also reveal 
the character of the structures, the na- 
ture of vacant plots and the state of | 
traffic congestion. | 

Three States are taking preliminary | 
steps for aerial State maps to reveal 
at a glance their geography, their po- | 
tential water power, the condition of |} 
their* forests and their needs in high- | 
ways. Flights have been made in six- | 
teen States, and more than 25,000 square 
miles of territory have been aerially | 
surveyed. |

ANY EGG IS A GOOD EGG 
BEFORE IT GOES TRAVELING 


GGS are no longer one commodity | 
EB on the New York market; they are | 

a family of commodities. A long} 
time ago people asked for ‘‘eggs,’’ that | 
was all. Then they had to specify| 
“fresh eggs’’ or ‘‘cold storage.’’ Later, | 
“strictly fresh’’ was added to the list. | 
Now eggs are ‘“‘fresh,’’ ‘‘strictly fresh,”’ 
“fancy Western fresh,” ‘‘guaranteed | 
fresh,’"’ “‘New York State fresh,” or! 
“fresh gathered near by,’ ‘‘storage | 
eggs,’” “‘guaranteed good storage,’’ stor- | 
age firsts,’ “‘guaranteed extra good | 
storage,’’ ‘‘candled storage,’’ or ‘‘proc- 
essed.’’ There are California eggs, one- 
day-old eggs, two-day-old eggs, baby 
eggs, invalid eggs, hennery eggs, and 
eggs, white, brown or mixed. 

After years of experience here one! 
may have an idea what the terms mean | 
in New York, more or less. But should | 
he move to another city he must go | 
through the process again. ‘Fresh | 
gathered firsts,’’ for instance, are by 
mo means the same thing in Chicago | 
that they are in New York. 

It is the style to christen the egg 
family and to label grades with 
Placards, and dealers are by nd means 
slow in thinking up new names. For 
some of these names there is meaning 
fn the vocabulary of the egg specialist. 
Fresh means anything that is not cold 
storage. ‘“Western’”’ in New York City 
means any eggs from States west of 
Pennsylvania. ‘“‘Nearby’’ refers to} 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and New| 
England. ‘‘Hennery’’ eggs come from 
specialized poultry farms, and ‘“‘proc- 
essed’’ eggs are dipped in hot oil to | 
close their pores and preserve their! 
freshness. For all the gradations of 
‘fancy’ and “guaranteed,”’ however, 
even experts find little or no meaning. 





Why Eee Vary. 

Higgs start more or less equal. They 
may differ in size and color, but when 
first laid their quality is uniform, if the 
hens are kept and fed alike. Castes 
develop among them, though, when they 
travel cityward, and that is a result of | 
the experiences of the journey. 

Eggs come to New York from all parts 
of the country, from the Middle West | 
in particular, but also from the Pacific 
Coast. Frozen eggs come from many 
parts of the world, even from China, for 
the use of bakers and confectioners. If 
New York City had only the State upon 
which to depend, nine-tenths of the egg 
demand would go unfulfilled, though the 
city took every egg laid in the State. 
It: requires some two and a half billion 
eggs—one-tenth of the country’s produc- 
tion—to supply the New York market 
every year. Most of these are consumed 
in the metropolis. 

As eggs travel to market, many things 
may happen to affect their position in 
the egg world. Some are shipped more 
promptly than others, some take longer 
on the road, some have better shipping 
cases, some, when exposed to more heat 
or more moisture, lose their gelatinous 
_ coatings and are more susceptible to 

absorbing unpleasant odors. They have 
to be graded before they are ready for 
the auction or the egg exchange. They 
are ported az to size, color, cleanliness 
of shell and freedom from cracks. They

Fancy Fresh Eggs Deteriorate, 
The middle man’s grades really mean 
Deane Phil- | 
lips and Dr. Arthur E. Albrecht of the 
State of New York Department of 
Markets, who have recently | 


| issued a pamphlet to educate the con- | 


sumer on eggs. But the same thing may | 
not be said of the cards in the stores. 
The retailer gets ‘‘fancy fresh’’ eggs, it 
is pointed out, but he may leave them 
in the sun in the window or next to his | 
stock of kerosene until they are far | 
“fancy freshness” their sign | 
advertises, 


Much is made of day-old eggs and | 
two-day-old eggs, but, say the experts, 
the actual age of an egg is relatively of 
less importance than its environment. 
The promptness with which the egg | 


| reaches the consumer after it has been | 


laid is said to be no guarantee of its | 
quality, unless it has been handled prop- 
erly while in transit. 


“An egg forty-eight hours old that has | 
lain in a wheat shock during a warm | 
July rain,”’ says Dr. Albrecht, ‘‘or has | 
been gathered by the farmer's wife when | 
it was wet and dirty and then kept in/ 
a warm kitchen, would probably be/| 
swarming with bacteria and be unfit for | 
food; while another egg kept for eight | 
months in a first-class cold storage room | 
would be entirely edible and of fairly | 
good quality.”’ 

When Old Eggs Are Goed. 

Suppose an egg laid by a healthy hen 
in a clean, dry nest on a cool day in 
April—the best month—is at once cooled 
slowly and is held in cold storage where | 
the air is not too humid and where no | 
objectionable odors are present. Its | 
quality will deteriorate only slightly— | 
less than so-called fresh eggs of aver-| 
age or poor grade that travel through 
the Summer heat. The public, it is 
said, is wrong in its attitude to the) 
cold storage variety, much of its prej- | 
udice being derived from the practice 
of dealers of bunching together de- 
teriorated ‘‘fresh’’ eggs and selling them 
for cold storage. 

Marketing agencies have felt the need 
for a more systematic, definite grading 
of eggs so that the buyer need not be 
confused by the variety of placards that 
top the piles. Efforts are being put 
forth to establish standards upon which 
the consumer can depend in bu¥Ying. 
Much has been contributed already by 
the cooperative associations that ernte | 
and standardize their eggs and sell them 
under a brand, so that frequent inspec- | 
tion, recandling and repacking is not 
necessary. The large chain stores and 
big scale retailers are helping by can- | 
dling their eggs themselves and grad- | 
ing them so that the buyer can depend | 
upon the grades. 

Meanwhite, in the State of New York 
in particular, the Department of Farms 
and Markets is endeavoring to educate 
the consumer so that he will know all 
about eggs and will demand proper 
handling ef them frem his retail dealer.

The French worker must have his wine 
or beer in the evening. To attract father 
the neighborhood cafés the 
settlement house sells him 
lower price. Amid surroundings 
signed for his comfort and relaxation, 
he finds congenial companions with 
whom he can sit and chat or play bil- 
liards. 

Summer Camps Maintained. 

Every Christmas the settlement 
tributes clothes, food and toys among the 
most needy.- In the Summer camps are 
organized in the country and whole fam- 
ilies enjoy them. Last year more than 
five hundred families were given Sum- 
mer outings. 

Tuberculosis has wrought appalling 
ravage among the French workers. Work 
has been done by the Résidence Sociale 
in combating this dread disease. During 
the war, when all of France was disor- 
ganized, it was to Jean Bassot the 
French Government appealed in its bat- 
tle against the white plague, which was 
killing so many of its soldiers. Her set- 
tlement house was then only a small 
centre, but, in spite of her meagre re- 
sources, she did heroic work. 

Her settlement house has become a 
college for the training of social workers. 
Women who seek to become settlement 
workers and visiting nurses or desire 
training for employment in factories as 
supervisors of the welfare of the women 
fworkers are given practical instruction. 

Within the last year eighty thousand 
persons made use of the settlement.

| HERE is a much saan’ remark 
of Thiers to the effect that ‘‘the 
| King of England reigns but does 
not govern; the President of the 
| United States governs but does

French Republic neither governs nor

During the five and a half years of 
the German republic it has seemed that 
the French model of a titular Executive 
has not been materially departed from.

Foreign 
attention was concentrated on Erzberger, 
Bauer, Cuno, Stresemann and Marx— 
the Chancellors and Foreign Secretaries. 
Domestic political struggles have ap- 
peared to bear principally upon the rela- 
tions between Cabinet and Legislature 
and on recurrent Cabinet crises. There 
was great difficulty in selecting a Min- 
istry which would for more than a brief 
space receive the support of a majority 
of the Reichstag, minutely divided as 
this body was into a number of parties.

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LUSITANIA SUNK TEN YEARS A 


_ Liner Foundered Eighteen Minutes After U-Boat’s Torpedo Struck Her— 


Survivor Recalls the Fortitude of the Passengers as Th

F a historian were to attempt to de- 
termine the exact day and, hour 
upon which the outcome of the 
World War was decided he might, 
perhaps, fix upon May 7, 1915, at 

ten minutes after 2 in the afternoon. It 
Was at this moment, ten years ago next 
Thursday, that a torpedo, fired from 
the German U-boat 20 by Lieut. Capt. 
Schwieger, struck the steamship Lusi- 
tania. Eighteen minutes later the ves- 
sel had gone to the bottom, carrying 
with her 785 men, women and children. 

This incident was but part of the day’s 
work of one submariné. Yet before all 
its results were counted 2,000,000 Amer- 
ican soldiers were in France, 50,000 had 
fallen in battle and the German Em- 
pire had collapsed. 

The spot where the Lusitania went 
down, off the coast of Treland, is passed 
by ships today with a sense of hush and 
sadness. Ags the ocean grave is pointed 
out, passengers line the rails and gaze, 
while the tragic story lives again, in 
fragments of remembering, upon many 
lips. To one side is the Irish coast, just 
faintly discernible; to the other side is 
open sea, the English shore too distant 
for the eye to reach. Somewhere here, 
within the radius of a few nautical 
miles, the liner sank, less than a day's 
steaming from her destination. 


Not Much Apprehension Felt. 


The Lusitania left New York on 
Saturday, May 1. She carried 1,257 pas- 
sengers, and despite an advertisement 
published in the , newspapers on the 
morning of her departure, over the sig- 
nature of the Germany Embassy, warn- 
ing travelers against journeying in 
British ships in the war zone, little anx- 
jety was felt. Until that time no pas- 
gsenger liners had been torpedoed, and 
it was not believed that one would be 
sunk unless the safety of those aboard 
was first insured. 

The first days of the voyage were un- 
eventful. The sea was smooth, and ex- 


cept for a few hours immediately after 


leaving New York there had*been no 
fog. On approaching the danger zone, 
late Thursday afternoon, Captain Wil- 
liam T. Turner, in command of the ship, 
ordere®’ the lifeboats swung out and 
portholes closed. That night he received 
warning that submarines were active in 
the Irish Channel, and in accordance 
with his erders gave a wide berth to 
Fastnet Rock, on the southeast coast of 
Ireland, where U-boats had been operat- 
ing.- A slight fog caused the vessel’s 
speed to be. reduced to fifteen knots, 
which was later increased to eighteen. 
Captain Turner was “‘loafing along”’ in 
order to reach the Mersey bar, outside 
of Liverpool, at high tide on the morn- 
ing of May 8,‘so that he could pass in 
without dangerous delay.

At 2 o'clock the Lusitania had come 
near énough the Irish coast to sight the 
Old Head vf Kinsdale, and Captain 
Turner was taking a bearing.

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Action at Brussels in 1890. 


The subject has now been dealt with 
by international legislation for a whole} 
generation. In 1890 a general pact for 
the repression the African slave 
trade was drawn up at Brussels, pro- 
hibiting among other things the impor- 
tation of firearms and ammunition into 
certain parts of Africa. At that time} 
it was stated in the treaty that the ex- 
perience of all nations that had inter- 
course with Africa had shown ‘“‘‘the 
pernicious and preponderating part 
played by firearms in operations con- 
nected with the slave trade as well as 
internal wars between the native 
tribes.”’ 

Certain exceptions to the prohibition 
were allowed, however, the powers 
agreeing to communicate to one another 
information concerning permits granted 
and the measures of repression under- 
taken in their territories. It was pro- 
vided also that an international bureau 
ghould be maintained at Zanzibar to} 
guard the execution of the treaty. 

The Brussels act was signed by repre- 
agentatives of seventeen powers, includ- 
ing the United States, though the United 
States Senate, in advising and consent- 
ing to the ratification in 1892, asserted 
that the United States disclaimed ‘any 
intention to indicate any interest what- 
goever in the possessions or protecto- 
rates established’ in Africa, as well as 
“any approval of the wisdom, expedi- 
ency or lawfulness thereof.”” The act 
remained in force down to the war, and, 
indeed, it may still be in force so far 
as the United States is concerned. 

The St. Germain Convention, 


But at the Peace Conference in Paris 
in 1919 it was recognized that the Brus- 
gels act ‘“‘no longer met present condi- 
tions.”’ There steps were therefore 
taken by the Peace Conference to deal 
with the problem.

And on Sept. 27, 
1922, the Assembly resolved that it was 
highly desirable that the United States 
express its objections, as well as its pro- 
posals as to how they might be met. 
No direct communication was forthcom- 
ing from Washington, however, until 
Sept. 12, 1923. But it was iater dis- 
closed that on Aug. 5, 1922, Secretary 
Hughes had expressed his objections to 
the British Government, one of the origi- 
nal signatories. 

These objeetions were repeated almost 
verbatim in the communication to the 
Secretary General of the League of Na- 
tions on Sept. 12, 1923.

Home-making is the most important in- 
dustry in the nation—the industry for 
which, in the last analysis, all other 
industries are operated. 

‘Too mary <American women have 
forgotten or have never learned the 
many needs that a home must fulfill. 
The housewife:-must manage her duties 
scientifically, so that she will have 
leisure to make her home attractive 
and to. keep herself abreast of the 
world’s affairs. Home-making is more 
than housekeeping; but no woman: can 
be a success as a home-maker if she is 
a failure as a housekeeper, whether she 
keeps her house with her own two hands 
or with a retinue of servants.”’

Accordingly, -under 
guidance, the Federation 
Clubs has undertaken several 
ments to raise the efficiency level of the 
American home. 

‘‘Successful housekeeping,’’ says Mrs, 
Sherman, “like any other successful in- 
dustry, requires a periodical stock-taking 
of methods and materials. It is only 
when we know, authentically and com- 
pletely, what goes on inside the home 
that we shall be able to determine what 
the American standard of living really 
is. Without this information any. at- 
tempt to raise the standard will be 
simply groping in the dark. 

“Our Federal census makes a record 
of every piece of farm and factory 
equipment that is used in the country. 
Every scythe and plow in use on the 
farm, every oil can and button machine 
in the factories is recorded in the Gov- 
ernment files. But concerning the 
equipment that goes into the home we 
have no data. This condition must be 
changed, for rakes and hoes aré no more 
important than sinks and bath tubs and 
washing machines.

The Federation has also interested it- 
self in the erection of mode] dwellings 
on college campuses for the purpose of 
educating young women in the arts of 
building and furnishing. 

‘We have already established one 
such dwelling at the University of Ore- 
gon,’ says Mrs. Sherman, “‘and we are 
putting up another at the Agricultural 
College of Iowa at Ames. The college 
donates the site and provides the in- 
structor. The Federation erects the 
house and supplies the furniture, much 
of which is obtained free from local 
merchants. 

*“‘Some of the girls live in the house all 
the year. The residents change from 
time to time, in order to extend the op- 
portunity to learn housekeeping to as 
many as possible. Our aim is to set up 
such houses at all agricultural colleges 
where young women are educated. Even- 
tually I hope to see similar model 
houses standing om the campus of every 
college and university in the country 
where girls receive instruction.”’ 

Mrs. Sherman attributes a great many 
faults in the younger generation to the 
laxity of their home training. ‘‘I’ve 
heard modern young girls arraigned 
until "I am tired of it,’’ she says, ‘‘Fun- 
damentally they are no worse than any 
other set of young. I know that when 
I was a girl my parents thought I was 
headed straight down the path of de- 
struction. It is the universal, unchang- 
ing attitude of the old toward the young.

Raymond L. Ditmars,Curator of Reptiles at Zoo, Makes 


This Estimate and Explains Serum 


ure-— 


Nellie Condon, Latest Victim, Saved 


I People have died in the United 

States from the effects of snake 
bites, according to estimates compiled 
from a gurvey by Raymond L. Ditmars, 
curator of reptiles at the New York 
Zoological Park in the Bronx. Of these 
the greater number have been bitten in 
our Southern States. In one county in 
North Carolina three persons were bitten 
by rattlesnakes and died from the 
effects of the venom in a single Sum- 
mer. 

In New York, New Jersey and New 
England, however, Mr. Ditmars has not 
heard of a single death from snake bite 
in the last fifteen years, although a 
number of people have been bitten. A 
week ago Miss Nellie Condon, Secretary 
of the Reptile Society of America, was 
bitten on the hand by a copperhead 
near Suffern, N. Y., where both copper- 
heads and rattlers abound. Miss Con- 
don, however, is familiar with snakes of 
all species and does not fear even the 
most poisonous. Paul Snyder, President 
of the Reptile Society, who was with her 
at the time, made deep transverse inci- 
sions through the wound and at a near- 
by hospital Miss Condon received an 
injection of the anti-venom serum. A 
few hours later she left the hospital and 
returned to her home in New York, 
laughing at her experience and keen for 
another snake hunt. 

A month ago John Toomey, head 
keeper at the New York Zoological Park, 
was struck in the reptile house by a 
copperhead. 

*“*¥ was seated at my desk here,’’ Mr.

N the last three years more than 400 Ditmars related, ‘‘and I, heard a grunt. 


* second later John came in and held 
up his left hand. Alongside the first 
finger toward the thumb was a tiny 
drop of blood. I smiled and John 
nodded. 

** *Yes,* the said, ‘I was opening the 
cage there and the big copperhead was 
waiting for me and struck before I 
could get away.’ 

“TI looked into the narrow corridor 
whence John had come, and saw the 
snake hanging from the cage door, 
looking for more victims. We put him 
back where he belonged, and then I 
opened Toomey’s finger almost to the 
bone. I put a ligature on it, and while 
Toomey sucked eut the venom I pre- 
pared some permanganate and gave the 
wound a good wash. Then he began 
to perspire profusely—a symptom at- 
tendant on all snakebite cases, A little 
of the poison had taken hold of him, 
We next went over to Fordham Hspital, 
where the surgeons injected the serum. 
This all happened about noontime. By 
2 o’clock Toomey was back on the job, 
as chipper as ever. He hadn't lost more 
than two hours. Without the serum 
he might have died, and would certainly 
have been laid up for days.’’ 


This is the second time that Keeper | 


Toomey has been bitten. The first ac- 
cident occurred about ten years ago, 
and but for the opportune arrival here 
of a South American physician equipped 
with the serum it is, nossible 
Toomey would have died. Dr. Vital 
Brazil, at that time in charge of anti- 
snake-venom serum

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Institute of Serum Therapy, Butantan, 
Sao Paulo, Brazil, arrived in New York 
a few days after Toomey had been 
bitten by @ rattlesnake. Scarification 
of the wound and sucking out the poil- 
son had been accomplished. Whisky 
and other stimulants had been used 
and every precaution possible under the 
cireumstances had been taken, but his 
condition did nat improve, 


Serum From South America. 

‘When Mr. Toomey had reached @ 
very critical condition,"““Mr. Ditmars 
said, ‘‘we heard of the arrival ef Dr. 
Brazil. Fortunately he had brought 
with him some tubes of his rattlesnake 
serum. A limited injection produced as- 
tonishing results. A decrease in the 
great swelling, fever and partial col- 
lapse followed immediately, and Toom- 
ey’s life was saved.’’ 

Since that time Mr. Ditmars has sup- 
plied the institute with venom from all 
species of North America’s poisonous 
snakes, and the institute has prepared 
and sent out serum annually free of 
eost. In no laboratory in Nerth eAmer- 
ica 1s this serum prepared, and since 
his recent survey of the situation fm this 
country the curator is anxious te find 
an established laboratory that will un- 
dertake to make a supply of the serum. 

“Such accidents, my survey shows, are 
increasing, and unless we can obtain a 
larger supply of the antidote than we 
now have,*deaths in the next few years 
will greatly exceed anything we have 
ever had in the past,"” said Mr. Ditmars. 
“As hiking, camping and long-distance 
touring parties are gathering their re- 
cruits by the tens of thousands, the haz- 
ard from polsonoug snakebite is steadily 
increasing. In some States we have 
more poisonous snakes than the infested 
areas of like size in the tropics.”* 

At the present time the New York 
Zoological Saciety annually receives 
about fifty tubes of serum, the gift of 
the Sao Paulo Laboratories. This serum 
prepared from venom extracted by 
Mr. Ditmars and his assistants at the 
Bronx Reptile House.

Mr. Dit- 
mars has never heard of one in West- 
chester, and he hag never seen signs of 
them in repeated hunts on Long Island, 
although there are a few dens there. 
In the vicinity of the Kensico reservoir, 
however, he has discovered great num- 
bers of copperheads. 

‘We have taken alive and brought in 
more than fifty in one day from the 
Kensico region,’ he said. “But I haye 
lived in Scarsdale for fifteen years and 
I have never seen elther copperheads 
or rattlera around there, Kent, forty- 
five miles from’ the city line near the 
Cennecticut border, ig the elasest point 
east of the Hudson for rattlers. Across 
the river, however, rattlers exist and 
copperheads appear just north of the 
Dyckman Street Ferry in the Palisades. 
They are gradually disappearing there, 
because man is crowding them out, All 
through the hill regions of Northwestern 
New Jersey, aa well as Orange and 
Rockland counties, New York, there are 
plenty of copperheads and a few rattle- 
snakes, the latter being, found in hills 
where ledges are numerous, 

**My adviee to the boy scouts, campers 
and hikers is to wear stout shoes reach- 
ing at least to a point above the ankle, 
or heavy leggings. Never pitch camp 
near a ledge or swampy ground. 

“If bitten, keep cool. Before going 
into a snake-infested area, @ camper 
should proyide himself with a rubber 
ligature, sharp scalpels or @ razor, an- 
tiseptic gauze, and permanganate or po- 
tassium crystals; also tubes of the antl- 
toxin if available. 

“Promptitude—everything depends on 
it. Apply the ligature above the bite. 
Enlarge the punctures by cutting into 
them: make two cuts over each punc- 
ture, the cuts crossing each other. It 
is not dangerous to suck the blood away 
provided there are no cuts or fresh 
abrasions in the mouth or on the lips. 
Keep the wound open and draining, 


well saturated with the antiseptic solu- 
tion. Most important of all, perhaps: If 
there is no serum ayallable where you 
are, get in touch with the néarest point 
|, where It can be found.’’

The stability and security which the 
@ld-fashioned general practitioner em- 
bodied for the average man and woman 
in the past can only be appreciated by 
depended on it. 
this struc- 
ture of confidence disintegrated, and its 
passing has been a factor in the pres- 
ent mood of instability and unrest that 
fs often overlooked. It broke down not 
because of any lack of skill and 
technique on the part of the individual 
@octor, but because of the limits of 
the human mind. 

The old family doctor knew all there 
was to know about every sort of ail- 
ment because there was not a great 
deal known of any. He was something 
of everything because no one was very 
much of anything. But all this changed 
with a speed that outran the possibility 
ef human adjustment. The volume of 
knowledge and current discovery in each 
field of medical science soon bulked 
larger than that of all the field together 
@ generation before, and new areas 
Were opened that had never been even 
explored. No man could encompass this 
whole body of knowledge—and the doc- 
tors themselves were the first to admit 


it. 

Decentralization Brought 

Then the age of the specialist began. 
The family doctor would send hig pa- 
tients to other doctors when they de- 
véloped symptoms of some ailment to 
which others had given more specialized 
study than he. At first there were not 
many specialists. Only thé more serious 
and complicated diseases did certain doc- 
tors set apart for their particularly inten- 
sive investigation. But the number grew 
with the headlong rush of medical re- 
search, and now the family physician is 
mo more. He has become a ‘“‘diagnos- 
tician’’—a, sort of preliminary clearing 
house for the patients of a multitude of 
specialists—heart, stomach, eys and ear, 
mose and threat ana so on almost ad in- 
finitum. Of course he treats the minor 
human disorders, but for the rest all he 
will do is to refer to some one else. 

And so there has descended upon man 
a@ plague of medical confusion. Pity -the 
poor patient with an obscure but serious 
disease who must go from specialist pil- 
lar to specialist post. At first it’ was 
necessary to travel to distant cities for 
consultation. Now there are usually 


Confusion. 


polian centre to satisfy the most com- 
plicated case. But even yet the problem 
is a difficult one for the patient—es- 
pecially if he is short of either money or 
time. For the very poor who must de- 
pend on clinical treatment the story is 
much the same, for even the clinics ure 
often specialized— usually connected 
with some hospital which has grown up 
around a prominent specialist's work. 

If the decentralization of medical 
treatment has brought certain disadvan- 
tages for the patient, it has also worked 
hardships for the profession, and the 
medical school has suffered from them 
most. It is not theory alone that makes 
the good doctor. Experience, the actual 
contact with the problems of practice, is 
probably more important for the physi- 
cian than for any other professional 
man. Even when the age of specializa- 
tion was yet young the medical educa- 
tors saw this and had begun to tie up 
the medical school with the hospital. In 
the clinic and in the Wards the medical 
student came to grips with medical real- 
ities under the guidance of his inatruc- 
tors. And for the research worker on 
the staff the advantages were just as 
great—the medical laboratory, as much 
as any other, must be close to the prob- 
lems with which it deals. 

Grouping the Scattered, 


But with the specialization of the hos- 
pitals and clinics themselves this inti- 
mate touch between any one medical 
‘school and the stuff of medical expe- 
rience became increasingly difficult to 
Yealize. Medical students would have to 
travel from one end of the city to an- 
other to get to the eye and ear clinic, 
or the nose and throat hospital, and 
back to school again. Not only have 
etudents been handicapped, but the re- 
gearch men and thé practicing physi- 
cians as well. The complications that 
arise in a single patient have often been 
paralleled by the complications of scat- 
tered facilities for treatment and for 
professional consultation. 

Now a new vision dawns upon the 
medical world—the vision of the old 
‘family physician and the unified medical 
school reborn in a great group enter- 
prise which will take the scattered spe- 
clalists in every field, along with the 
hospitals and clinics which have grown 
up around them, and gather them all 
together in one vast collective agency 
dedicated to the more effective service 
of the individual patient and the ad- 
vancement of the medical profession. 
The age of the medical centre has begun. 
Already the idea has struck root; med- 
ical centres have been built up around 
the Harvard Medical School in Boston, 
Johns Hopkins in Baltimore, the Wash- 
ington University Medical School in St. 
Louis, and elsewhere. 


New York has lagged behind. New 
York has offered more hospital and 
medical facilities generally to its inhab- 
fitants than any other city in the coun- 
try—but they have been scattered in 
ecores of individual institutions in 
widely separated corners of the town. 


‘The effect has been magnificent in its 


way, but confused and inchoate. And 
both the patient and the profession have 
been the losers. 

Ever since Dr. Samuel Lambert, ‘at 
the time Dean of the College of Physi- 
clans and Surgeons of Columbia Uni- 
versity, made his. brilliant proposal for 
@ Medical Ceritre in New York back in 
-3915, the idea thas been brewing in the 
swninds of at least the Columbia and 
Presbyterian Hospital authorities; but

begun to take the concrete shape of ¢X- 
cavations and the laying of foundation 
stones within them. How the .ereat 
group of buildings will look when com- 
pleted is. illustrated in today’s Roto- 
Sravure Section of THE TIMES. 


Lest January, with appropriate cere- 
monies, the first spadeful of earth was 
turned over for a New York Medical 
Centre at Broadway and 168th Street, 
which eventually will be a materializa- 
tion of the vision which the now epoch 
in medicine has brought forth; and on 
Thursday night of jast week the Presby- 
terian Hospital authorities opened their 
campaign to complete the building fund 
for the first unit of the centre with 4 
meeting in Carnegie Hall.

Columbia University’s Part. 
and the Presby- 
terian Hospital been the prime 
movers in the venture. As far back as 
1903 Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, Presi- 
dent ‘of Columbia University, saw thé 
need for ‘‘an intimate relationship be- 
tween a medical school of the highest 
class and a thoroughly equipped hosp!l- 
tal, to ‘the end that the two might be 
operated as interdependent parts of one 
great undertaking, in the interest alike 
of the public health, the training of 
physicians and surgeons and the ad- 
vancement of science.’’ He reported to 
the trustees of the university the neces- 
sity for ultimate provision of a univer- | 
sity hospital or a hospital under uni- | 
versity control, where the clinical teach- | 
ing might be carried on under the most 
favorable conditions. ° 
In 1910 he urged an association be- | 
tween the Medical School and a hospital 
through which the university would con- 
trol the educational work carried on in 
the hospital by nomination of the pro- 
fessional staff; and the next year a 
working agreement of this sort was 
created between Columbia University 
and Presbyterian Hospital which has 
been in force since. ‘The professional 
staff of the hospital is a part of the 
university faculty and the students in 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons

The institutions which already have 
agreed to become assoclated with the 
Medical Centre, besides the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons and the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, are as follows: 

The New York State Psychiatric Insti- 
tute and Hospital. Five years ago the 
State Legislature passed a law which 
provided for the construction of a State 
Hospital to have for its objects ‘“‘the 
study of the causes, nature and treat- 
ment of diseases affecting the mind, 
brain and nervous system; to discover 
and apply more efficient measures of 
prevention, treatment and cure of such 
disorders * © * conducting coursés of 
instruction for physicians and others.’’ 
Last November the State Hospital 
authorities signed an agreement with the 
Columbia-Presbyterian authorities which 
provided that this hospital be built as 
adjoining Medical Centre with as ‘com- 
plete an interchange of facilities as 
possible. With it will be merged the 
State Psychiatric Institute, now in- 
adequately housed on Ward's Island.

Logic of Large Scale Operation. 


The vision of an idéal medical centre 
includes, of course, institutions which 
represent every field of medicine spe- 
cialized enough to have developed its 
own hospital and clinical service. The 
names of several of these do not appear 
on the list of those which have already 
affiliated with the proposed Medical 
Centre—eye and ear, joint diseases, nose, 
throat and lungs, skin and cancer, and 
dentistry. In each of these departments

That the advantages of a medical cen- 
tre are not all confined to the patient 
and the medical profession at large is 
obvious to any one who has thoroughly 
grasped the basic idea.

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MONG ths annual Pulitzer awards 
in history, biography, fiction, 
poetry; playwrighting and jour- 
nalism, the largest goes to his- 
tory. Thrée books win thou- 

eand-dollar prizes; to the author of but 
one goes $2,000. Appareéntiy Joseph 
Pulitzer thought ‘‘the best book of the 
year upon the history of the United 
States” the most deserving of financial 
reward, if not the most important. This 
year Dr. Frederick L. Paison was the 
winner with “‘A History of the Ameri- 
ean Frontier.”’ a. o ees 

It was not the first timé Dr: Paxson 
had approached the subject. In 1916 
he had. written ‘‘The Last Americap 
Fronuér.” Bit in thé large volumé 
Which made its appearance in 1924 he 
undertook to synthesize all that he and 
others had written; to show the fron- 
tier; Whéther a8 4@ line; &@ région or & 
process; in its proper perspective. He 
called it “the most American thing in 
all America.”’ 

“Ag & process,” Dr. Paxson Wrote, 
*"ts most significant meaning is found. 
A universal common task was impress- 
fing its standardizing influence upon all 
the frontier people who came within its 
reach. Everywhere on the frontier 
civilization was being manufactured out 
of raw matérial and pérsorinel.” 


Bcopé of the Work. 


His history is a chroniclé; not of wars 
except incidentally, but of the forward 
march of civilization across thé conti- 
nent, during more than a century and 
a@ half. He begins with the royal proc- 
lamation of 1763 defining the western 
boundaries of the colonies, and moves 
past the disappearance: of the last 
frontier almost to the present day, trac- 
ing the development of new politica} 
theories, the waves of the great migra- 
tions, the developmént of sectioralism, 
through 573 pages. The book was pub- 
lished by Houghton Mifflin Company. 

Dr. Paxson has written half a dozen 
historical volumes and is now teaching 
at the Univérsity of Wisconsin. 

The prize of $1,000 for tlie ‘‘best Amer- 
jean biography teaching patriotic and | 
unselfish service to the illus- | 
trated by ah eminent ex&mple—exclud- | 
ing, as too obvious, the names of George | 
Washington and Abrahani Lincoln—" | 
went to M. A. De Wolfe Howe, and his | 
work was published by the Atlantic 
Monthly Press. This dealt with ‘‘Bar- 
rett Wendell and His Letters.” 

Barrett Wendell, a Bostonian by birth, | 
@ied there in 1921, at the age of 67. He 
had taught at Harvard, lectured at the | 
Sorbonne, written fifteen books and 4 
great deal of miscellaneous matetial, and 
had made a profound impréss upon the 
intellectual life of his country. Litera- 
ture he defined as ‘‘the lasting éxpres- | 
Bion in words of the meaning of life.’’ | 
His own letters, many of which are in- 
cluded in the book, live up to the defi- 
filtion. 

Dr. Howe has written many histories 
Grid biographies, and is now Vice Presi- 
@ent of The Atlantic Monthly. He lives 
in Boston.

Edwin Arlington Robinson won the 
$1,000 poetry prize with ‘“‘The Man Who 
Died Twice,’’ a modern story in blank 
verse. Said one critic, in discussing 
this book: ‘‘He fs reticently doing just 
those things that many of our younger 
poets attempt so loudly and do so 
feebly.’’ The poem is declared a ‘‘glow- 
ing peak.’’ Fernando Nash, a success | 
gone to smash, is the central figure of 
the poém, His story is told by a casual 
friend.

CHANGD of complexion and a 
change of heart have come to 
the Federal Trade Commission. 
The accession of two new mem- 
bers to its personnel, who re- 

flect more accurately President Cool- 
idge’s views regarding its functions, 
has brought this about; and business 
big and little, which has complained 
that the commission was an agency of 
inquisition, hails the change with glad- 
ness. 

During -the ten years past it cannot 
be said that the commission greatly 
pleased any one, although nearly every 
one had wanted it. After the Supremé 
Court proclaimed the “rule of reason’’ 
business men thought they faced deeper 
uncertainity about the interpretation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and the 
radicals thought another avenue of 
escape was opened. Both wings, the 
right and the left, wanted an agency, a 
commission, to administer the law. 

But both sides were soon disgruntled. 
Business thought the commission a nui- 
sance, and the radical element said it 
didn’t get much done. Its docket be- 
came overloaded, so that.cases often re- 
mained unheard until witness had van- 
ished or conditions had altered. And 
the commission had a way of broadcast- 
ing complaints against business firms 
which aroused protests. 


New Method ef Precedure. 


President Coolidge gave a hint of 
what was coming when in 1923 in a 
message to Congress he sald that “‘revi- 
sion of procedure of the Federal Trade 
Commission will give more constructive 
purpose to this department,”” but the 
revision did not come until hjs recent 
appointment of William BE. Humphrey 
to membership. It was the second 
change this year and it gave a major- 
ity—three out of five votes—to that ele- 
ment in the commission which thinks 
more of correction than of publicity; for 
Humphrey is a former Congressman, an 
old-line Republican and a conservative. 

It may be said briefly that the com- 
mission will act hereafter only In cases 
involving the public interest ~—as was 
originally intended, it appears—and will 
leave wrathful competitors to take their 
private quarrels into the courts; that it 
will give a hearing to persons and firms 
complained against before it accuses 
them publicly; and that offenders will 
be permitted to ‘‘take the pledge’ 
whenever an abuse can be remedied in 
that way. If they offend a second time 
the penalty will be so much the heavier, 
as in the case of Volstead violators who 
have been padlocked and perpetually 
enjoined, 

At first the commission was meant 
merely to be a trust-buster. Merely? 
Trust-busting would seem to be enough. 
The act creating the commission said 
that ‘‘unfair methods of competition In 
commerce are hereby declared unlaw- 
ful."’ The Sherman Anti-trust act was 
already in force; the Clayton act 
against restraints and monopolies, ‘‘and 
for other purposes,’’ became law; and 
then the, Webb-Pomerene act was 
passed, known as the trading-with-the- | 
enemy act. This was approved in 1918.

Complaints of the Last Year. 

In its-annual report for the last fiscal 
rear the commission mentioned ‘‘the de- 
ception, bad faith, fraud and oppres- 
sion’ in the business world, and the use- 
fulness the commission as ‘“‘the ef- 
fective remedy.”’ In the year there 
were 392 complaints—the majority hang- 
ing over from previous years—requiring 
attention, and at the end of the year 
there were 264. The commission had 
ordered 82 persons or firms to “‘cease 
and desist'’’ objectionable practices, and 
has dismissed 36 cases 

A “cease and desfst’’ order or other 
edverse action may be taken into the 
Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia if the person or firm regards 
it as unjust, and even te the Supreme 
Court in some circumstances. In the 
lower court the commissien has been

This excerpt, somewhat abridged, gives 
| the minority view as to the ‘‘prophylac- 
tic’’ function of the commission, about 
which nothing is said in the act creat- 
ing it, and this further point is also set 
down: / 


“In the early period of the commis- 
| sion’s history it tried to set up stand- 
ards through what was known as ‘con- 
ference rulings.’ These rulings were 
brought about when an informal com- 
| plaint was made against a party by the 
commission going through the same 
procedure that it now employs, except 
that the commission did not name the 
offender when it gave out the findings. 
That practice, while much more valuable 
than the present one of not giving out 
any findings, was a failure—so much 
so that the commission at the time was 
severely criticized for being inept. 

“The making of wrong apersonal mat- 
ter causes a shrinking by the offender 
and may be a hardship on him, but the 
rights of the consuming public to be put 
upon notice [warned] and of the com- 
petitor to be protected from unfair 
business practices far outweigh the 
damage done to the reputation of that 
one committing the wrong.”’ 

Damage to reputations was done in 
some cases, it appears from the court 
record, where no wrong had been com- 
| mitted. It was continued as long as 
the majority of the commission shared 
Mr. Thompson’s views. But Victor Mur- 
| dock of Kansas resigned from the com- 
|mission the first of this year and 
| Charles W.. Hunt succeeded him. After 
that Commissioners Van Flieet and 
Hunt represented the conservative ele- 
ment, Commissioners Thompson and Nu- 
gent were in the other camp, and Com- 
missioner Nelson B. Gaskill of New 
| Jersey was sometimes with one side, 
sometimes with another. Commissioner 
Humphrey, who succeeded Mr. Gaskill, 
fs ranked with the conservatives and 
subscribed to the new order of proce- 
dure. 

It must not be supposed that all the 
commission's orders to “cease and de- 
are carried through expensive 
litigation. In its history it has issued 
635 such orders, of which fifty-five have 
been appealed to the courts. It has been 
| sustained fourteen times and overruled 
thirty-five times. 

Nor must it be supposed that the-com- 
mission confines itself to complaints 
against business. During the last fiscal 
year it lent its experts to assist in the 
‘‘Pittsburgh plus’’ case, the Bethlehem-

the cases relating to anthracite premium 
prices and quantity discounts on corn 
products.

Statement to His Shareholders for 1924 Shows That, He 
Received $420,523,881 in Revenue, Borrowed 
$804,663,641 and Spent $1,196,020,462

HEN the A. B, C. Railroad or 

the X. Y. Z. Steel Company 

feels particularly proud of 

the wide distribution of its 

capital stock it usually ad- 
vertises the fact in order that the pub- 
lic may be infarmed as to the number 
of people interested in the corporation. 
But the corporation with the largest 
number of stockholders on this side of 
the Atlantic—the City of New York— 
never mentions that fact. 

And the peculiarity of those share- 
holders—who, by the way, are the citi- 
gens—is that their investment is invol- 
untary. One necessarily becomes a 
shareholder in Father Knickerbocker, 
Ltd., if one becomes a resident of any 
of the five boroughs. 

Once a year it is usual for corpora- 
tions to make a report to their share- 
holders, and the City of New York 
is no exception. Section 161 of the 
Greater New York Charter prevides: 

It shall be the dut ty of the Controller 
to publish in the City Record within 
two months after the close of each 
calendar year a full and_ detailed 
statement of the receipts and the ex- 
penditures of the corporation during 
the preeeding year and the cash bal- 
ance er surplus; and in every such 
statement the different sources of city 
revenue and the amount received 
from each, the several appropriations 
made, the objects for which the same 
were ‘made and the amount of moneys 
“expended under each, the money bor- 
rowed on the credit of the corporation, 
the authority under which each loan 
was made and the terms on which the 
same was obtained, shall be clearly 

gand particularly specified. 


The Corporation's Business. 


Accordingly, on the last day of Feb- 
ruary, 1924, the City Record—the offi- 
cial publication of our municipality— 
published the elaborate report. This 
year Controller Craig’s statement of the 
city’s finances covers 351 pages of re- 
spectable size. The figures are impres- 
sive and astonishing in their mass and 
in their detail. 

For our corporation—yours and mine— 
engages in numerous activities; it is no 
oné-preduct producer, It supervises 
street lighting and cleans streets. It 
teaches children and grown-ups how to 
become useful citizens and it uses an 
elaborate machine to detect, apprehend, 
judge and punish them if they depart 
from those standards. It operates an 
effective department to conserve health, 
but if citizens fall ill they can be sent 
to institutions which the corporation 
owns, in which every physical and 
mental ailment can be _ treated. It 
builds and maintains recreation piers 
where tired mothers and fretful chil- 
dren can find relief from the Summer 
gun, while the poor and aged are shel- 
tered from Winter blasts in homes and 
lodging houses erected by the munici- 
pality. 

Its wise men sit as law givers in its 
temples of justice to protect citizens 
from the evil-minded. A trained force 
is kept ready to respond at any mo- 
ment,' night or day, to save property | 
from destruction by fire. And the city 
provides parks to serve as breathing | 
aspets for prolonging life and at the same) 
time it furnishes a morgue and a Pot- 
ter’s Field for unfortunates who no long- 
er reed breathing spaces. 

Where did it obtain the money to 
acquire parks, buildings, fire apparatus, 
water systems and other valuable as- 
sets? Fortunately, the city’s credit has 
been good enough to enable it to borrow 
and finance the purchases and construc- 
tions. But after they have been bought 
the properties must, be maintained and 
operated and men insist upon receiving 
compensation for services rendered. Who 
pays those employes of the great cor- 
poration of Father Knickerbocker, Ltd.? 
We do, fellow-citizens, and the money 
is colleccted from us in two ways—by 
direct and by indirect taxation. 

Every One Bears a Share. 
own real estate or a special | 
franchise or taxable personal property, 
you pay direct taxes to the City Gov- 
ernment. But as ultimately every man, | 
woman and child in the five boroughs 
assumes some of these burdens which 
become part of the cost of every com- 
modity, he pays an indirect tax: Some 
part of the rent you pay to your land- 
lord compensates him for the taxes he 
has had to pay on his property.

It will at once be noted that the igross 
funded debt previously referred to is lit- 
tle short of double the figure of the max- 
imum debt which may be incurred, and 
one may naturally ask for an explana- 
tion of this apparent contradiction. 


If we examine the various kinds of 
bonds which have been issued we shall 
find that large amounts have been is- 
sued for purposes which produce income 
for the city. For example, about $250,- 
000,000 of water bonds have been issued 
te obtain an adequate water supply for 
our citizens; this water is not given 
away and its sale enables the interest 
on those bonds to be paid and the 
bonds themselves to be retired ‘on or 
before maturity. About $70,000,000 of 
dock bonds and $50,000,000 of rapid 
transit bonds also have been exempted 
by the Appellate Division of the State 
Supreme Court. The city also holds se- 
curities and cash amounting to about 
750,000,000 as a sinking fund to redeem 
the funded debt. 


Now all of these are deducted from the 
gross funded debt in order to determine 
whether the debt-incurring power of the

It is from this balance—together with 
any increases due to the increase in real 
estate valuations and the increase in 
offsets of the funded debt—that bond

Every citizen has or should have been 
interested in the discussion which has 
been going on of late in the matter of 
rapid transit facilities. Ground has been 
broken for the new Fort Washington 
Avenue route—the first link in the stu- 
pendous municipally owned rapid transit 
plan. An estimate has been made that 
this plan when completed will involve an 
expenditure of about $600,000,000 and it 
is quite evident that before these bonds 
can be floated we must increase our 
debt-incurring power in one of two 
ways: 

(a) By securing permission from the 

Legislature to exempt such bonds 
—in the same way that dock 
bonds and other rapid transit 
bonds have been treated, 

(b) By an increase in the assessed 
valuation of the real estate. 
What are the possibilities, or rather 
the probabilities, of the two methods? 
At the recent session of the Legisla- 
ture application was made to exempt 
about $275,000,000 of bonds, but the ef- 
fort was unsuccessful, as neither branch 
of the Legislature would approve the 

plan, 

The only other way open, therefore, is 
to increase the assessed valuation of 
real estate so that the debt limit will 
be automatically expanded. This proc- 
ess, however, cannot be arbitrarily

Boom times having come to the busi- 
ness world, there was no difficulty in ob- 
taining a purchaser for the business of 
Walter Brown & Co. The California real 
estate was sold at a good price and the 
whole invested in tax-exempt, bonds 
which yielded about 4% per cent. 

Walter Brown then. moved his legal 
residence to Florida, where State in- 
heritance and income taxes are forbid- 
den by constitutional amendment. 

‘The above is a fairly accurate picture 
of what might happen to any one under 
our present defective system of tax- 
ation,’’ said Assistant Secretary Dewey. 
“It is obvious that such a state of af- 
fairs cannot continue ‘definitely with- 
out jeopardizing the future of the coun- 
oy,” 


Call It Confiscation. 


It is contended by President Coolidge 
and other students of the subject that, 
since estate and inheritance taxes reach 
40 per cent. in the Federal law and a 
figure perhaps higher in some of the 
States, the total burden closely ap- 
proaches, if it is not actually, confisca- 
tion. To these taxes, it is pointed out, 


there must be added probate charges 
and fees, which may run to considerable 
sums, depending upon the size of the 
estates. Thirty-three States now tax 
the estates of non-residents. Nearly all 
of the States except Florida levy either 
an inheritance tax or an estate tax. 

As a result of this dual system of tax- 
ation, it is charged, many rich men re- 
sort to Various expedients to evade the 
effect of the laws. Probate records of- 
ten show, officials say, a terrific shrink- 
age in the value of the estates of men 
who in life were supposed to possess 
jlarge wealth. At the same time their 
children or next of kin exhibit evidence 
of considerdble prosperity. Only recent- 
ly a man tn Washington whose name is 
known the world over and who is reputed 
to be worth at least $25,000,000 made 
substantial settlements on the several 
members of his family. The purpose is 
obvious. The “‘gift tax’’ of the Revenue 
act of 1924 is expected to catch some of 
this transfer of wealth. 

President Coolidge regards taxation 
as the: big. problem of government in 
the United States today. But there are 
tax reforms further than reduction in 
rates in the mind of the President. One 
is presented by the system under which 
the States, as well as the Federal Gov- 
ernment, collects death taxes. Another 
comes under the head of tax-exempt se- 
curities. A few years ago Congress re- 
fused to propose a constitutional amend- 
ment under which,Congress would have 
been empowered to legislate -on this sub- 
ject. 

For the present, it is understood, the 
President will centre his fire on reduc- 
tion of the income taxes, which he be- 
lieves bear as heavily upon the rich as 
they do upon others. Present indica- 
tions are that the Treasury will report 
a surplus at the end of the current fis- 
cal year large enough to warrant the 
President in recommending to Congress 
another cut in the normal rates, as well 
as in the surtaxes. 

Treasury authorities insist that if the 
surtaxes are fixed at a fair figure great 
sums now invested in “tax exempts” 
will be withdrawn and invested in pro- 
ductive enterprise. If this proves to be 
true, they assert there will be no need 
for the constitutional remedy heretofore 
advocated in Congress.

their validity the countersignature of the | 
Chancellor or of the competent National | 
Minister. Responsibility is accepted by | 
the act of countersignature.’’ 


Some of these powers also must be ex- 
ercised in accordance with national law. 
The extensive authority conferred upon 
the President in respect of the main- | 
tenance of public order and the declara- 
tion of a state of siege is subject to re- | 
view by the Reichstag, and any meas- 
ures taken may be abrogated by the | 
Legislature, Declarations of war are 
made by the Legislature and some 
treaties require Parliamentary ratifica- | 
tion. In those cases where limitations | 
are imposed by law there is a check by | 
specific legislative control in addition to | 
the general contro] which the Legislature | 
has over a Cabinet which possesses its | 
confidence, and such a Cabinet must | 
countersign the President’s orders.

TO MEET IN HOUSTON, TEXAS 


Historical Pageant at San Jacinto Battlefield Will Be 
Part of the Program of Entertainment—Delegates 
From All Continents Will Tour the Southwest 


ORw than 6,000 delegates from 
M thirty-five countries will attend 

the annual convention of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World, which opens May 9 in Houston, 
“Nexas. This will be the twenty-fifth or 
these world conventions, the last of 
which was held in London, Every con- 
tinent, including Australia, will be rep- 
resented this year. 

The association includes 825 clubs de- 
voted to advertising in every civilizea 
country in the world. The members 
have to do with advertising in news- 
papers and other periodicals, the screen, 
the graphic arts, public utilities, the 
Church, finance and innumerable other 
interests. At the Houston convention 
twenty-five conferences will be held 4n 
technical problems of industry. LEigh- 
teen advertising clubs in America com- 
posed entirely of women will be rep- 
resented. 


A special feature of the convention 
will be the Pan-American conference, 
designed to work for a closer relation 
with Latin America. All of the Central 
and South American republics will be 
represented. The largest delegation 
from any country in the world, apart 
from the United States, will be that of 
Mexico, including 200 civil and commer- 
cial delegates, headed by a relative ot 
the President of the republic. The 
Mexican National Band of 136 pieces, 
considered one of the finest in the 
world, will visit Houston to play for 
the convention. 

The first delegate.to start for Houston 
is believed to have been an advertising 
man from Sydney, Australia, who was 
obliged to travel 12,000 miles. Large 
delegations will come from European 
countries, 

The convention will be opened formally 
Saturday night in the Houston Municipal 
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Auditorium, which has a seating ca- 
pacity of 6,500. The delegates will be 
officially welcomed by the Governor of 
Texas, Mrs. Mirlam A. ‘Ferguson, and 
other dignitaries. . 

An elaborate program of; business and 
entertainment will be crowded into the 
four days allotted to the convention. The 
first meeting on Saturday night will re- 
semble that of last year held at Albert 
Hall, which opened the London confer- 
ence. On Sunday morning there will be 
meetings in fourteen churches in Hous- 
ton. Dr. C. F. Reisner, President of the 
Church Advertising Department, will 
emphasize the importance of advertising 
social and moral aetivities. Other dis- 
tinguished clergymen of several faiths 
will address the delegates, including the 
Right Rev. Clinton 8. Quinn, Bishop of 
the Episcopal Church of Texas, and Dr. 
Henry Barnston, rabbi of Beth Israel 
Temple of Houston. Their addresses 
will deal for the most part with va- 
rious aspects of world peace. 


Subjects of Addresses. 


The meeting is a grouping of twenty- 
seven conventions, each devoted to a 
separate department of the business. 
The nature of the discussion is sug- 
gested by the titles of some of the lead- 
ing addresses, ‘‘Advertising as a Means 
to World Progress.’’ “‘The Economic 
Influence of World Peace,’’ ‘“‘The Ro- 
mance of Marketing,’’ ‘‘How Advertis- 


ing Serves the Consumers” and “The 
Benefits of Public Utility Advertising to 
the Consumer.” 


One of the ‘features of the entertain- 
ment will be a historical pageant at 
San Jacinto, the battlefield where Texan 
and Mexican forces met in 1833. Music 
will be furnished by both American and 
Mexican bands. The pageant will be 
staged on floats on the ship canal which 
links Houston with the sea. Scenes 
from the early history of Texas will be 
re-enacted, including the landing of Gal- 
vez and the battle of the Alamo. 


On another day the delegates will be 
taken on a trip to Galveston, and a spe- 
cial session will be held in that city, 
More than’ 2,000 automobiles have been 
lent by citizens of Houston for the 
convenience of the visitors. 

A lively contest is already in progress 
to determine the next meeting place of 
the convention. In the last twenty-five 
years the convention has been held 
twice outside the United States, in Can- 
ada and England, It has convened six 
times in the South, once in San Fran- 
cisco, twice in Chicago, twice in St. 
Louis and twice on the Atlantic sea- 
board, but not as yet in New York. 
The two cities most favored for the con- 
vention of 1926 are Philadelphia and St, 
Petersburg, Florida. The latter city 
furnishes an example of a community 
being developed largely by advertising.

This is much less than 
the electric energy employed in the Gov- 
ernment aerial transmitting stations, 
which use for trans-oceanic broadcast- 
ing wave lengths varying from 10,000 to 
24,000 meters 

The dibelopaiaint of the instruments 
for ‘receiving and transmitting radio 
waves is about complete, Dr. Rogers be- 
lieves. He has announced tnat he will 
soon undertake other experiments almed 
at bringing out the full possibilities of 
operation with an extremely short-wave 
length. 

In the meantime,

cleared up a point which has been 
troubling both scientists and radiéo en- 
thusiasts for some time. It has “been 
found that reception between certain 
cities was particularly difficult. Such 
a condition exists between Baltimore 
and Washington, and often it is almost

Scientists now believe that the theory 
of radio waves traveling through the 
crust of the earth explains this phe- 
nomena. They point out that certain 
beds of peculiar soil, clay or iron de- 
posits, may be responsible for this con- 
dition, as there certainly cannot be a 
permanent obstruction in the air.

Questions of Liens, Insurance,
